Queen: Elizabeth did the ſame 
for Holland: King James for the Prince Palatine: and King 
Charles the Firſt. for Roche/z and Biſhop Land, who certainly 
underſtood the Principles ' of our Church, encouraged both :

1.) Suppoſe the true Reaſon why#one Min 1s allowed to pol. 
I ſels a greater Eſtate in a Corirhon-wealth than another, 
and fo maitffain himſelf by the Labor of other People, is, that 
he may be at leiſure to attend the publick Buſineſfof his Coun. 
try; and that having ſuch a confiderable Stock in the com- 
mon Bettom, he may be the more careful to preſerve it from 
finking, Out of ſuch Men therefore of Fortune - and Intereſt, 
every wiſe and well defjgning King, 'will ſupply himſelf with 
Officers. For their Intereſt will help to ſupport him, and will 
procure his Commands, Obedience; and their Fortunes will 
- ſecure the Subjefts from being injured by them, their Eſtates 
being Pawns to the Publick for their good Behaviour, and Re- 
Prizals to thoſe they have injured. But for this very Reaſon 
King J«mes generally employed Men of little or no Fortunes,and 
very often the Scum and Raſcality ofthe World. This made him 
ſo fond of the Triſh, who had loſt their Eſtates, who depended 
wholly on him, and had no other poſſibility of ſubſiſting, but 
by eſpouſing his Intereſt, and ſerving him without reſerve. T 
cannot blame them for being ready to embrace the Offer, but 
It was certainly very impolitickly done, or an indication of an ill 
Deſign in him to employ and eſpoufe Men of fuch ruined ahd' 
broken Fortunes.

2. Aﬀter the Earl % 'Tyrconnel had , named his Sheriffs of 
this ſtamp for the year 1687, it will hardly be found that: 
any. Proteſtant recovered any Debt by Execution. The main 
Reaſon of this.was the Poverty of Sheriffs, which made Men 
unwilling-to truſt the Execution of a Bond for twenty, pounds 
into their Hands, they not being reſponſible even for ſuch a 
ſmall Summ3 as too many found to their coſt, The Mayors 
and other Magiſtrates in their new modelled Corporations, 
were genggally of the ſame fort. In Dulliz they could not 
pick up enough that had the face. to appear as Burgeſles ; 
and ſome of thoſe that they named had not Mony to buy them- 
ſelves Gowns. . I think their number was never complete. It 
was yet we#ſeIn the Country Corporationsz in many places 
they were not able to pay the Attorney General's Fees, which 
ſtopped'their new Charters, till the calling a Parliament neceſ- 
fitated him to paſs them pgraz#s. . As to the ivuferior Officers of 
the Army, ſuch as Captains, Lieutenants and Enfigns, ſome 
hundreds of them had been Cow-herds, Horſe-boys or Foot- 
men, and perhaps theſe were none of tir worlt Men; for by 
reaſon of their Education amongſt Proteſtants, they had ſeen 
arid underſtood more than thoſe who had lived wild on the

4. And ſurely, there cannot be a tuller Demonſtration of a 
Prince's Defgn to Jay afide the Laws, and to rule by force 
without controul, than his putting out Men of Subſtance, and 
employing Men of broken ard defperate Fortunes 1n places of - 
Truſt and Honor; who having nothing elſe to dFend upon 
but the Prince's pleaſure, muſt be abſolute Slaves to it, and 
yield a blind Obedience to all that is given them in Commilſ- 
ſion. This is the Miſery of a People when Servants rule over 
them. And this was the Reaſon King James emplbyed rather 
fuch than any others, * And it was impoſlible the, Grand 
Segnior ſhould have fitted himſelf better* with Inſtruments 
for promoting an arbitrary Government than he did,

T, HE Poverty and Meannefſs of the Men was not their 
worſt Fault. Fe is poſhble that a poor Man may be 
both honeſt and able for the'greateſt'Truſt. But the Officers 
employed by King James were ſuch, that tho they had been 
very honeſt,,and willing to do Jultice, they yet muſt have done 
much Miſchief by their Unskiltulneſs, and Toſufficiency for the 
Offices with which he intruſfed them. It was both King 
James's Misfortune, and his.-SubjeQs, that he employed very 
few of ſober Senſe and Experience about himz* whether it 
was that he could not get Men of Senſe to go through with 
him, in all things that he would have had done, or whether it 
_ from the Servility-obſervable in dull People, where- 
y they flatter and gain on Princes, Or laſtly from a Humor 
mcident to great -Men,. which makes them unwilling to have 
Servants able to pry into their Deſigns. But however it was, 
It was remarkable in King James, that dull heavy Men kept his 


.Fayor longer, and more ſteadily, than Men of Senſe and Parts; 


. and 
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- the late King James's Government, 
and he generallly choſe out. the moſt unfit and moſt uncapable 
for TO 2 . It is plain}, that - even, in: Ezgl/ard> he de- 
ſigned the Army ſhould be ſupplyed; with Irifo3, and this Pro. 
ject went farther than the Army 3 he was blling the Burroughs 
and Corporations. with-them allo; and no Body knew where 
the humour would have ſtopped. Now if there thad been no- 
thing elſe, their being kepr out of all Employments.and 
Truſts by the Laws for many > rea paſt,. muſt have incapaci- 
rated them (and all Roman Catholicks) for managing the .

How 
was it conceivable, that they ſhould eſcape ſignal- and miſchie- 
vous Errors in the Diſcharge of Othices to which they had ne- 
ver been bred up, and of which they never thought till they 
were put to manage them? And yet this they were conſtrained 
to.do without the Aid or. Aſſiſtance of any to help them, and 
that under the moſt difficult Circumſtances; for the former Offi- 
cers looked on their Offices-as their Freeholds, and conceived 
a great Reſentment againſt ſuch as had turned them out of 
them againſt Law and Juſtice. and therefore left them as'incri- 
cate, and their Succeſſors as little Information as they could ; 
who, according to the Nature of ignorant Men, were tao 
proud to ask aſſiſtance from the others, if thoſe had been 
willing to afford them ipſtruQion, | x, 
2. It is not imaginable how. many Inconveniences happened 
' on this- Account; nothing was done by any Rule or Method : 
the Subje&s were every day oppreſlied, and the Officers made 
themſelves - ridiculous by their Blunders-and Miltakes 3 every 
| Body was petitioning by reaſon of theſe-Grievances, and no 

Body knew howgto redreſs them. None of the gew Officers 
underſtood his own Buſineſs, or how to diſtinguiſh his Province 

from another Man's. -'The knaviſh part of Othces, in putting 
Tricks on People, and getting Money, were all the Study of 
. the new: employed Gentlemen. The real aud. ſubſtantial 

arts of the Offces for which-they were inſtituted, and: de- 
| , were little known, .and Tels minded; nor could it be 
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expected to be otherwiſe. Could any imagine, for Example, 
that Chancellor F#to7, that had 1aifi in priſon many years, 
and. not appeared jn any Cott,” a'Stranger tothe Kingdom, 
to the Laws, arid to the Practice and Rules "of Court, and 
withal a Man of 'a_ heavy and ſlow Uudcrſtanding, ' ſhould 
on'a ſudden 'be able to diſpatch the Buſineſs of the higheſt 
Court in the Kingdom, and penetrate into the moſt intri-. 
cate Cauſes, which are commonly decermined-in that Court ? 
He was ſo far from this, that he was forced to make many 
needleſs References to the Maſters, in Cauſes that had no dif- 
ficulty in them. This was the general way of his diſpatching 
Cauſes, And then what Report could be expeted from Mr. 


© Stafford, one of theſe Maſters, a Popiſh Prieſt, noted and ex-

IV. King James's Officers were of ſuch a Genius and Tuclination, 
as led them to deſtroy the Laws, Liberties and Religion of the 
Kingdow. Dy, | 


x. Hoever will be at the pains to look back on the State 

of Ireland, before it was conquered by the Engizſh, 
will find, that the Heads of Septs were abſolute over their 
Tenants 3 their Wills paſſed for Laws,, and all their Proceed- 
mgs were merely arbitrary and deſpotick. This was the an- 
cient Conſtitution of Ircland, and the Engliſh who came overs 
at firſt, had, by their Converſation with the I», learn'd much 
of their Manners : they made their Tenants Vaſlals and Slaves, 
as tnuch as the Til bad' been to' their Chiefsz except in the 
Engliſh Pale { which was a Scope of Ground that reached a-. 
bout twenty Miles from Dub/i ) and even in ſome 'Places- 
there, the Tenures of the Country Farmers were exaMy that 
nothing” he could properly call his6wn. 'Whateverthe'Land-- 
lord had occafion '=S heſenr to-his Tenants Houſe, and cauſed- 
#'t6' be brought to him without conſideration or allowance;

or if he pleaſed, he went to the Tenant's Houſe with his Re- 
tinue, and there ſtaid as long as he thought fir, eating and 
drinking, and ufing every thing the Tenant had- as his own. 
This Practice was called Cofhering, and ſeveral Laws: have been 
made againſt it. | | 

2. The o!d Landlords that had not forfeited their Eſtates in 
1641, (till kept up this way of dealing with their Tenants, 
tho ſecretly ; and were ſo burthenſom to them by their Exa- 
Qions and Coſherings, that the Tenants were miſerable and poor, 
and their Eſtates unimproved 5 whereas the Ergliſb, and thoſe 


. that had EFreliſh Education, and took to their manner.of Lt- 


ving, were content with their Rents from their Tenants; who 
by that means were able to live well, pou rich, and improve 
their Farms. The native Iriſh, who happened to fall under a 
Proteſtant Landlord , would hardly ever after be perſwaded 
to come under one of his own Religion; a little Experience 
ſufficiently ſhewing unto him the Difference between a Land- 
lord who requircd no more than his Due, and the old 


 Tyrants, that claimed not only a Right to all his Tenant's Sub. 


ſtance, but likewiſe a power over his life. | 

3- But many of the old Landlords loſt their Eſtates by Out- 
lawries and Attainders, for their Rebellion in the year 1641, 
and for their murthering the Proteſtants at that time. Many 
of them had ſold their Eſtates, and ſome had mortgaged them 
for more than their value two or three times to ſeveral per- 
ſons; a Praftice very common m' Jre/and; bur \t is obſervable, 
that it is the humor of theſe People to count an Eſtate their 
own [tjl], tho they bave fold it on the moſt valuable Con- 
ſiderations, or have been turned out of itby the moſt regular 


Proceedings of Juſtice; fo that they reckon every Eſtate theirs, 


that either they or-their Anceſtors had at any time in their, poſ- 
ſeſſion, no matter how. many years ago. Ard by their pretended. 
Title and. Gentility, they have ſuch an influence on the poor 
Tenants of their own Nation and Religion, who live on-thoſe 
Lands, that theſe Tenants look on them till, tho out of poſ- 
ſflion of their Eſtates, as a kind of Landlords; maintain them 
after. a faſhion in Idleneſs, and entertain themin their Crſbering 
Manner. Theſe Vagabonds reckoned themſelves great Gentle- 


' men, and that ic would' be a great Diſparagement to them to 


betake 
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betake themſelves to any Calling, Trade or Way of Induſtry; -' 
and therefore cither ſupported themſelves by ſtealing and tory-- 
ing, or oppreſiing the poor Farmers, and exaQting ſome kind, 
of Maintenance, either from their Clans and Septs, or from 
thoſe that lived on the Eſtates to which they pretended; _ And 


theſe pretended Gentlemen, together with: the numerous Cox 
ſrering Popiſh Clergy that lived much: aſter the fame manner, 
were the two greateſt Grievances of the Kingdom, and more 
eſpecially hindered its Settlement and- Happineſs. The Laws 
of England were intolerable to them both, nor could they (ub- 
ſiſt under them.. ny Hop | 
4. As to the Popilſh Landlords, who yet retained their E- 
. ſtates, it put them out of all patience, to find that the Bodough 
their Tenant (fo as they cail the meaner fort of People ) 
ſhould have equal Juſtice againſt them, as well as againſt his 
Fellow Churl, that a Landlord. ſhould be called to an account 
for killing or robbing his Tenant, or raviſhing his Daughter, 
ſeemed to them an unreafonable Hardſhip, It was inſufferable 
to Men that had been uſed tono Law, but their own Will, to 
be levelled with the meaneſt in the Adminiſtration of Juſtice ; 
and every time they were croſſed by a Tenant that would -not 
patiently bear their Impoſitions, they curled in their Hearts 
the Laws of England, and called to mind the glorious Days of 
their Anceſtors, who, with a Word of their Mouths, could 
hang or ruin wbich of their Dependents they pleaſed, and had 
in themſelves the power of Peace and War, | | 
5. This Humor in the Gentry of /relard: has from time to 
time been their Ruin, and engaged them in frequent Rebellions, 
being impatient of the Reſtraint the Laws of Exglazd put on 
their Power, tho'they enjoyed their. Eſtates : and they ſtill 
watched an opportunity to reſtore themſelyesto their petty Ty- 
rannies, and were ready to buy the Reftitution of- them at any 


rate. The other ſort of Gentlemen mentioned, as they called ' 
themſelves, who were outed of their Eſtates, as well as of their -

well as Proteſtants,. reckoned theſe,-the {worn(Enemies of. the 
Laws ang. Liberties of the Kiggon 34nd were aſſured, that

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they would ſtick at no conditions to deſtroy them, their Intereſt, 
Inclmation and Principles, all concurring to engage them to 
5 Ja. 
; 6. Now theſe very Men were the Officers and Inſtruments 
King Jawes employed and truſted, above all others. He eſpou- 
ſed their Intereſt from the time that he had thoughts of the 
Crown; they were his Favourites and Confidentsz and to 
provide for them he turned his Ergliſh and Proteſtant Subjects, 
ficſt out of the Army, then out of their Civil Truſts and Em- 
ployments, and laſtly out of their Fortunes and Eſtates. He 
knew very well, that the Tempers and Genius of thoſe Men 
were at enmity to the Laws, and fitted for that Conſtitution 
of Slavery, under which he deſigned to bring the Kingdoms. - 
He found that none were more fawning to their Superiors than 
they , nor did any flatter with more Meanneſs and Servilicy -: 
and according to the nature of ſuch People none are more in- 
ſotent and tyrannous to their Inferiors. And this was the rea- 
for'that they wereſo dear to King James, and that he preferred 
_ and truſted them rather than his Proteſtant and Erg/i/h SubjeRs. 
The Bargain between him and them was plainly this, reſtore us 
to our former Power, Eſtates and Religion,- and we will ferve 
you as you pleaſe, in your own way.. An Expreſſion that- King 
James and a}l his Creatures often uſed, and were very fond

+7. Theſe People found that the King's Legal Power could 
never” reſtore them to the” condition at which they aimed ; that 
the Power and Station they defired, was abſolutely contrary 
to the Laws in being; and that no Legal Parliament wowtld 
ever alter the Laws and Conſtitution of the Kingdom to 
gratifie-rthem. No wonder therefore if they eſpouſed and 
promoted an abſolute and deipotick Power in the King, and if 
he and they concurred fo heartily to introduceit. To do them 
Juſtice, they made no Secret of it, but profeſſed it publickly; 
and on all occafiens, and accordingly pradtiſed it in their ſeveral 
Stations: They reckoned, and called every one: a Whiz and -

8. Some would undertake toargue the Caſe with ſuch as

Crown, after the manner of France; and that the great mo-

T. E N may live very comfortably in a Nation, and yet 
| M be excluded from the Power or Government of it, 
therefore it is no injuſtice to exclude a certain Rank of Men -_ 
that want ſuch Qualifications as may give the Common-Wealth 
confidence in them, - from intermedling in the Government. 
-Of this Nature we have had Laws in all Countries in the 
World, and whatever be pretended they are very often both 
o and neceffary : nor is it reaſonable that the King ſhould 
have apower to diſpenſe with ſuch 5 ſince they are often made 
on purpoſe'to ſecure the Common-Wealth againſt his encroach- 
ments, - Of this Nature are our Laws that diſable Papiſts from 
_ all Employments Civil and Military, os A&t of Parliament 
made in the Reign of Herry VII. no Man is to 
28. Heng 8. cap. Execute any Employment till he has taken the 
” Oath of Supremacy. This is repeated and 
confirmed by another inthe ſecond of Eliza- 
beth. And here it is obſervable how they evaded 
this Statute. Tt poſitively requires that every Officer ſhall take 
and receive a Corporal' Oath there ſet down; and if any re- 
Fuſed to take it then he is to forfeit whatever Office he hath ac 
the time of the refuſa], and be diſabled to retain or Exerciſe 
any Office.” Now to elude this Law, the Oath was never tender. 
ed to their new Officers,and conſequently, ſaid they, they never 
refuſed it, neither are they liable to the Penalties of this A&.

but thoſe that came into their Places of Truſt and of Profit, 
in defiance of the Laws, merely by: his Favour, muſt be in-

2. And this anſwers that Objection which we hear from 
ſome who'will not underſtand our Circumſtances, but tell us 
that we ought to have had Patience, and let King James take 
his Courſe; for though he had deſtruftive Defigns,' yet he 
was but one Man, and could not Execute them againſt us in 
His own Perſon, nor procure others to Execute them for him ; 
fince all -Men* would be'afraid to obey his illegal Commands, 
_ as long as they could not but know that they were account- 
able to the Laws for every thing done againſt them : but it 
appears from the account I have given of thoſe Perſons whom 
King James employed, that they neither knew, nor feared, nor 
cared for the Laws. And that their buſineſs and enmity was

"1 HE deſtruction of a People is ſo horrid a thing, 
| that it is not eaſie to perſuade a good natured 

| | Man that ſuch an unnatural deſign can enter into 
any ones*heart : and we our ſelves though al- 

moſt ruined, dare hardly relate it to others leſt they ſhould 
not believe-us. It is certain that 1f the Proteſtants of theſe 
Kingdoms 'could have believed. that King James would have 
attempted what he did, they: would never have entred into 
ſuch Feuds againſt: their fellow Subjects and Friends to pre- 
vent his Excluſion: but their Zeal for the Monarchy and 
Succeſſion, made. them willing to overlook the - danger ; 
and: they perſuaded. themſelves that the ablurdiry and dif- 
culty of the thing, - would keep him if he came to the 
Crown, from attempting it, notwithſtanding ihey knew that 
his Principles inclined him, and his Counſellors would prompt 
him to it. I queſtion much if any thing but ſad Experi- 
ence. would ever have: opened the Eyes, . or convinced the 
generality of theſe Nations that his deſigns were ſuch” as 
we found them in the event :. and perhaps. it is worth all 
our Sufferings, though-very heavy, to have learned (as we have 
done) by this Example, never to truſt Men of Kang: Jaanc's 
G ' ® Principles 


Principles and Religion with a Power that may deſtroy us ; 
ſince it appears in him, that-no Intereſt, Difficulties, or Obli- 
gations are ſufficient to hinder ſuch from employing that Power 
. to effe&t it, No Man could be under deeper Obligations to uſe | 
his Power with Moderation than King James was; yet in the 
ſhort time he poſleſfed it,: he employed it with ſo much dili- 
gence and earneſtneſs to deſtroy us, that he in a great meaſure 
accompliſhed it ; and we muſt thank God only, and his preſent 
Majeſties vitorious" Arms, . that ſaved us from a total and final 
Deſtruction, to which we were ſo manifeſtly devoted. To 
make this appear, it will be neceſlary to take a ſhort view of 
the State of /reland, at, and ſſhce King James's coming to the 
Crown, and by the Alteration he introduced, it will plainly 
appear what he deſigned. At his coming to the Crown, Ire- 
land was in a moſt flouriſbing Condition; Lands were every. 
where improved, and Rents advanced to near double what 
_ they had been in a few years before; the Kingdom abounded 
with Money, Trade flouriſhed, even to the Envy of our 
- Neighbours; Cities, eſpecially Dubliz, encreaſed exceedingly 3 * 
' Gentlemens Scat# were built, or- building, every where, and 
Parks, Encloſures, and other Ornaments were carefully pro-- 
moted ; infomuch that many places of the Kingdom-equalled 
- the Improvements of Exgland. The Papiſts themſelves, where 
Rancour, Pride or Laztneſs did not hinder them, lived happi- 
ly, and a great many of them got conſiderable Eſtates, either 
by Trafick, by the Law, or by other Arts and Induſtry.

. Power, he was far from doing what they ſurmile 
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oood Nature, were Barrs ſufficient to ſecure them from De-

2, It is certainly the Intereſt of all Kings to govern their 
Subjects with Juſtice and Equity ; if therefore they underſtood 
or would mind their true Intereſt, no King would ruin any of 
his Subjefs : but it often happens, .that either Men are fo 
weak that they donot underſtandtheir Intereſt, or elſe fo little 
at their own Command, that ſome fooliſh Paſſion or Humour 
{ways them more than all the Intereſt in the World : and from 
theſe proceeds all the 11] Government which has ruined ſo many 
Kingdoms. Now = James was ſo bent on gaining an abſo- 
lute Power over the Lives and Liberties of his Subjects, and 
on introducing his Religion, that he valued no Intereſt when 
it came in competition with thoſe. | 

3. Every Body that knew King Femes's Intereſt, and the true 
Intereſt of his Kingdoms, knew that it concerned him to kee 
fair with Proteſtants, eſpecially with that party who were an 
devoted to him, and had ſer the Crown on his Head; and 
this had been, in the Opinion of thinking Men the moſt ef- 
fe&ual way to inlarge his Power, and introduce his Religion ; 
but becauſe it did not ſuit with the Methods his bigotted 
Counſellors had propoſed, he took a Courſe direttly contrary 
to his Intereſt, and ſeemed to take a peculiar pleaſure in at-- 
fronting and opprefling thoſe very Men, whom in Intereſt he 
was molt concerned to cheriſh and ſupporr. | 

His Proceeding thus in Ezgland was viſibly the Cauſe of his 
Ruin; he had left himſelf no Friend to ſtand by him, when 
he ſtood in greateſt need of them. Upon his coming to Irelard 
the Proteſtants had entertained ſome favourable H »pes, that 
he would have ſeen, and been convinced, of, his Error, and 
would now at laſt govern himſelf by other meaſures; it was 
manifeſtly his Intereſt to have done ſo, -and nothing. in proba- 
bility could have allayed the Heats of Exgland and Scotland fo 
much as his Juſtice and Kindneſs to the Proteſtants of Ireland, 
nor could any thing have' had ſo much the Appearance, iof an 
Anſiver to thoſe many and evident Argume ts by; which, they 
demodtiſtrated his deſttuQive Deligns againlt-thoſe Kingdoms, 
as to have had it to ſay, that in Ireland, where jt was in his 

d Heintended 
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to do in England, 'or if he had ever wy \uch intentions, it was 
plain he had now altered them. Theſe things were laid be- 
fore him by ſome that wiſh'd well-to his Afﬀairs, and had 
more Prudence than his furious and bigotted Counſellors; and 
ſometimes they ſeemed to make Impreſſions on him, bur the 
Pricſts and needy Courtiers, who had ſwallowed in their Ima- 
ginations the Spoils and Eſtates of the Proteſtants of Exgland 
as well as of Ireland, could not endure to hear of this. They 
ſcemcd mightily afraid leſt he ſhould be reſtored to his Throne 
by conſcnt of his Proteſtant Subj-:&s: For if ſo ( ſaid they ) 
we know it will be on ſo ſiri& Conditions, that we ſha/l gain but 
little ty it, it will not be in his power to gratifie ws. And not 
only they, but the Triſh in general likewiſe endeavoured to 
make his Reſtitution by way of Articles or Peace impracti- 
cable and impoſſible. A Deſign fo extremely fooliſh, that it is 
ſtrange any ſhould be found ſo filly wicked as to promote it, 
or that King James ſhould be ſo impoſed on as to hearken toit 
and yet it 1s certain he did, at leaſt at ſome times, entertain it ; 
and was heard to cxpreſs himſelf to one that preſſed him to 
Moderation to Proteſtants on this account ; that he never ex- 
pected zo get into England but with Fire and Sword. How- 
ever his Counſellors were not ſo weak, but they ſaw what 
diſadvantage his dealing with the Proteſtants had on his Intereſt 
in England, and therefore they took care to conceal it as much 
as poſſible; they ſtopped: all Intercourſe as tar as they could 
with England; they hada party tocry up the mildneſs of King 
James's Government towards the Proteſtants, to applaud the 
Faſe, the Plenty, the Security 1n which they lived; and torun 
down and diſcredit all Relations to the contrary that -came 
from Ire/and. Theſe endeavoured: to perſwade the World, 
that there was'nd ſuci thing as a Bill of Attainder, or of Repeal; 
no A& taking away the Preferments or Maintenance- of the 
Clergy, nor any Impriſonment 'or Plundering of Proteſtants ; 
no taking away of Goods by private Orders of the King, or le- 
vying of Monies by Proctamations. In ſhort, they. did that 
which on all occafions 13 the' Praffice, and indeed. Support of 
Popery. They endeavoured to face down plain .matter.. of 
Fa& with Forehead and Confidence, and to perſwade. the 
World, "that all theſe were mere Forgeries -of King James's 
ETC "Enemies, 
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Enemies, - As many as believed theſe Allegations of theirs, 


and were perſuaded by them, that the Proteſtants of Ireland 


were well uſed by King James, were inclined to favour him ; 
a certain fign, that it they had been really well uſed by him, it 
would have gotten him many Friends, and perhaps reconciled 
ſome of+his-worſt Enemies. But the Deſign entertained by him 
and his Party required the Ruin of Proteſtants, and ot their 
Religion; whereas his Intereſt required, that it ſhould not be 
believed, that he deſigned either; and therefore Care was ta. 
ken to proſecute the, Deſign with all eagerneſs, and deny the 
Matter of Fa& with all|impudence; and his Majcſty took care 
to promote both : tor he ruined the Proteſtants of 7reland by 
his Ads of Parliament, and by the other Mcthods we ſhall 
hereafter ſpeak of; and by his Proclamations ſent privately 
into Eglazd to his Partiſans there, allured the World, that the 
Proteſtant Relizicn and Intereſt were his ſpecial care, and that he 
had ſecured them againſt their Enemies, It was his Intcreſt to 
hive done, as well as pretended this; but the carrying on his 
Deſign was ſo much in his Thoughts, that he choſe to ſacrifice 
his Intereſt co it- - 

. And no wonder, if it be true, what is reported of him, 
that he Yeſolved to die a Martyr, rather than not ſettle his Re. 
lIigion, and that he had rather die the next day, that Deſugn being 
compaſſed, than live fifty years without effetling it. All which 
ſufficiently .explains that which ſeemed a Riddle .to many, 
how (King James ſhould be ſo very hard on his Proteſtant- 
Sybjeas, when his Intereſt required, that he ſhould treat them 


' With all imaginable kindneſs; eſpecially 1n the preſent Circum- 


ftances of his Afﬀeairs, whiltt in /re/and, The Reaſons of his 
aRing. contrary to his Intereſt jn ſo palpable an inſtance, were 
either from the. Perſualions of his i] Counſellors, who aſſured 
him, that'they would {o: order the Matter, that what he did in 


- Ireland ſhould not.be heard of, or not be believed in England ; 


or elſe from a ſettled Reſolution not to mind any Intereſt which. 
camein competition with his grand Deſigns of advancing Po- 
pery, and the Slavery of the Netions. "To ette& which, it is ma- 
nifeſt he was'content. to be a Vaſlal to France; for whoſoever

French Saccors landed; and the Proteſtants, could nor but con-

5. Nor had the Services of any towards him, more influence 
on him than his own Intereſt, Never had any Prince fairer Op- 
portunities to diſtinguiſh his Friends from his Enemies, than 
King James ; the ſtruggle he had to get to the Crown was ſo 


long, and the iſſue ſo doubtfu}, that there was no Temptation- 


for any one to diſſemble his Thoughts towards him 5 and never 
had Subjeds a fairer opportunity to ſerve and merit from a 
Prince. Now his Carriage to thoſe that then proved his 
Friends, who againſt their own Intereſt, and againſt the En- 
deavours of the moſt powerful, and moſt diffuſed FaCtion that 
ever appeared in a Kingdom, fet the Crown on his Head, is 
a plain demonſtration of what force, Merit or Service were 
with him, towards altering his private Defigns. No ſooner 
did it appear, that thoſe who were againſt the Excluſion, de- 
figned to preſerve the Kingdom, as well as the Succeffion, but 
he abandoned them, and not only laid them afide, but further 
expoſed them to the revenge of thoſe very Men that they had 
provoked by eſpouſing his Quarrel, It is no news to any how 
King James caſt off his faſteſt Friends, when he ſaw that they 
would not proceed after his Meaſures to deſtroy the Liberty 
and Religion of their Country ; and took into his Boſom and 
Council thoſe that had been his moſt bitter Enemies, when he 


| perceived, that they would affiſt kimin that Deſign . Which is 


a plain demonſtration, that he had no regard to Services or 
Merit, further than they tended to enflave the Nations, and 
deſtroy the ſettled Religion. But no Proteſtant that had any 
value for his God, his Conſcience or Country; could pretend 
to this Merit ; and therefore in the King's Opinion he could do 
nothing that his Majeſty would count a Service. 

King James had no delire to-be ſerved by Proteſtants, as 
was manifeſt by his turning many out, for no other reaſon, but 


becauſe they would not change theis Religion. By preferring 


Papiſts to all Places of Truſt and Profit, tho not fo deſerving 
-or well qualified forthem as thoſe that poſſeſſed them. By bis 
| declaring, 
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declaring, that he would have all that did eat his Bread, of 
his own Religion, . If therefore he employed any, it was for 
a colour, either to cover his Partiality, or becauſe he could 
not find a Papiſt fit for their Places, or becauſe he believed, 
that in time he might gain them to be of his Religion, or laſtly, 
becauſe he had fome odious Work to do, which he thought 
he could the better excuſe, if he could get a Proteſtant to 
do itz where'theſe Reaſons ceaſed, he never employed any. 
But it is obſervable, where he did .employ them , tho 
their places were conſiderable, yet they never had the In- 
tereſt with him, or power proper to their place z but were 
mere Cyphers in it. Thus he made Sir Edward Herbert 
Chancellor of Ez lard, and cauſed a Seal to be cut for him, 
but he never allowed him that Intereſt with him, oc had that re. 
gard for him in Councils that his place required, The puny 
Papiſt. Judges had more influence on the King, and could make 
bolder with him than he ; he was not admitted to the Secret of 
Aﬀairs at all, and at the publick Councils he was ſet below 
Fitton, Chancellor of Ireland, and ſeveral others; whom 1 
am informed, whilſt employed as Chancellor of Eygland, and 
in his Maſters preſence, he ought to have preceded. But ge- 
nerally Proteſtants were only admitted to inferior places, and 
for the moſt part with a Companion ; and they had only the 
Name, their Companions muſt do all, and they durſt not con- 
tradit them ; and tho they were intitled to riſe according as 
Vacancies fell, yet ſome inconſiderable Papiſt was ſure to get 
the ſtart of them, and to be put over their Heads; ſo that it 
was never in their -power to ſerve the King confiderably, or 
merit at his Hands. 

If they did chance to do any thing fignal, yet their Enemies 
had fo much the advantage of King James's Yar, chat they were 
ſure to be adore ans. of and what thoſe ſaid, having the 
dead Weight of Religion to help it, did generally with him, 


_ outweigh the Proteſtants Service. OF this Sir Charles Marry 


is an Inſtance; he followed King James through Frazce to 
Ireland, and all along appeared zealous for bis Service. Yet 
becauſe he profeſſed himſelf a Proteſtanc, upon his landing at 
Kinſale, ſome that had an ill will to him prevailed with the 
King to clap him up a Priſoner in the Fort of Kiz/ale, where 


he... 
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he lay without being able to learn any Reaſon for his Confine- 
ment, from the twelfth of March 168*, till toward the end of 
the following Summer; and then. they had occafion-for him to 
help to order their Camp, and tortifie Ardee, which procured 
him his Liberty; tho he never could bave the fatisfaction to 
learn either his Crime, or his Accuſer, Us 

My Lord Forbeſs, Son to the Earl:of Granard, is another 
remarkable In(tance: When the pretended Parliament fate in 
Dublin, both Houſes were informed, that my Lord Forbeſs 
adhered to King James's Intereſt in England,” and-that he was a 
Priſoner in the Tower upon that account, his Friends thought it 
proper to improve this occalion with the King, and the Parlia- 
ment, to ſave my Lord's Eſtate at Mo/izgar, which he holds 
under the Actof Settlement. And this ſeemed the more feaſible 


becauſe the Lands did, if not all, yet for the moſt part, for- 


merly belong not to private perſons, but to a Corporation. But 
all the Intereſt could be made, did not prevail; all that coule be 
obtained, was a Clauſe implying, that the Commiſhioners that 
ſhould be appointed to execute the AR, ſhould ſert.him our a 
Reprizal under the ſame Limitations, under which he held the 
Town and Lands of Mo//ingar 5 which ( as oneof the Houſe 
of Commons expreſſed it ) wasa Mouthful bf Moonſhine. So

6. And they had no reaſon to expe it ſhould be otherwile 3 
for there was no regard hdd to the moſt conſiderable Papilts, 
where their Intereſt interfered with the general Deſign, It 
was reſolved-to deltroy the-Act of Settlement, the Foundation 
of the Engliſh and Proteſtant Intereſt in Ireland, This brought 
along with it Deſtruction to many Papiſts that held Eſtates 
under ir, Which they had purchaſcd fince the year 1662, as 
well as to Proteſfants. Thoſe Papilts were very numerous, 
and more wealthy than the reſt ( e(pecially-in Cormanght ) ahd 
they were likewiſe very zealous t..r King James, and many of 
them in his actual Service, and veniu ig their Lives for him, at 
the time of paſſing the Act of Repeal ; yet this did not hinder 
him from giving away their Eſtates by that AR tothe old Pro- 
prietors.

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In ſhort, if ſerving King James truly and faithfully, even 
to their own prejudice, whillt it was for his Advantage and his 
Circumſtances needed their Service, could have merited his Fa 
vour, moſt Proteſtants had ſupererogated ; but all this pafſed 
for nothing with him, he would be ſerved his.own way : that 
is, he would have Proteſtants been aGtive to deſtroy thetr 
Properties, Liberty and Religion, he would have had them 
lend their Hands to tie the Chains of Slavery#for them and 
their Poſterity, co which they had already contributed too far 
to oblige his Humor, both before and after his coming to the 
Crown, againſt the common Intereft of the Kingdom. No- 
thing leſs than the ſame blind Obedience, would ſerve him in 
the State, which his Clergy require in the Church, which we 
would not by any means pay him 3 and therefore it was in vain 
for us to think of preſerving our ſelves by any Merit or Ser- 
vite we could render him 3 I& did not think any thing a Pro- 
teſtant could do. with a good Conſcience, to be a Service. 
And if we- did all was required, yet there never wanted per- 
ſons about his Majeſty whg had Malice enough towards us, and 
Intereſt enough with him, to miſrepreſent our moſt merito- 
rious Actions. | | IS 
8. Nor was the good Nature and, merciful Diſpoſition of 
King James any greater Secutity to the Proteſtants of Ireland, 
than their own Merits towards him. There are, 'tis true, 
Kings in the World, that have an abſolute Power over the 
Lives and Liberties of their Subjeds 3 and yet govern them 
with ſuch Juſtice and Mercy, that they ſuffer very little in- 
conveniency by it: but the Examples of this kind are ſo very 
rare, that it is il] truſting any one with ſuch a Power. King 
mes's Partizans made it their Buſineſs to repreſent their 
Maſter as the moſt merdiful and .juſteſt Prince in the World 
and then they railed at us that grudged to lay our own and our 
Poſterities Lives and Liberties at his Feet. Perhaps if he alone 
had been to have had the Diſpoſal of them, and would have 
followed his natural Inclinations, we ſhould not ſo much have 
feared to have truſted him: *but whilſt he had ſuch Miniſters 
about him, and embraced a Religion of ſuch Principles as he 
profeſſed, we had no Reaſon to depend much on his natural 
' Clemency or Inclination, for theſe were ſufficient to corrupt 
the beſtnatured Man in the World. H 9. 
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9. No doubt but Charles the Fifth of Germany was of as 
compaſlionate and. generous a Nature as any Man; yet that did 
not keep him from making havock of his Subjey on account of 
Religion; beſides all his Wars and Blood(hed -ro- ſuppreſs the 
Reformatjon, he deſtroyed by way of legal Procels fifty thous 
ſand 11 the Inquitition, a Barbarity, I believe, hardly equalled 
by Nero.. Francis the Firſt of Fraxce was a Prince equal to 
any in Generdlity and. Nobleneſs of Nature; and' yet he made 
no leſs Havock and Deſtraction tn his Dominions on the ſame 
Account. The. preſent French King is a Demonſtration, that 
neither Love of Glory, nor of Intereſt, neither Greatneſs of 
Mind, nor Goodneſs of Nature, are Antidotes againſt, the 
Force of Romzſb Principles, or can reſtrain the Prince that has 
throughly imbibed them, from Blood and Perſecution; other- 
wiſe he, would never have made himſcIf infamous by ſuch hor- 
id Crueltics as he has committed on his Proteſtant Sibje®s, 
or brought an indelible Blot on a Reign which he would fain 
have repreſented to bezmore glorious than any of his Prede- 
cctiors. bile | 
It is not neceſſary that what has been ſaid ſhould bring in - 
«queſtion the good Nature or merciful Temper of King James, 
tho. we confeſs we were ynwilling ta truſt it toq far. : We had 
before our Thoughts the Proceedings in the Welt of Egland, Mp 
where we ſaw his Clemency did not inferpoſe, but ſuffered 
more to bc proſecuted, tryed, condemned, and executed for 
that one Rebellion” ( and yet it was not ſo conſiderable as many 
others ). than” perhaps had ſuffered in that mann@ ,for many 
of the Rebellions (ince the Conqueſt.

put the Patentee'in Poſſeſſion withour taking notice that there 
was another ' Patent'in being; leaving the former Proprietor to 
bring his A@tion 'at Law if he pleaſed. . Thus they ſerved 
Sir Charles Meredith for his Chancellorſhip of the Exchequer ; 
and thus they ſerved Sir fohr Topham, and Sir John Coghill, for 
their Maſterſhips of the Chancery. And the Interior Bodies of. 
Cities learhed this Trick from them; and by it outed their 
Proteſtant Recorders, even before their new Charters. Some 
Officers that claimed a Title to their Offices by Law, were not 
allowed a Legal Tryal : but the Chancellor calted them before 
him, .and on a private Hearing, 'turned them out. Thus he 
ſerved Mr. Charles Baldwin one of the Examinators of the 
Chancery. + ; | 
2. But to proceed by Retail ſeemed tedious, and therefore 
to make ſhort Work, and rid their Hands of Proteſtant Civil 
Officers at once, as they had done of the Military. They made 
an AC in their pretended Parliament, to void all Patents for 
Offices during Life or Good Behaviour, though granted by 
King James himſelf, and though the Proteſtants had laid 
out their Fortunes to purchaſe them by King James's own Con- 
ſent, and Permiſſion, as many had done. Now let the World 
judg what a ſtep the diſpoſal of theſs Offices was, to the De- 
ſtruction of Proteſtants, when ſome'of them were of fuch Con- 
ſequence, that an unfaithful Officer in them, might undo many, 
deſtroying their Evidences for their Eſtates3 in what con- 
dition muſt Proteſtants be, when the Records by which they 
held "their Eſtates, were put into the Hands of thoſe who . 
were their Adverſaries in the claim, and had nothing to bar 
them, ' but theſe Records, of which they were now made 
Keepers, who had 'often before ſhocked the Proteſtant Titles, 
by. ſetting up counterfeit Deeds, riay and corrupting the Re- 
cords themſelves, everf whil{t Proteſtants had the keeping of 
them; of which, 'the Records in the Common Pleas Office, 
are yet an unanſwerable Evidence, counterfeit Judgments be- 
ing entred there, to the ſum of ſome one thouſand pound, by 
the Treacheryof' corrupting Papiſts. T have forthe ſatisfaction 
of the Reader ſer down 'in'the Appendix the.

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3. The next ſort of Officers were ſuch as were concerned in 
the Revenue; theſe were, many of them, during Pleaſure. I 
The Revenue had for five or (ix years laſt paſt been managed 
by Commiſſioners to very great advantage. They hadgotten 
under them a ſet of very {harp and ſevere Officers z many of 
which having been formerly concerned in Trade themſclves, 
knew all the Arts of cheating the King in his Duties; and 
were able to. diſcover them, and he who was moſt acute and 
wade greateſt Advantage for the King, was ſure to keep his 
Place and to be advanced. It was hard to find a ſet of Com- 
miſſioners and Officers that could ſerve the King in his Revenue 
at the Rate theſe Perſons did ; and therefore they were forced 
to be ſlow in changing them : yet they did it by degrees, and 
with ſuch Circumſtances, as plainly diſcovered that-they were 
reſolved, as ſoon as was poffible, to employ Rowan Catholicks 
only. To do them Juſtice they generally owned itz and when 
any of them had a Friend to prefer to an Office in the Revenue, 
his Argument to remove the Proteſtant Poſſeſfor uſually was, 
This Max muſt be removed, and why not now ? Asthe Popiſh Biſhop 
of Elphiz wrate to Sir Patrick, Trant from Gallway, in order to 
remove a Proteſtant Gauger employed there. In moſt places 
they turned out the Proteltant Collectors and Officers, and put 
in their Popiſh Friends, though much to the Kings Loſs, as it 
often proved, and as they themſelves knew it would be, and 
did not ſcruple to own it. Their new ColleQors, either be- 
ing ſo ignorant as not to make the beſt of their Places, or fo 
very Corrupt that they run away with the Mony- when Col- 
letedz as it happened at ClonmeZ; or ſo abuſed their Truſt, 
that they were obliged to change no keſs than five or fix at a 
tive, King James himſelf declaring publickly that they. de- 
ſerved to be hanged. That there remained any Proteſtants 
employed in the Revenue was plainly from theirnot having time 
enough to train up others jn thetr room, and not from their 
intentions to continue Proteſtants in it 3 to whom they envied. 
even the hated Office of being Publicans. 

4. The third ſort of Officers in the Kingdom. are ſuch, as 
have Truſt 9r Honour annexed to them, but little Profit 3 of 
this ſort 1 reckon Sheriffs and Juſtices of the Peace.

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_ *- the late King James's Government; >5 
Offices, \and it was a moſt provoking ſight to Proteſtants, to 
ſee with what kind of Men they fſupplyed them : they were 
forced to rake into the very Scum gnd Sink of the People, to 
find a few to ſet on the Bench, as I ſhewed before; Men with- 
out Freehold,. wjthout Senſe, and without Honeſty, were made 
Sherifs 3 and yet they were forced to continue moſt of them 
two years, not being able to find in ſome Counties any Ro- 
»az Catholick' that could pretend to be capable of ſuch an 
Employment. Thus in the County of Tyroze, Turloz b 3 Do- 


velly ſerved two years as Sheriff, who had not one foot of 


Freehold ; and for his Honeſty you may gueſs at it by this 
Story, which is notoriouſly true: His Son had ſtolen ſome 
Bullocks from his Neighbour Mr. Z/amiltorn of Callidon, and 
brought them to his Father the Sheriffs Houſe : ſome of them 
were killed and caten in the Houſe. The Owner purſued and 
found rhe remainder, which were reſtored ; and to Compound 
the Matter, a Bond of ſixteen pound was entred into by the 
Sheriff for ſuch as were caten; and if I remember right, a War- 
rant of Attorney for Judgment. When he came to Dubliz to 
paſs his Accompts as Sheriff, he was ſued for the Mony, but to 
avoid: the Suit, he liſted himſelf a Foot Soldier in che Lord 
Magyxires Company,. and pretended he was Enliſted in the 
Company two or three days before the Arreſt; which my Lord 
likewiſe- vouched, though really he was not Enliſted till after 
the Arreſt or Execution. Upon which the Attorney that took 
out the Aﬀtion or Execution, I do nat remember which, and 
the Perſon tg whom he owed Mony were brought into great 
trouble, and forced to abſcond for violating the Privilege of 
the Army; and obliged for Peace ſake to depart from their 
Claim. We had many ſuch Sheriffs and Juſtices of the Peace

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who had built moſt of the Corporate 'Towns (above thirty at 
-once in King James the Firlt's rime) and a great part of the 
Freeholds of the Kingdom did alſo belong to Men of the ſame 
Religion : inſomuch that if a fair Election had been allowed, 
in probability no Papiſt could have carryed it in any one County 
of Ireland, All which-confidered, it was but reaſonable that the 
Prateſtants. that had by ſo much Blood and Treaſure; brought 
the Kingdom into ſubjeftion to. rhe Laws of Ergland, and 
planted it in ſuch a manner as to render it worth the Governing 
by the King, ſhould be ſecured of their Repreſentatives in 
Parliament 3 eſpecially when out of their _ Loyalty, and. 
Confidence in the Kings kind intention to them, they by ſome 
new Rules had- condefcended, that none ſhould Officiate as 
Majors, Portrieves, Magiſtrates, .or Sheriffs in the chicf Towns, 
till approved by the Kings chiet Governor for the time being. 
Their yielding this,to the King, was. a ſufficient ſecurity, one 
would have thought, to the Royal Intereſt. A great djminu- 
tion of their Liberties, and ſuch as never was yielded before 
to any King 3 but this would not ſerve King Faxes to be Ab- 
ſolute, he muſt have the intire Diſpoſition of -them, and the 
Power to put in and turn out whom he pleaſed, \ without 
troubling the Formalities of Law. To bring them therefore 
to this, 1t was refolved to Difſolve thear all. Tyrconmel knew 
that the Proteſtants would never give up their Charters, with- 
out being compelled by Law : and therefore he endeavoured 
to prevail with thea to admit Papiſts to Freedom and Offices 
1n them, that by their means. he might have them ſurrendred'; 
but the Reſolution of Sir Fobr Knox, then Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, and of the then Table of Aldermen, ſpoiled that De- 
ſign, and forced the King to bring 2x0 Warranto's againſt 
them, ſince they would not: eafily conſent to deſtroy them- 
ſelves. ay 5 
2. The Chief Baron Rice, and the Attorney General Nagle, 
were employed as the fitteſt Inſtruments to- carry gon this 
Work. To prevent Writs of Error into Exglerd, all theſe 
Ruo Warranto's were brought in the Exchequer; and in about 
two Terms, Judgments. were entred -againſt moſt Charters.

he would have received a publick Rebuke, and been ſtruck 
out of the Roll] for his Knavery or ignorance. After all, there 
was not one Corporation found to have Forfeited by a Legal 
Tryal- neither was any Crime or Cauſe of forfeiture obje&ted 
againſt them 3 yet the Chief Baron gave Judgment againſt a. 
hundred Charters or thereabouts, upon ſuch little Exceptions, . 
and pittiful Cavils, that it muſt be the greateſt affront to the 
underſtanding of Mankind, to think to put ſuch on them for 
Fuſtice 3 and the greateſt protanation of,the name of Law, to 
endeavour to paſs ſuch Proceedings for Legal, Admit that a 

Corporation, which is an invifible Body in Law, could doan 
thing to deſtroy its own being 3 or that it were reaſonable it 
ſhould be diveſted of a particular Privilege, which it has mani- 
feſtly abuſed 3 or when, by alteration of Circumſtances, ſuch a 
Privilegde becomes a Prejudice to the Publick ; as it ſometimes. 
happens. Yet to Diffolve all the Corporations in a Kingdom, 
without the leaſt Reaſon or Pretence of abuſe of Priviledge or 
_ Forfeiture, to take advantage from the Ignorance of a Lawyer, 
or the miſtake of a Clerk, nay to pretend theſe when really 
there is no-ſuch thing, is fuch an abuſe of the Kings Preroga- 
tiveand the Law, that it is enough to make the People, oppreſ- 
fed by colour of them, to hate both, at leaſt to wiſh the Ad- 
miniſtration of them in other Hands ; and this wasclearly the. 
Caſe of the Corporations in /reland. The City of Dublin was 
not allowed fo much time to. put in their Plea as was really 
ſufficient to tranſcribe it as it ought to have been. Fhe Clerk. 
miſtakes the Date of one of their Charters; they pray leave 
ro mend it ; this is denyed them 3 and the Chiet Baron gives 
Judgment. The ſame Term the Charter of Londonderry, in 
which the City of Loxdox was fo deeply concerned, was con- 
demned on a yet more frivolous Pretence, upon which the 
Chief Baron gave Judgment againſt-the Charter. And upon 
the like wrangling Cavils were the reſt diflolved 3 except a = 
which 
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which were on Noblemens Eitates. Some of theſe Noblemen 
employed, Roman Catholick Agents or Receiversz who fo 
managed their Eſtates for them, as chiefly to encourage Papilts, 
and now became the Inſtruments to betray their Corporations. 
Thoſe Agents employed the Power and Intereſt they had a- 
mongſt their Maſters Tenants, by Threats and Intrigues, to 
procure Surrenders 3 and by theſe means, ſome few were in- 
fluenced. Thus one Petter, a Papilt, employed as a Receiver 
by the Earl of Kildare, betrayed his Lord, and prevailed with 
Athy and ſome other Corporations on his Eſtate to Surrender. 
3. Whether they did not think fit to deſtroy the Charters 
upon their uſual and trivial pretence cf defeRive Pleading, 
there they found aut other Expedients, without Tryal, to de- 
ftroy them, And that was, by granting a New Charter (as in 
the Caſe of Bargor in the County of Dow#) to ſuch Men as 
the Atcorney General thought fit z who by the Sheriff ſhould 
be put in Poſſeſſion of the Government of the Town, and then 
if the former Poſſeſſors thought themſelves injured, they might 


- bring their ACions againſt the Intruders: in the Tryal of 


which, they had Reaſon to expe no more fairneſs, than they 
found in the Proceedings againſt their Charters. 

4. This Contrivance, of ſuperſeding a, former Charter by 
granting a new one, ſerved to very good purpoſe. There were 
many particular Charters granted to Corporations in the City 


of Dublin, Such were the Corporations of Taylors, Skin- 


ners, Feltmakers, &c. where theſe refuſed to Surrender, they 
got a few of the Trade to take out a new Charter, by which 


- Papiſts were conſtituted Maſters and Wardens, and as ſoon 


as they had taken it out they committed to Priſon ſuch of the 
ancient Members as would not ſubmit to them, 

' 5. Every Body dreaded the Efi.ds of thele Proceedings, 
the Gentry cohſidered that they held their Eſtates by Patents 
{fom the King; and the Title was ne ſtronger than that of a Char- 
ter. Andift Men were outed of their Priviledges and Free- 
doms by ſuch Tricks and Shaddows of Law, they began to fear 
that one day or other the like might be found to void their

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VI. King James's deſtruftive Proctedings againſt the Liberties of . 


his Proteflant Subjets, * *' 


2. Here .is:no worldly thing-more' valuable to Man than 

Liberty. Many prefer itto1life-3 and few can live long 
without it, 'Tis the Darling of our Laws, and there is nothing 
of which they are more tender, Bur-the Proteftants of /re/avd 
from the very -beginning of "King: {agree Reign, had their Li- 
berties invaded; and-/at: laſt intirely deſttoyedi* "Twas oblery- 
-able, that at his coming to the Crown he-gzade no Proclamation 
tor a general Pardon, as has been uſual with Kings ; neither did 


he. paſs any Act of Grace in his firſt. Parliament, which gave a 


fair opportunity to the Papiſts ob. /re/and to revenge themſelves 
on their Proteſtant Neighbors!s.'' No ſooner had they gotten 
. Judges and Juries that would believe them; but-they began: a 


Trade. of m_—_— and ripping up what they pretended-their” 


Neighbors had 'faid of His late Majeſty, whilſt Duke of. Zork 
ſome years before, eſpecially in time of the Popiſh' Plot.” The 
new Juſtices of the Peace were eager to exerciſe their Offices, 
and therefore on the ſlighteſt occaſion, bound over and com- 
mitted their Proteſtant Neighbors, many times without any rea- 
ſon at all; atleaſt, without any givenin theic Warrants : it was 
time enough to invent ſome-/againſt 'the next :Afſizcs. There 
never wanted Evidence enough to accuſe'a Man; thegery Prieſts 
being forward to encourage ſuch Perjuries; as were tothe preju- 


dice of Proteſtants, -,Of this there are ſeyeral- Inſtances on Re- ' 


cord in the Courts of Juſticez where: we-find-them ſorgetimes 
ſwearing Falſhoods themſelyes, and ſometimes: encouraging o- 
Thegs to do it. Of which the Courts, even in ſpite of all their 
partiality, were ſatisfied. I gave one Example before in Sir W:/- 
liam Pettys Caſe. There is another of Mr. jBa/fours in the 
County of Fermanagh,where the falſe Afﬀidavit of one Hultaghan 
..a"Prieſt, had almoſt deſtroyed his Cauſe, and loſt him a con- 
- ſiderable Eſtate. | | | 

+2. Upon this account Perjurics became 16 common, thar 
if a "Tenant owed his Proteſtant Landlord his Rent, he paged 
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him by fwearing bim into a Plot, or by fixing on him ſome 
Trcaſonable or Seditious Words. If a Papifi had any former 
Quacrel with his Proteſtant Neigbor, or owed him Money, he 
paid hint in the ſame Com. Many were indicted by theſe Con- 
trivances;; many found guilty, and exceflively tin'd ; ſore were 
impriſoned for their Fines, not being able to ſatisfic the King, 
who feiſed both their Bodies and Eſtates- Hardly any County 
itt Freland was free from numerous Indiftments of this kind, and 
very few Country Gentlemen eſcaped being accuſed. Great 
numbers . were indicted ' and found” guilty ,in the Counties of 
Wexford and Wicklow, to the number art leaſt of ſixty, the moſt 
conſiderable Gentlemen'in the County of Meath were indicted, 
but had better luck; the Perjury of their Accuſers being made 
ſo manifeſt, that even a Popiſh Bench had not the confi- 
dence to countenance it, nor a Popiſh Jury to find it; Thus 
Mr. Meredith, Mr. Parry, 'Mr. Chetwin a Miniſter, and ſe- 
veral others, eſcaped ; having difcovered the very bottom of a 
wicked -Contrivance. to carry on a Trade of Swearing agiinſt 
all the Gentlemen in the Country 5 but though they diſco- 
vered it, yet they durſt not proſecute it, by reaſon of fome 
Prieſts being concerned in it, and of the Diſcountenance of the 
Courts ; a great many in the County 'of Tipperary, were like- 


- wiſe brought into Trouble, but eſcaped the firſt rime by a kind 


of Miracle 3; one of the Jurors was fo malicioufly bent againſt 
them, that he fwore he would die before he would acquir x : 
It happened to him according to his own deſire, he fell dead in 
the. place, whilſt they were clpuri about returning the VerdiCt, 
which ſaved the Gentlemen "ap. time. Yet this did not 
diſcourage their Proſecutors, they cauſed them to be indifted 


anew, and upon their ſccond Tryal J«/tiv Macarty ( aſtetwards 


made Lord MHoauntcaſpell by King James ) came into the Court, 
threatened ang heftored Sir Fohn Head, who then fate as Judge 
for the Duke of Ormond ( it being within his Graces Palatinate) 
becauſe he would not dirc& the Jury to find them guilty ; buc 
Sir John ſtood his Ground, and declared, that there was no 
ſufficient Evidence againſt them ; upon which they were ac- 
quitted, Je vexed rh:m, that they could not bring their Po- 
pal Judges and: Sherifls into that County, as they 1d into wy 
en wit I £o N rc 
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reſt of Jreland, by reaſon that the nominatian of them'was in 
his Grace, as Lord of the Regalities 3 and therefore in-their pre- 
tended Parliament they not onlyArtainted him,but likewiſe,by a 
particular Ad, diſſolved his Priacipality. Their Firſt Plot againft 
the Gentlemen of the County having miſcarried, they: began a 
ſecond, and got Depoſitions againſt ſeveral';z- but they were as 
unlucky in this as in the firſt... They laid the Scheme of their 
Aﬀeairs ſo unskilfully; that the Witneſſes ſwore that the Gentle- 
men met to carry on their Plot at Neragh, a iplace above ſixty 
Miles from-D»bli,. onthe ſame day that ſome: of them had'been 
examined before the Council-Board' on the firſt informations 
This appearing to the Council by an entry made in their own 
Books, quaſhed the Deſign againſt them, and ſaved: them a 
third time.

3- The new Mayors and Juſtices of the Peace were no leſs 
troubleſome to Proteſtants in their Employments 3 they 2thiade 
"no ſcruple to ſend their Tokens 'and'Warrants for-Perſons of 
the beſt Quality. And wherever a Papiſt 'and- Proteftant had 
any difference, there needed no more but a complaint ro'pro- 
cure a Committal, and to be ſure it was done-with all the indig- 
nity and- affronting Circumſtances imaginable, - Sir Thowas 
Hackett, whilſt Lord Mayor of Dubliz, 'did fo-:many. brutiſh 
and barbarous things of this nature, that it were.endleſs to're- 


count them ; taking example from the Lord Tyreomnel,, whio 


made.him Mayor, he treated. every-body with Oaths, Curſes, 
il Names, and barbarous Language. The Lord Primate :Boyles 
Family could not eſcape his Warrants; he (or his Clerk, 'as he 


afterwards pretended ) ſent one for Mr. Francis ' Cuff, and 


Mr. Jephſon, who lived in my Lords Family, being his'Son in 
Law and Nephew : their Crime was, refufing to Contribute to 
the maintenance of two begging Fryarsz. one of them was one 
Magee, a Debauchee and Renegado, ' who had the! impy- 
dence to have demanded it from my Lord Primate if. he had 
been permitted accels, The Fryars. vexed that they ſhould be 
repulſed, procured a Warrant for the:two Gentlemen that. re- 


fuſed 'them,. and attempted the Execution: of it in my! Lord 
| 3 | Prianates | 
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Primates Houſe, with a Rabble of near two hundred. Sir Thc was 
was not” content to- Execute. his Authority within his own 
Precings, but.extended jt where the Mayors Power was never 
owned, He ſent his Warrant and committed. the Officers of 
Chriſts Church, Dublin, to the Stocks, becauſe he fancied they 
did not make the Bells ring averrily enough for the Birth of the 
Prince of Wales, It was in vain for the Officers to tell him, 
that their Church and Perſons, were not ſubje& ro his Juriſ: 
dict:on; that if the Bells did not ring »errily exough as he al- 
ledged, it was the Ringers fault, not theirs. That no body, 
belides his Lordſhip, could obſerve any ſuch thing in their 
Ringing. His brutiſh Paſtion would not give him leave to 
hearken to Reaſon 3 but upon all occaſions he proceeded inthe 
ſame method ; which made every body, that valued his Li- 
berty, get out of his Power; and prevailed with a great ma- 
ny to leave their Eſtates and Concerns, and Tranſport them- 
ſelves, and what Etfedts they could carry with them into 
England. It was unſate and uneaſie living both in the City 
and 1n the Country, and he reckoned himſelf bappy that could 
get out of them at any rate. | 


4- But when the Deſcent was made by his preſent Majeſty 
into Ergland, things grew yet more troubleſome. The Pro- 
teſtants were every where Robbed and Plantdered. The new. 
Commiſſioned Officers and their Souldiers, under the new name 
of Rapperies, committed many Outrages and Devaſtations on 
their Proteſtant Neighbours ; inſomuch that they could not be 
ſafe in their Houſes. Ifany endeavoured to keep their Houſes, 
though merely to ſecure themſelves from the Robbers and To- 
ries, Immediately they were Beſfieged z and. though they Sur- 
rendred themſelves as ſoon as Summoned, having no deſign to 


refiſt Authority, and put themſelves into the Hands of King 


James's Officers, upon promiſe of Freedom, nay on Articles, 
yet afterward they. were impriſoned and proſecuted, as 
Mr. Price of Wicklow. Some of them Condemned and Exe- 
cuted ; which happened to Mr. Maxwel and one Lewis, in the 
Queens County. .They thought. it not ſafe to Execute ſome 
till the War was over, and therefore oply kept them in Priſop. 


.So Sir Lanrence Parſons, and many others were ſerved. 
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s. At laſt it came to a general Sejzuge, and almoſt all the 
Proteſtant Gentlemen, without Reaſon or pretence of Reaſon, 
without ſo much as a Warrant, or Form of Law, were put in 
Goals under the cuſtody of mean and barbarous Guards, Whoſe 
very Captains had had no better Educatiorthan that of Foot- 
men or Cowherds 5 who exerciſed what underſtanding the 


had, to invent new methods of vexing their Priſoners. This 


- general Confinement continued with moſt, from the middle 
of Summer 1689, till Winter z and with ſome, till his Majcſties 
Victory at the Boyne ſet them all at Liberty : during all which 
time, no Reaſon or Ground of their Committal was given; 
nor were Habeas Corpns's allowed them, though earneſtly ſol- 
licited, One indeed was allowed to Mr. Thomas King, a Mi- 
niſter, which being the only one that took place, it may be 
proper to give the Reader an account of the Caſe, The Rea- 
_. fon of his Committal was really a Quarrel picked deſignedly 
with him by an Officer of the Guards, becauſe he refuſed to 
admit one Ambroſe, the Popiſh Quarter-Maſter of the City, for 
a Godfather toa Proteſtant Child, whom he Chriſtened * in 
Revenge whereof, the Officer intruded into his Company 
whilſt at Mear, as was common with them, and would needs 
oblige him to drink Confuſhon and Damnation to the Prince 
of Orange; which he modeſtly declining, and alledging that 
it was unfit for a Chriſtian, much more bor a Clergy-man, to 
drink Damnation to any : the Officer hurried him away to 
Newgate by his own Authority, and afcer lying there till the 
Term, his Habeas Corpus was allowed him, - Upon the Return 
made by the Goalour, the Court was ſo vexed at it, that they 
fined the Goalour for niaking ſuch a Return, but in earneſt be- 
cauſe he made any, for that was the contrivance they had to 
keep People in Goal : and after all he was ſtill kept a Priſoner 
notwithſtanding his Habeas Corpus, till moſt were bailed ; and 
then upon Bail of five thouſand pound he was permitted to go 
out : under which Bail he continued as all the reſt did, under 
the like ſums, till the general Deliverance. After his; no more 
Habeas Corpus's were allowed, Moſt of the Priſoners towards 
khe depth of Winter were indeed bailed, and continued fo 


from 
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from Term to Term, ti] the news of his preſent Majeſties ar- 
rival, and then all were confined anew, notwithſtanding their 
Bai], with ſome that had not been confined before. At the 


| hour when the laſt of King James's Forces were leaving Dyb- 


lin, they were ofdered to carry away four hundred Prifoners 
along with them 5 but the Officers were too much afraid of a 
Purſuit, and too buſie in.carrying off their own Baggage, to 
embarraſs themſelves with Priſoners ; and therefore for a little 
Gold diſmifſed them. 'How the Proteſtants of Drogheda, who 
were all made Priſoners, were uſed, whilſt the Town was 


ſurrounded, 1s not to be forgotten. They carried them tothe 


Mount where they expeCted the Canon would play, tyed them 
together and ſet them to receive the Shot, it the Town had 
been Attacked : but their Hearts failed them who were to De- 
fend it, and fo it pleaſed God to preſerve the poor Proteſtants, 
they being delivered, together with the Town, to his Majeſty, 
upon Summons and Articles. The Proteſtants of Cork, and 
other Towns, were yet worſe uſed; they were carried from 
their own Homes to ſome remote Caſtles, and there kept with- 
out Convemiencies: till many of them periſhed. There were 
ſome very barbarous Circumſtances in their Sufferings, which 
I muſt leave tothe Perſons themſelves to relate, having not yet 
had full Information. | 


6. During their Confinement, the Priſoners were kept very 
ſtritly, their Servants, Children, and Wives, were often de- 
barred from ſeeing them 3' or when admitted, not ſuffered to- 
ſpeak to them, but in preſence of the Soldiers. In Dublin, 
when they had filled the Goals, the Hoſpitals, the College, 
and other places of Confinement, they at laſt impriſoned the 
Citizens in Churches. They were crowded into ſtinking, naſty, 
unhealthy Rooms, ſometimes twenty, ſometimes forty in a- 
Room. Atthe College, and at a Houſe called White Friars, 
where there were many Priſoners, they put Barrels of Powder 
under them, threatning to blow them up if they ſhould be 
preſt, and not able to keep the Places. Collonel L#ttrell, Go- 


vernor of Dyblis, denyed indeed that this was done by his. 


Order 3. butyet when he was informed of it by Sir Johr: _ 
tnen 
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then a Priſoner -and Witneſs of it, he commended the Difcreti- 


on of the Officer that did it. This Confinement did not only: 
fall on Gentlemen, but alſo on the Clergy, nay on the meanelſt h 
Citizens. Whpever pleaſed, had a power to Commit Prote- 


ſtants; and if at any time they asked by what Authority they 
were committed, thoſe that committed them made no other 


anſwer than that they committed them, let them get out as they 


could, Some few Gentlemen were indeed commitred by C.-}. 
Nuzents Warrant, upon a kind of Afidavit made by one Leak, 
whom moſt of them had never ſeen : ſeveral of theſe, by ex- 
preſs Orders of the Lord Chief Juſtice, were ſent ro Newgate, 
and committed in the Common Goal, in thelame Room with 
Thieves and Common Rogues, though Gemlemen of the beſt 
Quality in the Kingdom: and ſo haſty was his Lordſhip in it, 
that he did it before he knew ſome of their names; which he 
was forced afterward to ſend for, and Jearn from themſclves. 
A Bill was prepared againſt them, and offered to the Grand 
Jury 3 but Leak was unwittingly clapt up, by one of them- 
{elves, for a former Robbery, at the time he {hould have given 
Evidence, and ſo the Gentlemen eſcaped bring trved. The 
Confinement was yet more ſevere and unealicin the Country 5 
the Gentlemen bling at ſuch diſtances from t'cir own Homes, 
that they could hardly be ſupplyed with Necellarics, 


7. It may be thought that theſe things were nnknown to King 
James, and theretore are not to be imputed to him : but it 1s 
certain, that-it he did not Contrive and and Order them, he 
yet conſented to them 3 netther did he ſeem to have the leaſt re- 
ſentment or pity for their Sutferingsz as appeared from his 


Carriage to the Biſhop of /ymerick, His Lordſhip, by his © 


Majeltices Command, on a particular Service waited often on 
tim; he took one of thoſe Opportunities that feemed moſt 


favourable, to lay before his Majelty the manifold hardſhips 


which -were put on the Clergy, and the Proteſtants in general, 
of his Dioceſs, He repreſented to him how they were firſt 


Robbed of all, and then laid in Goal; and that they had no 
way offended his Majeſty, or diſturbed his Government ; and . 


begged his favour in their behalf. His Majeſty heard him, but 


made: 
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made - him no avſwer inſtead thereof, he fell inta diſcourſe ; 
of another Afﬀair, with a-Papiſt that chanced: to*be by, and 
that with an Air more than ordinarily plesſant and uncon: 
cerned. -- Indeed” his Majeſty had- by one general Order and 
Proclamation, dated J»ly 26. 1689, confined all Proteſtants, 
without diſtinction. ot Ape or Sex,.to their Pariſhes and Cities, 
though their Occaſions were. ſuchi that he very well knew 
that this alone, without any more, - was a very great encroach- 
ment an their Liberty, and, a mighty inconyeniency to their 
Afﬀairs; eſpecially when it was continued without Reaſon 
or Limitation. No body knew when this would be relaxed ; 
and it was Executed with great ſtriftneſs, till his preſent 
Majeſties ſucceſs put an «nd to. it, and to the Power that 
impoſed 1t, 


8. But leaſt theſe hardſhips and reſtraints ſhould either be 
avoided by our flight, or known in Exgland, where. King 
James had a Party to cry up the mildneſs-of his Government, 
and face down the World that the Proteſtants lived eaſily and 
happily under him in Jrelard, a molt ſtri& Embargo was laid 
on all Ships, and effc{tual care taken to deſtroy all Correſpon- 
dence with our briends there: inſomuch that to avoid a Goal, 
great numbers of Gentlemen and other perſons were forced to 
make their eſcapes in ſmall Wherries and Fiſhing-Boats, which 
before theſe times durſt never venture out of the ſight of the 
Shoar : but it ſeemed more tolerable, toevery body that could 
compaſs it, to croſs the Iriſh Seas, ſo famous for their boi- 
ſteronſneſs and Shipwracks, in that hazardous manner, than to 
continue under a Government where they could call nothing 
their own 5 Where it was 1n the power of any that pleaſed, to 
deprive them of their Liberty 3 where they durſt not Travel 
three Miles for fear of incurring the ſeverelt penalties; where 
, they could not ſend a Letter to a Friend, though in the next 
Town, -and about the moſt neceſfary Occafions ; and ' where, 
tho never ſo cautious and innocent, they were ſure at laſt to 
be-fentto-a-Goat: —A-GovernmenTtmeTimsegcroached"on 
our Liberties, could 'not expe& we ſhould continue under it

cially from England : which if Blood end Treaſure, or aPoſfef- 
fion of five hundred years can give 2 right to a Country, is 
juſtly inticled ro the Government of Ireland.

But his 
behaviour wasfach, as ſhall appear in the ſequel of this diſcourle, 
that it left no room for them to expect or hope for any ſafety 
under his Government 3 of which fuch Proteſtants as had fol- 
lowed hun from Ezg/and were generally ſo ſenſible, that many 
of them repented tov late their having ſtuck to his. intereſt,

with K. J's Meaſtres, and condetnned them ; alledging that 
he had intirely given himſelf ap to the condut of che bigotted 
Iriſh Clergy, and of Tyrcounel who in earneſt was the only 
Miniſter he traſted, and would effe&uaily ruin him and the 
Kingdom: Whatever the Ambaſſador thought, it is certain he 
has diſconrs'd ig this manner, and the event has. anſwer d the

4. But to return to the Lord ThrconnePs dealing with the 

Proteſtants: When he fonnd'himfelf ſo'very weak, and ſomuch 
mM the power of the Proteſtants, that nothing but their own 
Principles of Loyalty ſecur'd -him againft them, he betook 
himſelf to his uſual Arts, that is, of falſhood, - of diſſimula- 
lation, and-of flattery ; which he pratis'd* with the deepeſt 
Oaths and Curſes 3 proteſting that he would be rid of the Go- 
vernment very willingly, ſo might be-with Honour z that it 
was eefre for him to ruin and _ the Rinedom, and: make it 
220t worth one groat, but impoſſible to preſerve it for his Maſter. 
Every body wondred to find ſo great a Truth come fo frank- 
ly out of the mouth of one they uſually ftiFd Lying Dick, Tak 
bot, and who had bin known, not without reaſon, mafy years 
by-that name. Some believed that in earneſt he intended to 

part with the Sword, and perhaps if it had bin demanded be- 
fore K. F. went into France, it had not bin denied'; There 
wanted not ſeveral to ſecond the ſame Truth to him; wah all

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month, which the Deputy ſeem:d to appfove; all that he an-' 
ſwered to their perſwaſtons tq ſarrender and fave the Kingdom 


was, that he could not doit with Honour, till it was demand- 
ed ; and ſometimes he ask'd them in Raillery, if they would. 
have him c«ſ# the Sword over the Caſile-Walls. What he deſired. 
the World ſhould at that time believe-concerninghis intentions, 
may be beſticollefted by the Letters he procur'd. 
Appendix, to be written and ſent into Ermgland. I have in 
N' 14- the Appendix given the-Copy of one written by 
his Command, and-perufed by him before it was 
ſent ; 1t was from a Proteſtant of good ſenſeandintereſt in the 
Kingdom, to another.in Loxdox : Several were written by' his 
order to the ſame purpoſe. Tis obſervable in'this Letter 1a 
the Appendix, x/?. That the Eord Deputy owns the Robberies 
then committed, but would have it-believ'd, that'the members 
of the Army were not the.Robbersz. which. ſafficiently ſhews 
the falſhood of the Allegation'whereby, the Papiſts. wauld ex- 
- cuſe themſelves, as if they had not begun to-Rob till the Pro- 
teſtant Aſlociations were ſet on foot;,, whereas thoſe were ſome 
while after this Letter, and occaſion'd by the Robberies men- 
tioned 1n it. fp: wy Rx 
' 243. He would have it believ'dithat.the Papiſts fear'd a Maf 
facre from the Proteſtants, as muchias the Proteſtants from the 
Paptſts, which had no ground:; The Arms, Forts, Magazins, 


&c. being in the Papiſts hands; - and a vaſt number: of Men }. 
every where enliſted 'by their new Officers 5: it is true, that the 


Prieſts did by order of their Grandees, endeavour toe-ſpread 
fuch a Rumour, to make their own people arm the faſter 5 
which 1f it were at fl credited by ſome few. of them, was 
look*d on: as ridiculous by all others . Pp 
3ly. He would have the people in Ezgland believe, that he 
and the Roman Catholicks were willing to-give up the Sword, 
and return to the Condition; in -which they were before the 
-death of King Charles the Second., ; This is plainly the main de- 
ſign of the Letters and ſome think he was (ſincere 1n it, till the 
coming over of Coll. Richard Hamiltox altered bis Meaſures s 
but that 15 not at all-probable , his aQtions all 'alopg ſignifying 
his'reſoJution to deſtroy the Kingdom rather than part with his 
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greatneſs. However he made a ſhift to perſiwade ſome Pro- 
teſtants that he meant it 5 their own earneſt Defires that it 
might be ſo, helping to impoſe on themz amongſt whom the 
Writer of this Letter happened to be one, but was not ſin- 
gular, many of good Senſe being deceived as well as he. Laſt- 
ly, it appears from the Letter, that the Roman Catholicks as 
well as the; Proteſtants. were of. opinion ,- that the Kingdom 
muſt be ruined, if not yielded up to the Prince of Orange : 
And if ſo, had not the. Proteſtants in the North reaſon to 
do that which'in the opinion of all could only fave the King- 
dom ?: The caſe then ſtood thus with them , if they. joined: 
with King James or fate ſtill , they. were certainly undone; 
if he periſhed 'they. muſt periſh with him 5 if he conquered, 
he would then be in a capacity to execute his deſtructive In- 
tentions. againſt them which he had entertained long be- 
fore: But if. they joyned with their Preſent Majeſties, they 
were ſtire of Safety and Protection as long as England is a- 
hle to Maſter Ireland, which in probability will be for e-. 
Ver. 

But whatever the Lord Tyrconnelt profeſt of his being de- 
firous to-give up the Sword, tis certain he meant nothing leſs, 
and: the generality of Proteſtants believed , that he only de- 
ſigned.to gain time and delude them, till he had gotten ſome- 
thing like an Army to Maſter them; and they had the more 
reaſon. to believe it, becauſe whilſt he profeſt the greateſt In- 
clinations to Peace .and Accommodation, he was moſt intent 
on providing for War ,- and. gave out about Five Hundred 
Commiſlions of one ſort or. other in a day 3 which yet he. 
did in ſuch a manner,. as-to make the leaſt Noiſe, not paſſin 
them in the regular forms, or entring them ia the uſual - 
ces, but antedating them, the more to delude and amule the. 
Proteſtants 3- which put the Muſter-Maſters Office out of Or- 
der ever after, moſt of theſe Commiſſions being . 
never entred in it: Nor was It ever able to far- Appendix: 
niſh a perfe&t Liſt of the very Field Officers, as Nd? 11. 
will appear from the Liſt it felf in the Appendivx. 

5. Theſe new made Officers were ſet on Foot, partly on the 


firſt noiſe of the Prince of Orange's deſcent, and partly in the 
beginning 


- 
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beginning of December, 1683, and were without Mony, E- 
ſtare, or any ether viſible means, to raiſe their Troops and 
Companies, and to ſubſift (fo they term'd maintaining) them 
for Three Months, from the Firſt of Jamary 3 a thing impoſ- 
fible , without allowing them to Steal and Plunder. It was 
this ſtruck ſo much terror into Proteſtants, and made them 
ſo jealous and apprehenſive of Danger, that they fled into 
Ergland in great numbers , eſpecially when they found that 
the New Raiſed Men, as they ſurmiſed, began to make ha- 
| vock of all things. It was this gave Credit to 
See Appendix. a Letter dated December the Third, 1688, ſent 
| to the Lord Mount Alexander, whether true or 
counterfeit I cannot determine, intimating a deſign to De- 
ſtroy the Proteſtants on Sw»day the Ninth of the ſame Month, 
which Letter was ſpread over the whole Kingdom. The 
People of Derry had beſide this, ſeveral Letters and Intima- 
tions of Miſchief deſigned againſt them, and agaia(t the Pro- 
. teſtants of Ir:la»d. And' though that direfted to the Lord 
Mount Alexander, may not ſeem of great weight, yet who. 
eyer conſiders the circumſtances of the Proteſtants of Ireland 
at that time, will acknowledge that it was not to be deſpiſed. 
In the Year 1641, the Seizing of Dubliz by the Lord Mac 


Grire, was prevented by as improbable a diſcovery as this Let- 


ter; while the Proteſtants in the reſt of the Kingdom were 
Maſlacred through the incredulity of ſome who could not be 
perſwaded to give car to ſuch intimations of the Deſign, as 
were brought before them. In England the Gun-powder Trea- 
ſon was revealed, and the deſtruQion.of the Three Kingdoms 
prevented by a Letter as inſignificant as that directed to the 
Lord Mount Alexander. About the very time intimated in 
the Letter for the Maſſacre, a new raifed Regiment belonging 
to the Earl of Artrim, appeared before the Town without the 
' King's Livery, without any Ofhcers of Note, or the leaſt warn- 
ing given by the Earl of their coming 3 laſtly, without any 
Arms befides Skeans, Clubs, and fach other Weapons as 
Kearnes and Tories uſed. | 
\ 6. The People of the Town were frightened ar the Sight, 
and cefaſed them entranee mto the City 3 this was the Firſt 
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rub or provocation the Lord Deputy met with 4 it was a meer 
accident, and proceeded from hjs own - Ignorance or Negli- 
gence, who had left that Garriſon, the only one of ' any con- 
fiderable ſtrength in ©/fer , where moſt- Proteſtants lived, 


without one Soldier to Guard it 3 and then ſent ſuch a pack 


of Rothans to. take Poſſeſſion of it, many of whoſe Captains 
and- Officers were 'well known to the Citizens, haviog lain 
long im their Jails for Thefts and Robberies. When there- 
fore ſuch a Body of Men came to demand entrance at the very 
time that they expected a Maſſacre, what could they imagin but 
that thefe Men'came to ;execute' it; and who could blame 
them for {kmeting their Gates? They were well affured that 
thefe were Merrfie for fach an Execution and that they were 
ready on command to do it 3 and perhaps would not ſtay for 
an Order. The Lord Deputy berhought himſelf too late of 
bis Ercor, bart conld never - retrieve it 3- thongh by means of 
the:Lord Mountjoy he did all in it that was poſſible, having - 
brought the City to accept of a-Pardon, and receive a Gat» 
riſon of Soldiers 5 but then it was fach a Garriſors as they 
were able to Maſter, and no more by the Articles were to be 

admitted irito it before the enfuing March. - | 
7. We onght to retnember the reaſon of Bnilding Londow- 
derry, and 'tis plain from its Charter granted by King James 
the Firſt, that it was Founded to be- a Shelter and Refuge for 
'Proteftants againſt the Infarce&ions and Maſſacres of the Na- 
tives, who were known always to deſign and be ready to exe- 
cute their malice on their Conquerors : To keep them there- 
fore in awe; and' ſechre the Plantation, was the Deſign of 
Building the City 3 it was upon' this condition, and by theſe 
Covenants the Proprietgrs of the City held their Eſtates; 'and 
the* Inhabitants had: been'falfe to the very defign and end of 
their, Foundatian, if they had' given np the City ,, with/the 
keepity of which they were inrruſted, into'the'Hands,of thoſe 
very men againſt whom by the Charter it was deſtgned to, 

be a Secirity and Bulwark. At this rate the Lord |

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The People therefore of Londonderry had good reaſon. to 
refuſe to deliver their City to the. Kearnes and Tories of U- 
fter , though inliſted under the Earl of Aztrim, by a Com- 
miſſion from a pretended Lord Deputy 3 theſe were excluded 
by their very Charter, and by the deſign of Building the 
Place from poſleſling it : much leſs had they. reaſon to deli- 
ver it to a parcel of men of whoſe Commiſſion they knew 
nothing, and whoſe Errand they had reaſon to believe was to 
cut their Throats. | | - 

8. 'Tis to be conſidered, that Londonderry was under a fur; 
ther provocation to. lay. hold on the firſt opportunity ta, Is 
themſclves Juſtice , and that was the wicked, and illegal, In- 
vaſion made on their Charter, Liberties Priviledges. and E- 
ſtates by a moſt unjuſt and oppreſiive Sentence givea -by.an 
unqualified Lord Chief Baron, on a 2zo Warranto, for which 
there was not the leaſt pretence.in, the; World, as. may ap- 
pear to any one that. will. be- at the pains, to. view. the Pro- 
ceedings in Court: By this Sentence grounded on a. fooliſh 
nicety obje&ted to the Plea, the whole Ergliſo Intereſt and 
Plantations in that County were ruined, and the whole De- 
ſigns of them deſtroyed and perverted; and therefore. it was 
Not to be wondered if. they took the ficlk opportunity. to 
ſave themſelves from imminent Deſtrudion.: They. concluded 
that a Government, who on a nicety could take away their 
Charter, their Priviledges, their Eſtates, and ſubvert the de- 
Hen of -Building their City, might as ealily and unavoidably 
find: another nicety to. take, away . what. remained, : together 
-with their Lives 5 and therefore, they cannot be much blam- 
ed; if they had been under no. other.

9. The ſhunting, up. of. Dezrg 2gaiolk, the Earl of Agtriors 
Regimert, was all that was dong by any Proteſtant jn. Jre- 
ded in oppolition to the Government, till King Temes de- 
ferted, England ; except whatpvas dane .at Ennickullin, where 
the Boppln ace poder thy Rr wie an6es ch thoſe of 
Derry, having about the lame time tetuſed to quarke 
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Companies ſent to them by the Lord Deputy. They were 
not ſo much as ſammoned by him, nor did they enter into 
any Ad of Hoſtility or Aſſociation, or offend any-till aſſault- 
ed, being content to ſtand on their Guard againſt ſuch as they 
knew to be Mortal Enemies to the Engliſh Intereſt 2 to ſubdyg 
whom, they were planted in that wild and faſt Country. But 
as ſoon as the News of King James's Ucicrting the Govern- 


ment came into Jrelazd, all Proteſtants look'd on themſelves 


as obliged to take care of their own Preſervation ; and find- 
1ng that continual Robberics and Plunderings were committed 
by ſuch as the Lord Deputy, againſt the Laws of the Kingdom 


and the Intereſt-of the Nation, had intruſted with Arms and 


Employments, and that_ no Care was taken by him to prevent 
thoſe Miſchiefs, (but on. the contrary-the Robbers were ſecret- 
ly cheriſhed and encouraged, ) the Gentlemen in the North 
to prevent their offn Ruin, and the Ruin of all the Prote- 
ſtants of Ireland', which they ſaw.unavoidable, entred into 
Ailociations to 'defend themſelves from theſe Robbers ; their 
Atlociations did really reach no farther than this, nor did they 
attempt any thing upon the Armed Robbers,. except in their 
own Defence, when invaded and afſlaulted by them : Inſfomuch 
that I could never hear of one a&t of Hoſtility committed , 
wherein they were noton the Defenſive. Their crime then if 
any, was only thisz they were not willing to ſuffer themſelves 
to be robb'd and plundered as their Neighbours were, with- 
out oppoſition, but diſarmed ſome df thoſe who under co- 
lour of being King Fames's Soldiers, deſtroyed the Country : 
This was all the reaſon the 'Lord Deputy and Council had to 
call them Rebels, and to charge them in their Proclamation 
dated March the 7th, 1688, with aFual Rebelljon, and with 
Killing and -Murdering ſeveral of his Majeſjies Subjects, and 
with Pillaging and. Plundering the Country 3 whereas it was 
notorious they never killed any whom they did not find atu- 


ally Robbingy. to kill whom, the Laws of the Kingdom not 


only. indemnified them , but likewiſe afligned them a Re- | 

ward ..and-for Plundeting ,; it.is no leſs notorious:that they 

elerved the whole Country : within! cheir Aſſociations from 

boi Pilaged ,. when all the reſt of Ireland was a : 
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And their great care of themſelves and their Country was: 
the Crime which truly provoked the Lord Deputy, and made 
him except from Pardon Twelve of the principal Eſtated 
Men in the North , when he ſent down Licutenant General 
Hamilton, with an Army which he tells us in the fame Procla- 


mation would inevitably occaſion the total ruin and deftrution of 


the North. 

10. And leſt there ſhonld be any Terms propoſed or ac- 
cepted by the People in the North, and ſo that Country eſ- 
cape being Plundered and Undone, he made all the haſte he 
could to involve the Kingdom in Blood : King James was e- 
very day expected from France, and landed at Kinſale, March 
the 12th, but no Perſwaſtons would prevail with the Lord 
Deputy to defer ſending-the Army to the North, till the King 
came, though he had good aſfarance given him by ſeveral 
who. knew their Minds and Tempers, that in all probability 
if King James himſelf appeared amongſt them and offered 
them Terms, they would have complyed with him , at leaſt 
fo far as to ſubmit quietly to his Government : But it was 
the Lord Deputy s defign to deſtroy the Proteſtants there as 
well as in the reſt of the Kingdom ; and therefore he haſted 


-to make the Parties irreconcilable, by engaging them in Blood, _ 


and by letting looſe the Army to Spoil and Plunder. The 
War therefore was- entirely imputable to him, and the 
Proteſtants were forced.into it, having no other choice than 
gither to be undone without offering to make any De- 
fence for themſelves, or elſe with their Arms in their 
Hands, to try what they could doin their own Preferva- 
txoN, | | ; | 

Iz. But it muſt be conſidered that Ireland is a Kingdom 
dependent on the Crown of .Exgland, and part of the Inhe- 
ritance thereof, and therefore muſt follow its fate , which it 
cannot decline without moſt, apparent ruin to the Engliſh In- 
tereſt in it. Now King James having abdicated the Govern- 
ment of England, and others being. aQually poſleſſed of the 
Throne, it was the buſineſs of the Proteſtants of Trelavd to 
prefcrve themſelves rather than' diſpute the Titles of Princesz 
they were ſure it was their Intereſt and their Duty to be 
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ſabje& to the Crown of Exgland , but whether King James 
was rightly intitled to that Crown, is not ſo-eaſily determi- 
nable by the common People: No wonder therefore they 
declared for King William and his Queen, whom they found 
actually in the Throne of Ezelarnd, and own'd as rightful 
PoſſeNlors by thoſe who had beſt reaſon to know, rather than 
for King James who indeed pretended to it, but with this 
diſadvantage among(t many others, that he was out of Poff:{- 
ſion; and he had not uſed the Power when he was in poſ- 
ſeſſion ſo well, that they ſhould be defirous to reſtore him to 
it, with the danger of their own ruin. | 

12. They conſidered further, that their defending them- 
ſelves and thoſe Places of which they were poſſeſt would in all 
probability very much contribute to ſave not only them- 
ſelves, but likewiſe the Three Kingdoms, and tHe Proteſtant 
Intereſt. in Exrope 3 to which it did certainly in ſome Mea-* 
fare contribute. King James and his Party believed it, and 
declared themſelves to this effe&; and ſome of them were 
very liberal of their Curſes on the Rebels in the North, as 
they called them, for this reaſon 3 had (ſaid they) the Re- 

| bels in the North joined with King James, he had ſach a 
Party in England and Scotland, which (together with the 
Succours he might then have ſent from Ireland , and the af(- 
fiſtance of the Frexch King,) would in all' probability have 
ſhaken the Government 'of Ezgland - before it had been 
ſettled 5 but the oppoſition of Enniskillin and Derry loſt the 
opportunity , that, will not eaflily be retrieved. How far 
this Conjecture of theirs was probable, I leave it to the Rea» 
der 3 what hashappened ſince, ſhews that it was not alto- 
gether groundleſs 3 it the Deſign had taken ,«th& condition 
of Europe, eſpecially of the Proteſtants, had been moſt de- 
plorable ; but it pleaſed! God to ſpoil all their Meaſures by 
the oppoſition made: by-a ſmall Town, Mann'd with People 
- before that time of no extraordinary Repntation *in the 
World, for Arms, Valour or Eſtates, and who perhaps had 
never before ſeen an Enemy in Arms: King James was plea- 
ſed to: call them a Rabble, but it muſt be remembred to

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Reſolution all his Experienced Generals. To a Man that ſe- 
rioufly refle&s on jt, the thing muſt almoſt ſeem miracu- 
lons, all Circuniſtances confered 3 the reſt of the King- 
dom, except Emniskillin, had yielded without a Blow ; moſt 
of the chief Officers, Gentlemen and Perſons of Note, Cou- 
rage or Intereſt in the North, had deſerted their new Taisd 
Tr2ops without Fighting 5 the Succours deligned for -them 
from England came at the very' time when the Town was 
ready to be inveſted, and the Officers that came with thoſe 
Succors, as well as their own. Officers, were. of opinion that 


the Place was not to be defended ; that they had neither” 


Proviſion nor Neceflaries to hold out a Siege : The Officers 
therefore privately took-a reſolution to return for England, 
ard carried along with them moſt of the Gentlemen and 
Leaders of the Town, without leaving any Governor or In- 
fiructions for the People what they were to do, and with- 
out offering to make any conditions for them 5 but neither 
_ this nor their extream want of Proviſion, to. which they were 
at laſt reduced, nor the con{ideration of their. Friends 
whom their Enemies treated barbaroutly in their ſight, could 
prevail with them to give up themſelves or their cauſe 3- but 
by patience and reſolution they wearied out their Enemies, 
and mſtead of letting them make approaches to their Walls, 
they enlarged. their Oat-works upon them, and made them 
confeſs after a Siege of Fifteen Weeks, that if the Walls 


of Derry had bcen made of Canvas, they could not. have. 


taken it. | | | 

The ſame may be ſaid of the People of Emnickillin, who 
lived in a wild Country, and untenable plaee, ſurrounded 
with Enenives gn .every fide, and removed from almoſt all 
potittiliry of Succour, being in the heart of Ireland; yet they 
choſe to run all Hazards and Extremities, rather than truſt 
their Faithleſs Enemies, . or contribute to the ruin of the Pro- 
reſtant Intereſt by yielding. After almgſt all their Gentry of 
Eſtates or Note had lett them, or refuſed to joyn heartily 
with them, they farmed themſelves into- Parties, and though 
in a manner without Arms, and Ammunition , yet by r 
Reſolation and Courage, they worſted ſeyeral Parties of he

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Enemy, and almoſt naked. recovered Arms and Ammunition 
out of their Hands, and fignalized themſelves 1n many En- 
gagements, by which they not only ſaved themſelves, but 
hkewiſe did conſiderable Service to the Proteſtants that were 
ander the Power of King James; for this Handful of Men, 
by their frequent Incutficns and carrying off Priſoners in e-

33. But to return: to the Lord Deputy's Proceedings in his* 
new Levies, in order, to gain time and delude the Prote-: 
*Ntants, he ſent for the Lord Mowntjoy out of the North, after 
he 'had compounded the buſineſs of Derry, and perſwaded' 
him to go with Chief Baron Rice to King Fames into:

him, by thoſe in whoſe power he was, and that he would 
think himſelf obliged to do it without his Conſent. 

14. Every body told the Lord Monntjoy,that this was aff ſham 
and trick, and that the deſign was only to amuſe thegProte- 
ſtints, and'get him, who was the likelieſt Man to head them, 
out of the way : But his Anſwer was, that his going into 
France conld have no influence on the Councils of Erglard, 
who were neither privy nor Parties to it; and if they had a 
mind to reduce the Kingdom, it was eaſy to dot without 'his- 
Afiiſtance z that he muſt either go on this Meſſage, now the 

| Deputy had put him. upon it, or enter into an aQual- War a- 
1 " gainſt him, and againſt ſach as adhered to King Jame's Intereſts 
| that he did not think it ſafe to do the latter, having no order 
or encouragement from Ezgland ; -but on the contrary all the 
Advice he received from thence, was to be quiet and not to 
meddles that he was obliged to King James, and neither Ho- 
- Nour, Conſcience, nor Gratitude woulg permit him in his pre- 
ſent Circumſtances to make a War on his own: Authority a-* 
gainſt him, whilſt there was any poſlibility of doing the bu- 
{ineſs without one. Upon theſe conſiderations, againſt the 
general Opinion of all the Proteſtants: in Ireland , he under- 
took the buſineſs, and went away from Dubli» about the 
Tenth of January, 1688, having firſt had theſe general Con- 
ceſſions made him in behalf of the Proteſtants: x. Th& no 
more Commiſſions ſhould be given out, or new Men raifed: 
2. That no more of the Army ſhould be ſent into the North 
3. That none ſhould be queſtioned for what was paſſed. And 
4- That no Private Houſe ſbould be: garriſon'd or diſturb'd 
l | with Soldiers 3 theſe he fent about with a Letter 
Appendix. which will be found in the Appendix. But he was 
| * no ſooner. gane, but the Lord Deputy, according 
to his. uſual Method of Falſhood , denyed theſe Conceſſions, 
| ſeemeg * 
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feemed mighty angry at the diſperſing the Letter, and refuſed 
to obſerve any of them. The firſt News we heard from 


France, was that the Lord Mountjoy was put into the Baſtile, 


which further exaſperated the Proteſtants againſt 'King James, 
and made them look on him as a Violater of Pablick Faith 
to his Sabjeas. As for the Lord Deputy, this clearly ruined 
his Credit (if ever he had any) amongſt them, and they 
could never after be brought to give the leaſt belief to. what he 
fid; on the contrary they look'd on it as a ſure ſignthat a thing 
was falſe if he earneſtly afticmed it. . | 

t5. But it was not yet in his power to maſtgr them he had 
not (afficiently Trained and Exerciſed his Mens but as ſon as. 
he found that nothing was to be feared from Erz/and before 
the End of Sammer, and that he was aſlured King James would 
be with him ſoon , he laid afide his Vizour, and feli upon 
diſfarming them: It Was no difficalt,matter to do. this, for in 
the very beginning of King James's Reign , the Proteſtant 
Militia had been diffolved, and though they had bought their 
own Arms, yet they were required to bring.them into the 
Stores, and they puncually- obeyed the Order : Such of the 
Proteſtant Army as remained in the Kingdom after their Ca- 
fhrering, were likewiſe without Arms, being as I ſhewed be- 
fore, both diſarmed and firipd .upon thear being turned our.. 
It was therefore a wonder that the Proteſtants had any Arms 
at all, eſpecially 'when it-is to be remembred, that during 
King James's. Reign, they durſt not be ſeen to buy or import 
them, being under the jealouſy and ſaſpicion.of the Govern-- 
ment : However ſome they had , enough to make the Papilts 
afraid, and to Beat them too, if they had had a little Afliſt- 
ance and- Encouragement of Authority to attempt it. The 
Lord Deputy -was therefpre reſolved to have their Arms, and 
in order to get them, he drew Nine or Ten Regiments to Dub- 
t;z, and a proportional Party to every place where the num- 
ber of Proteſtants was conſfiderablez. and- without the leaſt 
Notice or Declaration premiſed, on the 24th of February, 1688, 
he took away theirs Arms and Horſes throughout the whole 
Kingdom, except in the North where he durſt not yet attempt 


it, The method of doing it in D#bl;iz was this , be filled - | 
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the Streets and Lanes with Foot and Horſe ; and then ' for ſo 
much of the City as lies within the Walls, *he int the City 
Officers to ſignity to every Houle, that if they did not ſend 
in every Sword and Bayonet, as well as Fire-Arms in their 
polleition ingp tae Churches, (which were generally ſeized for 
this uſe and filled with Soltiers,) they ſhould be left to the 
Mercy and Diſcretion of the Solliers, both as to their Lives 
and Goods : This was perfe& Drayooning to the Proteſtants 5 
nor is it Eaſie to expreſs what a Conſternation it cauſed a- 
monegſt them 3 the preparation at firlt looked like a deſign 
to put in exectyion: (what they long teared,) a general Maſ- 
facre, and which had never been out of their Minds ſince 
the. Lord Mount Alexander's Letter was diſperſed. While 
they had their Arms in their Hands,4t gave them ſome Heart, 
reſolving to ſell their Lives dear 3 but when they ſaw theſe 
now taken from them, this ſapport failed, and they had no 
proſpect of Defence, but generally imagined that their Arms 
were taken away ir order to the more. eafie execution of 
the deſigned Maſſacre. They knew themſelves to be the on- 
ly Perſons qualified by Law. to keep or carry Arms; they 


knew -the malicious deſigns of the 1riſþ againſt them 3 they - 


conſidered how neceſſary their Arms were at this time, not 
only to preſerve their Goods, which were every day robb'd, 
and their Houſes. that were every. night broken open, but 
likewiſe to ſecure their Perſons, that were daily afſaulted 5 
and yet to avoid this terrible Dragooning, 'they were forced 
to. part with them, and immediately delivered - in near 3000 
Fire-Arms, belides Swards, Bayonets and Pikes in Dxbliz on- 
ly. At the ſame time ſome Hundreds of Horſes.were like- 
wiſe taken, without any other reaſon than that they belong'd 
to Proteſtants. - Without the Walls it- was: much worſe than 
in the City 3 the Inhabitants there were -not-ſo much as re- 
quired to bring in their Arms, . but generally. the.Soldiers came 
and ſearched for them, on pretence 'of which, Five or Six 
Parties after one another , without method or arder, rifled 
the Houſes : In many Places they pull'd up the Boaxds' of the 
Floors, brake down the Wainſcots , Stealing and Plundering 
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whatever they conld4ay their Hands on:, and ſometimes tor- 
turing the poor People to make them confeſs their Arms, 

16. The next day after this diforderly Dragooning; came 
ont a Proclamation dated Febrnary 25, 1688, ſignifying that 
this diſarming and taking away Horſes, was done by ord@ of 
the Government, throughout all Irelad , there being only a 
Verbal 'Order for it before, of which the Proteſtants knew 
nothing, and which the Proclamation contradicted ; for wear- 
mg Swords were excepted in it, whereas the Verbal Order 
is ſaid to have mentioned them, and they were delivered with 
great exacneſs before the Proclamation: came'out 3 for no. 
body conld hepe to conceal ther, it being known that every 
Gentleman had a wearing Sword, yet none were redelivered 
to them though demanded ; and a ſecond Proclamation pub- 
liſhed by King Fames himſelf, dated July 20, 1689, did ex-. 
preſsly forbid all Proteſtants to wear or keep any Swords, 
under the penalty :of being counted Rebels and Triators, and 
nſed as ſuch 3 and leſt forme ſhonld wear them and not be 
diſcovered, they beſet all' the Church Doors on- Sunday. 
Morning, February the 23d, 1689, whilſt the Proteſtants were 
at their Devotion, to- their great terror , being ignorant of 
the Deſign 3 and the Soldiers ſearched every one Whether he 
had a Sword or no. | | 

17. But to return -to the general diſarming, though the 
Proteſtangs loſt in it thejaforſes and Arms, the Kings Stores 
gained little by them 3 he Soldiers who receive] the 
Arms, imbezel'd all that were better than ordinary amonglt 
them, conveying them away privately, and converting them 
to their -own uſe. The Arms of the Citizens were generally 
fine, and- thg Gentlemens Swords were Silver, and the Sol- 
diers that got them-were wiſer than to return ſuch to the 
Stores. The Lord Deputy ſeemed angry that ſo few Arms 
were returned, imputed it to the Citizens as an effect of their 
Obſtinacy 5 and an Order was ready drawn for him to ſign, 
wherein it was declared, that Ml Proteſtants with whom any 
Arms were found, ſhould begiven up to the Mercy of the Sol- 
diers 3 ſo that there needed only ſome ill Fellows to come 


into: a Houſe and drop a Bayonet or Sword in a Corner, and 
pretend 
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pretend to find it there, for the Soldiers to have rifled whom 
thev pleaſed 3 beſides which, all Proteſtants were to be re- 
:i1rec. upon Oath to diſcover their Arms. This Order had 
been ſigned and put into Execution, if the Biſhop of Meath 
hadgnot come in ſeafonably to the Lord Deputy, and by 
diſcourſing him calmly, prevailed to have it laid aſide :: The 
Reaſons and Propoſals that he made uſe of to divert this 
inconveniency from the City, may be ſeen in 
See Appendix, the Appendix; by them he got leave to enquire 
N? 15. into the number of Arms taken away 3 and 
| found upon examination, that more had beeg 
taken from ene Pariſh, than had been returned into the Store 
from the whole City. The talk of putting the Citizens to 
their Oaths on this occaſion; did mightily alarm them 3 they 
knew not where it would end, if once the Government got 
into the Method of impoſing Oaths on them 3 and therefore 
the Biſhop took care to caution them againſt it, and they 


naanimouſly- determined to take no Oaths at all, whatever 


\. hardſhips they ſuffered 5 and it is certain, they might have 
'eaſed themſelves of many , if they would have engaged 
themſelves by Oaths; but the remedy was counted worſe 
than the Diſeaſe; and in many Places of the Kingdom they 
choſe to lye in Jail, rather than take ſome new invented 
Oath that was put to them without any Law to enjoyn it. 

18. The management of takigggpp Horſes was yet more 


diſorcerly 3 whoever pleaſed too m, and was not ſo much 


as obliged to tell his Name 3 the Proclamation mentioned 
only ſerviceable Horſes, but the Verbal Order that went be- 
fore, and on which they were taken, made no diſtin&ion 3 
fo all were taken that could be found : Atthe beſt, it was left 
to the diſcretion of a Dragoon, what he would count a Ser- 
viceable Horſe, and what he would do with them when he had 
taken them 3 ſo that of 10000 Horſes at leaſt that were taken 
from the Proteſtants at that time, the King received not 100, 
nor had he one Troop raiſed out of them, but whoever could 
get a Horſe, whether he were Officer or Soldier, from a Pro- 
teſtant, went away with it, and converted it. to his private 
uſe 3 of which the Lord Deputy complains'in a —_” 
1 dated

the late Ring James's Government, . 15 
dated March the rf, 1688 3 but this Proclamation thoffgh 
dated the 1/# of March, was not publiſhed till the 1 2th.; the 
reafon of the delay was this, the Proclamation ordered Horſes 
that were not fit for Service to be reſtored, and if it had 
come out according to the date thereof, many Proteſtants that - 
knew in whoſe Hands their Horſes were, would have claimed 
them : To defeat them therefore, ſome that had intereſt with 
the Deputy, got the Proclamation delayed till thoſe that took 
them might have time to convey them far enough from being 
found. ' And: this was their uſual Method, they firſt did the 
miſchief they intended to the Proteſtants, and then they 
publiſbed ſome antedated Proclamation , forbidding- it to be 
done 5 and ſometimes when a Proclamation came ouit, before 
they had gone through —_— they intended, they deny- 
ed to be concluded by it, alfedging it came ont ſarreptitiouſly 
as it happened in this very caſe of Searching'for Arms. 

19. Now -Arms are the Hedges that ſecure and preſerve 


.our Goods and Lives, eſpecially in a Conquered Country, 


ſach as [relard is 3 and it was bat reaſon that the Law did 
allow none but Proteſtants to have: them 3 though they ne- 
ver hindred any Man from arming himſelf fo far as was necef- 
fary for his own Defence : When therefore they ſaw the keep- 
ing of Arms was made penal to them in the higheſt degree, 
(King James's Proclamation haviig made it Treaſon andRe- 
bellion, as I ſhewed before,) and ſome would needs perſwade 
them it was really ſo, to which opinion the Lord Chief Juſtice 
inclined , when he gave charge to the Jury concerning one 


. Wolf, who was indicted for keeping ſome Arms, and fined 


for it as a Miſdemeanor, ) when I ſay, they ſaw that which 
the Law required them to do,.made fo highty criminal, | (for 
the Law requires every Freeman of Dxbliz- to keep Arms,) 
and thoſe Arms put 'into6 the Hands 'of Tories and Rufhans, 
Fho had already robb'd them of a.great part of their Sub- 
ſtance, had they not reaſon to believe that they were diſarm'd 
purpoſely, that they might be the more eaſily Robb'd. or Maſ- 


| facred ?. and that it wi as eafy for a Government, that in one 


day diſarmed them throngh the whole Kingdom, againſt Rea- 
ſon, Law and Juſtice, tofind a pretence at another time to take 
| Q.2 away 
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,awey their Lives? they could neither doubt their inclinations, 
nor queſtion their ability to-do it. - If one ſhould tye.a-Mans 
Hands, and turn him naked amongſt Wild Beaſts, all the World 
would believe he deſigned they ſhould devour him 3 and ſure 

. we had reaſon to ſuppoſe the ſame of our Governours 3 and 
they that treated us thus without provocation, and againſt the 
Laws, could-not expect that we ſhould be unwilling to change 
our Maſters if a fair opportunity offered. By the Law we 
have as much property in our Arms and Horſes that we buy 
with our Mony, and in a conquered Country ſuch as Irelaud 
is, where every Forty Years we conſtantly have had a Rebel- 
lion, they are as neceſſary for us as our Cloathes or Eſtates, 
which indeed can ſignify nothing without them. And the 
King might as juſtly pretend hy he had occaſion for them, 
and take them from us without Snfideration, as our Horſes 
and Arms ; the oppreſſion to us in our circumſtances was real- 
ly equal. | 

2C. It may perhaps be imagined by thoſe who are Strangers 
to our Affairs, that we had abuſed our Arms to oppreſs and 
wrong our Neighbours, or to oppoſe the King, and there- 
fore deſerv d to loſe them 3 but it 1s obſervable, that it doth 
not appear that any one Proteſtant in [rel/ard before this Diſ- 
arming, had uſed his Arms to injure any R. C. nor did they 
hurt any that was not' either actually robbing them of their 
Goods, or aſlaulting their Perſons, no_not in the North, where 
they refuſed to give up their Arms 3 they kept even there on 
the defenſive, and offended no Man but when firſt Afdaulted: 
So that there was not the leaſt reaſon or colour to diſarm ns, 
except that we might be Plundered and Robb'd, without be- 
ing able to make reſiſtance. Our crime for which we loſt our 
Arms, for which we were expoſed naked to our Enemies, and 
for which the beſt Gentlemen in the Kingdom were obliged to 
Falk without a Sword, was becauſe they ſuſpeted that we 
would not otherwiſe tamely part with our Goods, or ſuffer our 
ſelves to be abuſed and affronted in the Streets by every Ruf 
fian, whicH was the condition of the beſt amongſt us. . 

21, 'Tis true King James could not carry on a War for the 
advancement of Popery, without our Goods, and he could 


not 
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not be ſecure of -them whilſt we had Arms3 but T hope all 
the World is convinced , that it was not our Counſtls nor 
Adings that brought him td theſe Straits z nor was it to be 
expected that we ſhould be content to be undone, to repair 
the-errors and faulty of thoſe Wicked Counſellors, who put 
him on thoſe deſperate.-courſes' which loſt him his Crown. All 
vur crime is, then, that we could not be content to be undone 
with him and by him, and rather choſe to deſire Protection, 
Liberty and the reſtitution of our Priviledges -and Arms from 
their preſent Majeſtieg, than to be in the condition of the Vileſt 
of Slaves under King” James; a crime for which I am confident 
no Papiſt condemns us in his Conſcience, however he may rail 
at us and call us diſloyal.

The attempts made on the Perſonal E Ii, ates 0 f Proteſtants; 
before the Revolution. m England. 


1. ob Earl of Tyrconnel when made Deputy of Ireland,found , 
| the Richgs of the Kingdom in the Hands of Prote-- 
ſtants ; the Flocks, the Herds , the rich Houfhold-Stuff and 
Plate, Beneficial Leaſes, improved Rents, Trade and 'Mony 
were almoſt intirely theirs 3 whereas the Papiſts by their Idle- 
neſs, Ignorance, and numerous Begging Clergy, were ſo low 
m their Fortunes, that they were in no condition to raiſe or 
maintain ſuch an Army, -as was neceſlary to carry on his De- 
figns in this Kingdom 3 and he was ſure the Proteſtants that 
had the Riches, would not contribute to ſupport them : He 
therefore applied himfelf with all art and induſtry to impo- 
veriſh them. He did what he could, as I have already ſhewd, 
to deſtroy their Trade 3 he put all the hardſhips imaginable 
on Proteſtant Tenants, that they might not be able to pay 
their Rents, and he encouraged the 'Popiſh Tenants to oppoſe 
their Landlords: It was whiſpered amongſt them, that they 


need not pay their Rents, for the Lan1' nn alittle time _ 
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be their own 5 they were taught to anſwer when their Rents 
were demanded, that they had ſpent what they deſigned for 
their Landlords, te fit themtelves*or their Sons for the King's 
Service 3 and he was ſure to be repreſented as diſaffected, that 
did not fit down with this Anſwer. * If hy Landlord was ſo 
hardy as to Sue them, they either got themſelves inliſted in the ' 
Army, or got a particular Protection againſt Arreſts. If any 
diſtrained, they let their Cattle be taken to the Pound, and 
then by Night they either ſtole or forced them” from thence z 
and when they had thus ſecretly recgyered and conveyed 
them away, they brought Afions againſt the Landlord that 
diſtrained, as if he had imbezelled them 5 in which caſe they 
were ſure to meet with favour and countenance in the Courts, 
Sometimes they avoided paying Rents, by Swearing their Pro- 
teſtant Landlords into a Plot, or by afftixing Treaſfonable 
Words on them 3 infomuch that hardly aany Proteſtant durſt 
diſtrain, or even demand his Rent: And for Two Years be- 
- fore the Revolution in Erglard, very few received any profit 
out of their Eſtates. This ſtop of Receits for fo long time, 
obliged Gentlemen to live upon the main Stock, and for want 
of their growing Rents, which ſhould have anſwered their Ex- 
pences, they were as low as poſſible in ready Mony, when. 
the late, Troubles fell upon them 3 and "a made many of 
them on their Flight to E-gland, need ChMity for their 'Sub- 
fiſtence. I | | | 
. 2. This hardſhip 'was the more heavy upon them, by.the 
neceſſity they lay under of leaving their Farms and ſetled 
manner of Living in the Country , and of either repairing to 
Dublin, or removing into Exgland , where nothing could be 
uſeful to them but ready Mony 3 yet this was unavoidable, for 
there was no living for them amongſt a People - that made no 
Conſcience to pilfer or rob them of their Goods,or to lay Snares 
* for their Lives by falſe Oaths and ſaborned Evidence : Net- 
ther did their repairing to Cities and Towns proteQ them, 
bat the ſame Perſons: that drove them from their Country 
Houſes by .their Robberies and Oppreſlions, did 
Appendix, afterwards indi& and impriſon then for leaving 
N* 18. them, of which I have given an Example in the 
Appendix. 
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Appendix. Some indeed notwithſtanding all_ the hard ufage 
they met with , ventured to ſtay on their concerns in. the 
Country 3 but were at laſt burnt out of their Houſes, and for- 
ced to follow their Nighbours. A douſe within Four. Miles 
of Dubliz was Burnt, and ſeveral Women and Children Mur- 
thered in it at the very beginning of Modelling the Army. 
Thus Mr. Thoxras Corker's Houle in the County of Meath by 
Navan was Butnt, as ſuppoſed, by the Popiſh Pariſh Prieſt ; 


who after he had done this inju- 
ry to the Gentleman, gave out 
that Mr. Corker had burnt his 
own Houſe, to make the Roman 
Catholicks odious. Mr. Herry 
Gomxnes, a Miniſters Houſe in Cor- 
naught, was likewiſe Burnt, be- 
cauſe they couid not otherwiſe 
prevait with him ro leave the 
Country: And many others were 
ſerved in the ſame way, and their 
Families Murthered orelſe were 
put to a vaſt Charge to guard 
their Houſes againſt theſe Cut- 
throats and Robbers. Evenabout 
Dublin hardly any Gentleman's 
Houſe eſcaped without being 
Robbed, or at leaſt ſeveral times 
attempted 3 and if any were 


. ruin_ of ſome of his 


See the Firſt Proclamation by

Hereas a hate Proclamation iſ- 
ſued forth by the Lord Liett- 
tenant and Council of this Kingdom 
in December laſt for the Supprefling of

ers in theſe Words following, Where- 
as there have been of late many Bur- 
| and Robberies commircted in 
veral parts of this Kingdom , to the 
ajeſties good 
SubjeRs, and to: the great diſquiet of 
many others ; and. it 1s found by ex- 
perience , that his Majeſties Mercy 
that hath been heretofore extended to- 
ſome Perſons that have been attainted 
of ſuch Crimes , hath been an encou- 
ragement to others to commit the 
like, &c. Which Proclamation hath- 
not yet met With the full.cife&, &c. 


caught in the Fa@, they eaſily got a Pardon for it. 


3. Add to this in the Third Place, that though of a good 
white the Proteſtants got nothing out of their Eſtates, yet 
they were put to vaſt Charges to defend them 3 for the Pa- 

iſts having gotten Judges, Faries and Sheriffs of their own, 
Lencha in their Counterfeit Deeds and falſe Claims in great 
numbers, and either in forma Pauperum , er by the favour of 
the Courts, carried on their Suits with little Expences z, and 
when worſted in them, as ſqmetimes in ſpite of the moſt ma- 
nifeſt partiality, they were, there was nothing to be recovered 


of them 3 whereas the Proteſtants were forced to row againſt 
the 
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the Stream, and to ſtruggle with all the expenſive delays and 
tricks the Courts could. pat on them. It at any time they 
were found tardy in the leaſt circumſtance or form of Law, 
though no advantage uſed formerly to be made of ſuch Mi- 
ſtakes, yet they were ſure to pay ſeverely for itz every body 
who has been concerned in Law buſineſs, knows the difference 
of theſe caſes as to:expences 3 and the conſequence was, that 
Proteſtants were forced to part with a conſiderable ſhire of 
their ready Mony, to recover or defend their Eſtates, which 
' when in their Pofleſiion yielded them nothing. 
4. They mer*with the ſame meaſure from the Treaſury, as 
from their Tenants 3 where any Salary, Penſion or. Payment 
was due to any of them from the King , they either did nor 
get it atall, or if by importunity and intereſt they did get 
any thing, it was with ſach- Expences, Bribes to Cour- 
tiers, and Delays, that they loſt the beneſit,of it. But where 
any thing was due from them, it was exa&ed with all vhe ri- 
. gour imaginable, and the moſt ſtrit punctilio's obſerved to 


bring them under Fines and Forfeitures. The Chief Baron 


Rice could not contain himſelf on the Bench 3 but on occa- 
fion of a Proteſtant Lawyers preſſing ſomewhat importunate- 
ly for his Citent that he might have Juſtice , he anſwered he 
ſhould have Jaſtice , but as I ſaid before , that it ſhould be 
Surmmmnn Jus. Nay ſuch diſcouragement and diſcountenance 
was given to the Proteſtant Lawyers, that many of the moſt 
celebrated Counſellors forſook their Praftice and the King- 
dom ; and ſuch as ſtaid could hardly. come 1n for a ſhare .of 
the Fees expended by their former Proteſtant Clients 3 for it 
was enough to deſtroy a Cauſe, to have them appear .at the 
Bar for it. The conſequence of which was, that the Prote- 
ſtants were forced to employ their Enemies for Counſel, and 
give them their Mony too oftery-to betray their Cauſe 3 at 
leaſt they could not expect Lawyers that wiſhed (o1ll to it and 
them in their Heartsp would be earneſt to carry it for them. 

5. In Cities and Corporate Towns, the Townſmen were put 
to great Charges to deferid their Chartersz and when Judg- 
ment was given againſt them, they were put to another Charge 
to take them ont anew, and to purchale their Freedoms. It

Houſes were donble in number to the Soldiers, and yet eve- 
ry Houſe had one or Two Soldiers at the leaſt, fome Three 
ſome Four quartered on them, for which they paid Week- 


ly 3 and yet ſo unreaſonable were theſe Creatures, that: this. 


would not fatisfie them, but they would go up and down:the 
Country Stealing and Plundering Meat and Drink, and for- 
cing the poor Proteſtants to bring forth their whole Stock of 
Proviſions, of which they uſed to eat what they pleaſed, and 
then deſtroy the reft, that. the Damned Whigs, (that 1s, in 
their conſtant Diale&t, the Proteſtants, ) might” not: have the 
berefit of it : Tt was in vain to grumble or complain 3: inſtead 
of remedy they were ſure to have the injury redoubled up- 
on them. If-any ventured to proſecute a notorious Robbery 
committed by a Soldier, their Officers appeared in the Court 


for them, and openly threatned-the Jury if they found them 
Guitty. Thus Colonel Lyttrel, afterwards Governour of Dub-- 
lin, appeared at Killmainham,. and brought off his Soldiers. 


who were guilty of a Robbery; by threatning the Jury; and.

Men guilty 5, that the King's Souldiers muſt. not be diſcouraged. 
and muſt be allowed, when in. want, to take from thoſe that kad, 
meaning the Proteſtants 5 and by his Anthority he ſavedthem, 
being not only an Officer, but one of: the:Juftices- of: the: Sef- 
fions.

7. The Prieſts and Fryars wereno leſs oppreſfive. than the 
Soldiers ; they Multiplied-in Dbliz: to Fhree or Four Han- 
dred at the leaſt ;. they were well Fed and well Cloathed ; 
there were not more- Luſty Plump Fellows in the Town:than 
they, inſoruch that they. were remarkable for itz and rec- 
koning that they. conſumed 'but Twenty. Pound 'apiecei'one 
' with, anotheg, which was the leaft, they coſt. the Town Eight 
Ehouſand. Pound per Amr 3 which is near Four times more 
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than all the Proteſtant Clergy. in Town received ; they built 
about Fourteen Chappels and Convents in Dublix, and ſet up 
Two Nunneries, all which came to a great Sum ; and a great 
part of it came out of the Proteſtants Pockets, for they were 
ſuch experienced Beggars , that -none eſcaped them, and fo 
importunate that none durſt refuſe them 3 if any did, they 
muſt expect to be the next who were Robbed: They muſt 
be content to be Accuſed and Committed either on fbme ſe- 
cret Whiſper, or falſe Accuſation. The Infolency of the Friars

SECT. X. 


The Progreſs King James made in deſtroying the Perſonal 
BEftates of Proteſtants after the Revolution in England. 


I. 4-7 the caſe ſtood with the Proteſtants of Ireland, 

long before the Revolution happened in England ; 
Their Rents and Receipts were ſtopt , their Expences multi- 
plied, and many were driven from their Houſes and Farms 3 
their Trade decayed, and their Towns and Villages deſtroyed 
by Robberies and Free Quarters 3 but as ſoon as the new Le- 
vies upon pretence of reſiſting the Prince of Orange , Were 
made, the miſchief became much more univerſal and jintole- 
rable ; whereas before, only Inns and Publick Houſes, toge. 
ther with Brewers, Bakers, Butchers and Chandlers , were 
obliged to quarter Soldiers, this Burden was now extended 
to all Gentlemen of the beſt : os , if Proteſtants, none 
being exempted 3 this happened ſoon after the Lord Mount- 


jozs going to France, thongh the Lord Deputy , as I noted 
R 2 before, 
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_ before did poſlitively engage to him to: the contrary in his Ars 
ticles 3 theſe new Gueſts.committed all manner of rudeneſs and 


inſolencies in cheir Quarters, and drove away as many of the - 


Gentry and Citizens as could ſteal a Paſlage ; or. procure a 
Licenſe to be gone by-bribing the Secretary. Sir William Dom- 
vile a Gentlemen of about 8©o Years of Age., who had been 
Attorny General near Thirty Years, as -has been fai4 , had 
his Houſe filled with them 3 they treated the Old Gentleman 
ſo rudely and barbarouſly, that all-concluded it- ha{tened his 
Death. Some Roman Catholicks, that were not known to 
belang to the Arty , would come to the Houtes of Prote- 
ſtants, and agree with them for their beſt Rooms and fuitable 
Attendance, and when they were. to $0 away , and .ſhould 
have paid, . inftead of Many they would preſent- a Bullet, and 


then triumph in the trick they-;:had put on: their: Landlords. 
There are in Dubliz about Seven Thouſand Houſes, .and it - 


was very rare that King James had Four Thouſand of the Ar- 
my in Town, and yet they ordered it ſo, that every: Houſe 
had moreor leſs quartered upon it: Some Gentlemen had Ten, 
ſome Twenty, nay ſome Thirty quartered on them 3 if there 
was-no other Room they turned the Maſter or Miſtriſsof the. 
Family out of their own Beds, and ſent both them and their 
Lodgers to provide for themſelves 5; not only+ Soldiers. were 
thus quartered, but likewiſe all Gentlemen , Prieſts, Fryars 
and ſome Noblemen that came with King James from Fraxce, 
together. with their Servants and Retinue. All the Houſes in 


Town were taken up with ſuch Gneſts, who were often trea-. 
cherous Spies on their Hoſts, and reckoned themitlves very 


kind, if they did not procure them to be clapt up by a falſe 
Information. The Story of one Gentleman is remarkable, re- 
lated, to a good Family in Ergl/ard of his Name, as he pre- 
tended, which was Brows ; he lodged at one Mr. Brocks, from 
whom -he ſtole ſeveral things of value ,* and fold them: Mr. 
Byeck found .him out, but. he thought to have prevented the 
diſcovery by Swearing Treaſon againſt him, which he did be- 


fore Chief Juſtice Nugert ; but the Juſtice of the Peace who. 


taok\the Examinations of the Theft, having gotten. ſome of 
the. things into his .cuſtody , traced them ſo clearly to the

Thief,” that there was no denying-it. The Gentleman upon 
this, to prevent further Proſecution, was forced to certify un-- 
der his Hand that he was perjured in what he had Sworn be- 
fore the Lord Chief *Juſtice. How heavy theſe things fell on 
the: Citizens, may -be conjectured from this 3 the Rents of 
the City were conſiderable, and: many Gentlemens Eſtates 
conſiſted in them: But now they thought themſelves hap-- + 
Py , if their Tennants would ſtay in their Houſes, and keep 
them in Repair, though they paid no Rents at all. In the 
beſt inhabited Places of the Town, where Houſes about Two: 
Years before:yielded Sixty Pound apicce, they were well con-: 
tented if they got Ten Pound, or the Ground-Rent 3 but it* 
was a chance if they got ſo much. . 
2. Thus-Eſtates both in City - and. Country were rendred 
Fruitieſs to Proteſtants 5- but yet whilſt the Cattle and the - 
great ManufaGories and Staple- Commodities of the King- 
'dom were -n their Hands z whilſt they had the Wool, the - 
Hides, the Tallow and Butter, which bring in all the Mony-- 
that is in the Kingdom, all the former Arts would not have- 
nndone them, and therefore. ſome means miſt be uſed to get: 
their Stocks from: them'; it ſeemed not decent for the Go-. . 
vernmerit to Seize on them, as they Seized on'our Horſes and: 
Arms it was not thought - fit to give a pofitive Order for» 
 deing-its the truth is, there was no need of it; it was (af- 
ficient- to connive at the new raiſed Men, ito have it effe&ual- 
ly' done 3 .the Prieſts had made every Man that came toMaſs, 
tO get a Skean, and half Pike at leaſt, and they whiſpered to: 
the People, that it was not for nothing that.they were thus 
Armed. They aſſured them, that whatever Injury they did 
their Proteſtant Neighbours, would - be forgiven them, only 
they adviſed them not to ſhed Blood. : Sometimes they: went 
along to ſee it effequally done 3 and ſometimes they impoſed 
it as a Pennance on ſuch as came to them for Abſolution; to: + 
rob ſome of their Proteſtant Neighbours: This may ſeem im- 
probable, but we have had credible Iffformations of it,” and | 
it will not#ſeem ſo unlikely, if we 'confider. that -the (Prieſts 
often led them out -to thefe Plunders, -and ſtood by whilſt 


they committed them 3 that all- theſe Robbers are: Ms |

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by them, without reſtoring one Sheep 3 which could not be, 
if the Prieſts reckoned the taking and: keeping them a $in. 
And laſtly, that ſome of the greateſt of theſe Robberies were 
committed in Lent, when they do their Pennances, and-eat 
no Fleſh 5 and therefore they could not be tempted at that 
time to Steal and Kill in order to eat: For in ſome places. 
they killed whole Flocks and left them dead on the Place. 
Theſe Robberics began in November, 1688, and by the end of 
March next after, they left hardly one Proteſtant in Jre/ard 
a Cow or Sheep. Ireland has always been famous for its Pa- 
ſtures, and the Riches of it has always. conſiſted in Cattle, of 
which many Gentlemen had vaſt Stocks; for a Man to have 
Six, Eight, or Ten Thouſand Sheep was- very common; ſome 
had more, even to Twenty Thouſand: All theſe were gone 
in Three Months, to the value of at {leaſt a Million of 
Mony, which if rightly managed, would with the Cows and 
Bullocks, of which there were likewiſe great Herds,, have 
furniſhed an Army of an Hundred Thouſand- Men with Fleſh 
enough for Three Years. Thoſe who took them 'from the 
Proteſtants; deſtroyed-them without conſideration, they kil- 
led them by Fifties and Sixties, and threw them 4nto Bog: pits 
they took. off their Skins, and left their Carcaſes to rot, and 
-made all the havock of them imaginable. 

3- Nor awas the Government at all diſpleaſed at this, but 
on the contrary, did plainly encourage them 3 no Complaints 
wade againſt them were minded 3 none of them were puniſh- 
.ed or called to account for it 3 and there happened two or 
three -remarkable things that plainly diſcovered it to be their 
defign -that the Proteſtants-ſhould loſe all ; For Firſt, when 
theſe Robberies began, ſome Proteſtants got together, over- 
took the Robbers, reſcued the Prey from them, and killed 
{ome of them 3 this being done in two or three places, they 
were frightened and quiet for ſome time, but the Lord De- 
puty ſaw that if this were ſuffered, his deſign would not take, 
and therefore ordered our Arms to be Seized 3 this was the 
true motive of his taking away fo ſuddenly the rms of the 
Proteſtants. Theſe Arms he put into the Hands of thoſe very 
Robbers, whom the Proteſtants in the defence of their Cattle, 


had 
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had beaten and wounded, and whoſe Relations they had kil- 
Jed ; who now knowing that their Adverfaries could make 
no further Reſiſtence,.vowed Revenge, and perfte&ted: what 
they had begun, not leaving them a Beaſt, and forcing them 
to flee for their Lives 5 and then they plundered their Houſes 
as well as their Cattle ; and left them nothing that coul4 be 
found with them : Nay ſo far did. the Government Counte- 
nance them, that they had ſaffered thoſe Men, who had thus 
defended their Cattle, to be indifted, and Bills were found a- 
gainſt them, who had killed ſome of thoſe Robbers in the 
aQual fact of Robbing 3 to do which they are empowered, and 
ht to have been:rewarded by aparticular Statute of Ireland. 

_ 4. But Secondly, it appears that the Robbing of the Pro- 
teſtants- was deſigned by the Government , from the Confe{- 
fion of Chief Juſtice Nugezt, who boaſted of it as a piece of 
Policy, and own'd that they could not have done their work 
without it 3- and at the Aflizes at Cork, - pablickly called ſach 
Robbers neceſſary Evils ,, and from the beginning hg took care 
not to diſcourage them. The forementioned Proclamation 
February 2x, 1686, acknowledges that the Robberies were oc- 


cafioned by the careleſineſs and negled of the Civil Magiſtrate. 


And Thirdly, That it was a meer deſign to ruin the Prote- 
fants, is manifeſt.from this, that as ſoon as their Stocks were 
gone , and. thoſe who: took them began to rob their Papiſt 
Neighbours, the Goverment. put a ſtop to it, and iflued out 
a Commiſion to: hang them 3:: which accordingly was executed 
at Wicklow, and the Naas, and ſeveral other Places ; and that 
i might be effectually executed, they joined ſome Proteſtants in 
it, which mightas well have been done before; and there is 
no reaſon that it was not done, gþut becauſe it would have pre- 
xented thetuin of . the Proteſtants, as-well as it now preſerv'd 
the Papilts. It 1s. manifeſt what the Government deſigned; when 
by a few Robberies committed on. Papiſts,, it was alarm'd, and 
iſſued ont Commiſſons to hang the Robbersyet couldnot be pre- 
vailed with to take notice of the many; Thouſand Robberies 
committed -on- the: Proteftants.

'T. HE Proteſtants by 'the-Deputies taking away their Hor- 
LE ſes, and the Army their Cattle; were put out of a poſ- 
ſibility of Living in the Country , or of *making/ any thing-of 
their Farms by Plowing or Grazing, and had ſaved nothing but 
their Houſhold-Stuff and Mony 3 only ſome of them, when they 
ſaw the 1riſþ taking away their Cattle, ſlaughtered part of 
them, Barrelled them up , and ſent them to Dxblzr, and o- 
ther Towns; they preſerved likewiſe their Hides and Tallow 
of the Yegr 1688, not: having any: vent for 'them 3 and the 
Merchants upon the fame account were ſtored with ſuch Com- 
modities as uſed to be 'ſent Yearly into England or Foreign 
Parts; and many of theſe went out of the Kingdom for their 
own Safety, and left their Goods in the Hands of: their/Ser- 
vants or Friends. Their going away, thoongh'they had Li- 
cenſe for it, and thoſe Licenſes not expired, -was made a-pre- 
tence to Seize their Goodsz. and in March 1688, the: Officers 
of the Army throughout the Kingdom,” without: any:Lawior 
Legal Authority, by order from the Lord Deputy,-Seized all

AQ, which allowed them to keep Poſleſton till May 1699. 
which not being yet come, nor any Commiſſioners being yer 
appointed to execute the Ad, they mov'd for an InjunQtion to 
ne their Poſſeſſionsz but the Chancellor anſwer'd, That this 

id not concern Landlords, that {Et their Lands, but only ſuck 
as occupied Farms themſelyes 5 and that the Parliament: had 
granted that indulgence} to them, - only - that they might have 
time to diſpoſe of ghEir Stocks, which not being their Caſe 
who had Tenants, they muſt go to Common Law, and try 
their Titles; by this means moſt of. the old Poptih Proprietors 
got into their Eſtates. Nay, they not only outed the Land- 
lords of their Eſtates, but- even the Proteſtant Tenants of their 
Leaſes, made in conſideration of a - valuable reſeryd Rent, 
though this was poſitively - againſt. the intent of the ' Act, 
which confirm'd ſuch Leafes,- and only+gave the reſerved Rent 
to the reſtor'd Proprietor. .-2,: But they found a way to elude 
this by another Clauſe in theſame At, which orders the Man- 
fion Houſe and Demeaſanes of the Proprietor or his Aſſignee in 
1641. to be reſtor'd, and the Leaſes made of ſuch to be void.

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had neither forfeited them by the A& of Attainder, nor loſt 
them by the A& of Repeal ; it was left to the diſcretion of the 
Lieutenant of the County whom they would turn out 3 and 
they adted according to their Inclinations, and turn'd out almoſt 
every body 3 and 'twas with great difficulty and intereſt, that

that the 'Repealing the Acts of Settlement and Explanation was 
of ſuch miſchievous Conſequence to_ Proteſtants, and that the 
Proteſtants were wanting to themſelves and him in not givin 
him due Information. But theſe Perſons will find themſelves 
miſtaken in their ſurmiſes, if they confider. 

I. That King. James, when Duke of Terk; wits prefent at all

'to ſtop the Mouths of thoſe that they foreſaw would be 
apt to impute their Misfortunes to their ſullenneſs or negligence, 
that would not be at the pains of an Apglication to fave them- 
felves, and to demonſtrate to the WorldMhat the Deſtruction 
brought on them was not a thing of chance, but that it pro- 
ceeded from a formed and unalterable deſign of their Enemies 
to. deſtroy them, inſomuch that they never could have expeced' 
to enjoy one Foot of Eſtate or quiet hour m the Kingdom, if 
King James had continued his Government over them.

Proteſtant Sybje&s 3 there remained to 
them only their Lives,.and theſe,. as will appear.from this, Sefi- 
on, were; put in imminent danger by, hier z many were leſt, and 
the reſt eſcap'd. with the. greateſt .hazazd...'.When King James 
came into Jrelarg,. it was. certainly bis Intereſt to exerciſe his 
Clemency towards. his Proteſtant Subjects 3. and he knew it to 
be ſa; and therefore in his, Declaration-.which he.ſent-privately 
into England, he made. large Profeſſions of his, tenderneſs to-. 
wards them, and boaſted how much their-fefety had! bee his 
are; every body expected a Proclamation for a General Par- 
don and Indemntty ſhould. have been ſent before himz.and that 
<8, 9uIe have..put.an- effeEual (top. to' the illegal Proſecutions 
againſt their Lies, and to. the, Robberics of their, Fortunes, that 
every, where were going on at his coming. but - or the con- 
trary, he rather puſht on both 3, and not. content withohe 
ako aws 
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Laws that already were in force, which Partial Judges and Jus 
ries wreſted to deſtroy them, he made new ſnares for them by 
Ads of his pretended Parliament, ard by feveral private decla- 
rationsz whereby not only he, but his inferior Officers; © took 
on them to diſpoſe of the Lives of Proteſtants. | 

2. It'is not reaſohable to charge his Majeſty with the pri- 
vate Murther committed on Men in their Honfes, which were 
many up and down the Kingdom ſeveral even in the City 
of Dubliz. Only thus far inſome degeee he may be thought 
reſponſible for - them : he knew very well with what barbarousg 
Murthers the Papiſts of Ireland had been chargd m the Rebel- 
lioh of 1641; he knew what inveterate hatred they carried to- 
wards the Proteſtants, and how many Tories and Robbers con- 
fantly diſturbed the Peace of the Kingdom; and yet without 
any neceſlity at all,, he threw himſelf upon theſe People, he en- 
couraged them, he Armed them, he gave Commiſſions even to 
thoſe that had been Tories, and guilty of Murthers, and there- 
fore cannot altogether be excuſed from the Irregularities com- 
mitted by them ; eſpecially when there was no ſearch made af- 
ter, or Profecution of the Murthers 3*as it htppened*in' the caſe 
of Colonel Murry of Weſtmeath, Brother in law to my Lord 
Granard, an old Gentleman who had fervd King Charles" the 
firſt and ſecond, and ſuffered confiderably * for his Loyalty ; 
he was way-laid and ſhot dead as he rode to his own Houſe 
under King James's. ProteQtion, and with'fome marks as he ima. 
emnedof his Favour. Yet no enquiry was made after it. There 
were many ſuch private Marthers-butF do not think it neceſli- 
ry to inſiſt on them : I ſhall-confine my felf to fuch as are of 
a more publick Nature, which gave us juft reaſons to fear. that 
the Government had a deſig upon our Lives. '* 0 E9 -- 
© 3: Such were firſt encouraging WitnelRF ro Fivear us. into 
feigne®Plots atxd Conſpiraciesz of theſethere were many ſer yp 
in the” Kingdom ; almoſt every County &ad' one ſet vu;

"have before mentioned ;- and when the perjuries of the- Wit- 
Neſles came to be plainly diſcovered, they yet were encoura-

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ged and prote&ted from any Legal-proſecution. Of this nature 
a Conſpiracy was. framing againſt one Mr. Wiliam Spike, and 
ifit had taken effe& it would have reached to 4 great many 
more, 'Tane contrivance was thus; one Dennis Connor had a 
mind to a ſmall Employment which Mr Spike: held in the Ca- 
ſtle; he had* petitioned for it, but Spike, by the Intereſt of 
my Lord Powjs, tho a Proteſtant, kept his place, being found 
diligent in it. Coxnor reſolv'd to try another experiment to 
get him removed : he framed a Letter as from one in [ani 
killing, dire&ed to Spike, in which the writer thanks him for 
his Intelligence, and refers to a method agreed: on for ſeizing 
the Caſtle of Dxbliz on a certain Day. The Letter (to make 
the thing more credible) . abuſes King Famer in. very ill terms : 
Connor drops this Letter in the Caltle, where Spike came e- 
very Day, knowing that as ſoon as it was found, Spike would 
be ſeized, and then he might manage the Plot as he pleaſed; 


\ but his Contrivance was ſpoiled, for the Sentinel ſaw himdrop 


the Paper, and procured him immediately to be ſeized : he 
was examined. before the Chief Juſkice, and I think 'before 
King James alſo, why he wrote ſuch a wicked Letter :. he ſaid 


it was for the Kings ſervice to-remove Spike, whom he beliey- 


ed to be a Rogue,* 4nd& who-being a Proteſtant would be- 
tray the King. - Spike Proſecuted: him in the Kings-Bench z but 


after all that could be done, the. Jury brought Comor in not 


Guilty, pretending that it. did not appear that this was the 
very Letter. dropt by Conor, tho he had confeſt it before the 
King and the Lord Cheif Juſtice, and tho it was proved and 
owned to be his hand; an1 a rough draft of it found with him, 
and the Sentinel ſwore he dropt a Letter, which he delivered 
to the Officer 3 and the Officer (wore that was the Letter, deli- 
vered by the Szntinel- to him, tho he did not feeit dropt. 
About the ſame time a Fryer was brought up to Town, 
who pretended to be dumb and maimed; the Popiſh Clergy 
gave out that Duke Schomberg.had cut out his Tongue and 
thus maimed him, and declared that he would ſerve all. the 
Prieſts and Fryers after: the ſame manner, and' they made 
propoſals to revenge it.on the Proteſtant Clergy. King 


the 
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the deceit; which falling immediately: on Mr Spikes buli- 
neſs, made the King fay in great Anger, that. for ought he 
ſaw the Profeſtants were wronged, and miſrepreſented unto 
him, and that there. were ſome as great Rogues among the 
Roman Catholicks, as amongſt them. The. Fryers to acquit 
themſelves of the Cheat, got their Brother Fryer ſeverely laſht ; 
pretending that he was 'a' Spy and none of their Fraternity ; 


upon which he was carryed naked throngh the Town on a 


Cart in a Savage manner, to execution as was ſuppos'd, but 
was brought back and put into Priſon, from which after ſome- 
time. he was diſmiſſed and his Habit reſtor'd him. Many ſuch 
contrivances there were againſt the Lives of Proteſtants, and 
they could not look on themſelves as fafe while ſuch wicked 
Men were unpuniſhed ; the Courts alſo declaring that the 
Witnelles, though perjur'd, could not, be puniſht, b:caufe they 
Swore for the King. 

2 No Proteſtant was ſecure of his Life, becauſe the 
Courts wreſted-ſuch fats to Treaſon as were not declared fo 
by any Law. Thus Cheif Juſtice Nugert declared it was Trea- 
ſon for any Proteſtant to keep Arms, or wear a Sword after 
the King had forbidden it by- his Proclamation, and declared 
them Rebels that did ſo 3 ſeyeral Gentfemen in the Country 
had kept their Horſes and Arm'd'their-+Servants, to watch:them 
againſt the Robbers, commonly call'd- Rapparies that plundes 
red them; this was conſtrued a Levying War againſt the King 3 
and the pretended Parliament Attainted them of High Treaſon. 
In the County of Cork, one Mr Brown had appeard in a com- 
pany of Men-who endeavoured to make their eſcape from thoſe 
that came to plunder them of their Arms and Horſes 3 but 
miſliking the delign, went home to his own Houfe : He was 


bronght before Judg Daly for this at Limerick, who upon 


examination of the matter, diſmiſt him, judging bim ingocent 
of any crime that would bear an Indictment 3 but he was taken 
up again for the- ſame Fat at Cork', and Wrought before 
Judg Nugent, at the time when King Fames came firſt thi- 
ther: Judg Nugent ſeem'd at firſt to: be of the ſame opinion 
with Judg Daly 3 but, after he had diſcourſd. his Majeſty, he 
proceeded vigourouſly againſt the Gentleman, and Res 

him 
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. him. to be found guilty by a partial Jury. _ Every body lookt 


on this only as an occaſion ſought for -the King to ſhew his 
Clemency 3 Mrs. Brown the convicted Gentlemans Wife with 
five or fix Children, preſented him a - Petition begging her 
Husbands Life at his Feet, as the firſt A& of Grace on his 
coming into the Kingdom 3 but he rejected her Petitions and 
notwithſtanding ſbe reinforc't, it with all the Friends and in- 
tereſt ſhe could make, the Gentleman was hanged, drawnand 
quartered. This awakened all the Proteſtants in Ireland 3 it 
made them remember the bloody -Executions in the Weſt of 
England on the account of Monmonth's Rebellion, and how 
ſmall a* matter ſerv'd to take away Mens Lives there ; they 
ſuſpe&ed that Judg Nugent would a@ the ſame part in Irelazd, 
that .Chief Juſtice Jeffreys had done in Ezg/and; and they 
knew thar if the, King did not ititerpoſe, neither Juryes nor 
Witneſſes would be wanting to deſtroy. them; in ſhort they 
became very ſenſible that their Lives were in imminent danger, 
when they ſaw a Gentſeman of ſome Eſtate and Credit* in his 


. Country, hang'd for being but in the Company for a little 


time ( without acting any thing ). of ſome others who endea- 
voured to make their e cape rom a Crew.of Robbers. that 
withont, Order or Commiſſion came to Phander them; of their 
Horſes and Arms 3 they had the. more reaſon tobe Apprehen- 
five of their Lives, when they found. that no Advantage was 
jet ſlip againſt them, nor any. Articles or Promiſes, howeyer 
ſolemnly made to them for their ſafety, and indemnity, were 
regarded -- of which there were many . Examples. 

- 3. At the time of the difarming, February 24. the Town of 
Bandon near Cork, being frightned and furpriz'd with ſuch an 
unjuſt and ſudden thing, and not knowing where it would end, 
ſhut up their Gates,and turn'd out fome Dragoons who wereap- 
pointed to diſarm them, General Mac Carty went to reduce them, 
and they believing him to be a Man of Honour, yielded 
him upon Articles, for which they paid him 1000. ſter. by the 


"Articles they were to be indemnified for what was paſt, and 


a Pardon to be granted them. . Notwithſtanding which Articles 

the Grand Jury "at,Cork, by diretion of Chief, Juſtice Nugezt, 

found *Bills againſt thery, reſolving to ſerye them as he had m— 
, ws « F , . ve 
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ved Mr. Browne : and it was ſuppos'd that he'was encouraged to 
do it by King Famres himſelf, The time allowed him for the Af- 
ſizes world not permit him to try them then 3 and for this rea- 
ſon and onthe Importunity and Menaces of General Mac Carty 
who being on the place thought himſelf obliged to make 
good his Articles, he put off their Tryal till the next Afiizes. 


Theſe Bills lay over their Heads, no pardon was granted them, 


and ſome of them were condemned in the A& of Attainder. 
The Earl of Jnchiquiz and Captain Henry Boyle had put 
themſelves under General Mac Carty's ProteQion, and he enga- 
ed to ſecure them and their Houſes, but he did not perfgrm his 
romiſe; for Caftle-wartyr, belonging to Captain Henry Boyle, 
with all the Improvements and Furniture, to the value of ſome 
Thoufands of Pounds, were deftroyed and plundered by his 
Soldiers, afliſted with the Rabble, and he with the Earl were 
glad to provide for their ſafety by leaving-all and flying into 
England. "In Cormaught fore Proteſtants got into "Headford 
* Caſtle, belonging to Sir Oliver $7. George, to avoid the violence 
of the Rabble : They were beſieged by the Lord Galway, and 
furrendred on Articles of Pardon and Safety. But at thenext 
Afizes a Bill was prepared againft them, and preſented the 
Grand Jury at -GoSway': the Jury, tho Papiſts, confidered, as 
they faid, that it might be their &wn Caſe another day, and 
ſome tickled fo earneftly againſt the Bill, that there were-not 


enough 'to find it.' However 'no body knew whether every 


Fry would be of that hamour ; and no care was taken to 
diſcountenance fuch Proceedings. Sir Thomas Southweb, with 
ſome Gentlemen of Myurſter, were unwilling to part with their 
Horſes -and Arms, many of them having been robbed and plun- 
der*d of their Stocks before, and juſtly ſuſpefting that as. ſoon as 
their Arms were gone, neither their Lives, nor the remainder of 
theirSubſtance could be ſafe. They got together therefore with 
Qheir Servants, 'to the number of near Two hundred, and re- 
folved to march to* 9ligee to joyn the Lord Kingſton, fortheir 
© - common defence, but wete met'in the way by a 
Sethe £477"  finall Pity of Kihg Famer bis-Drayoons, to whom 
.&es inthe dp- it Op rue, war ford 27 
Fndiz. a. ic, they Tarrendred themelves'on Articles of Safety and. 
Liberty. Notwithſtanding which they were fobb'd 
and 
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and made . Priſonees-3 and tho many of them. had plentiful E- 
ſtates, yet theſe were ſeized by King James Commiſhoners, and 
ve their Lives, except the chari- 
table Contributions of their fellow Proteſtants from ſeveral parts 
of the Kingdom: They were brought to Tryal before Judge 
Martin, who. perlwaded them to. plead guilty, aſſuring them 
of the Kings Mercy, who was juſt thea landed. They were 
over perſwaded by him, tho they had not been guilty of any 
overt Aq that could be conſtrued Treaſon, or proved againſt 
them, as their Lawyers informed them. The Judge as foon as he 
had prevajled-with them to confels themſelves guilty, paſt Sentence 
of Death'on them 3 and with much ado, and a Sum of Money, they 
procured a Reprieve which they were forced to renew from time 
to time. They continued under the Sentence of death.in cloſe Im- 
priſonment, being removed from Jail to Jail, till the general Deli- 
verance by his Majeſty's Victory : all which time they were not on- 
ly in a ſtarving condition, but likewiſe had once a Summons ſene 
them, either 1n jeſt or earneſt, to-prepare for Execution, by 
the Earl of Clanrickard ; who came to: Gel/way about the be- 
ginning of November 1689. and. ſent them word that they muſt 
prepare-for dea:h on the: (ixth of the fame Month ; for it was 
his Majeſty's pleaſure-that they. ſhould then be executed : and 
accordingly the Sheriff appear'd with all neceflary Preparation 
for - their Execution ea.the day- appointed. There was indeed 
np ſach Order 3 but his Lordſhip - being a new Conyert, 
thought it alowable-to put this Jelt. on herb, ' as a Teſtimony 
of his Zeal againſt Hereticks : and.there was no other reaſon 
but this giveg.why he put ſo many. Gentlemen. into that terri- 
ble fright. all Proteſtants who heard it were very ubpleaſed, 
that the Lives of ſo many:of them ſhould 'be-chought a proper 
Subjet-for' a Jeſt, and no notice taken of thoſe whe made it ; 
and conſidering the Solemnity and Circumſtan ces with! which 
he carried on this Jeſt, the very Roman Catholicks judged it 
unſeafonable. . «$4 1 L ; 
'-.4 The Proteſtants had reaſon to fear their Lives, when. they 
faw:that they were in the Hands of; ſuch, as not -only broke all 


- Articles and Conditions with them, but likewiſe. violated the 


Kings ProteQtions granted to -poor innocent People that had 
* Z 2 : ao 
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no ways offended him. This was the caſe of many inthe County of 


Down, tho they had ProteCtions granted them, and lived quietly 5 
yet not only their Goods were taken from them, but likewiſeaheir 


Wives and Daughters were raviſhed by the Soldiers. They were. 


moſt ſenſible and imparient of this Injury, and yet proceeded no 
further than to complain of it to the chief Officers, and to de- 
mand redreſs from them. The Anſwer they had was, That 
theſe Robbers and Raviſhers had no Authority from the King 
for what they did 3 and therefore they adviſed the Complain- 


ants to fall on them and oppoſe them if they made any fur-. 


ther attempts on the Country. The poor People were fatihied 
with the anſwer, and refolv'd to do as they were diredted ; 
and accordingly fell upon the next Party of .Soldiers they 
found plundering and committing Outrages on the Country 
People, and they killed ſome of them. This inſtead bf be- 
ing approved, as they were made to believe it would be, was 
counted a Rebellion :.and' immediately Major Gen: Bohan was 
fent among them with a Party, who maſſacred about Five or fix 
hundred of them in cold Blood for ſeveral days togettier, 
Many of thoſe who weze killed were poor, old, impotent 
Peoplez many were killed at their Work, and while they were 
bufie about their own. Afﬀairs and ſuſpe&ed no ſuch matter. 
King James was ſo far from reſenting the barbarous uſage -of 
theſe poor People,that he raild-on this occafion againſt Proteſtants 
in genera}, repreſenting them. as falſe and perfidious 3 for, ſaid 
he, wany were hiled with my Proteitions in their Pockets 3 not 
conſidering the Reflefion was on his own Paxty, againſt whom 
his Proteq1on, as appear'd by his own-Confefion, 'was no Secu- 
rity. And when Men were thus (laughtered with his Appro- 
bation, notwithſtanding his ProteQions 1n -their Pockets, it was 
but reaſonable for ſuch as ſurvived to think of ſome other 
way of protedting their Lives. If he had defign'd m earneſt to 
have ſecured his Subjes Lives, of to prevent their deſtruction, 
he would have made Examples of thoſe who rebbd'or killd 
fuch as had been at the Charges of taking out-Four or Five Pro- 
teftions, 'and yet were never the-ſafer or ſecurer of their For- 


tunes or Lives. 
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The violation:of-ProteQtions -in'the County of - Derry and 
Donnegall was yet more-barbarous,. and fati all Proteſtants, 
that they ought not to expe WTI of their Lives, whilſt 
under the power of ſuch Men. noiſe of the Siege of Derry 
. has filld the World, and ſuch an Account is given of it as ſu- 
perſedes my -anliſting on it., The City 1s neither well ſcituated, 
nor well - fortified 3 1t has-no Mote about it, nor Counterſcarp, 
and the Baſtions are ſo ſma]l, that they are not capable of ſo 
many- men as are requiſite to defend-the Curtains againſt a vi- 
gorous Attack, and (ſo ill placed that their Guns do hardly clear 
it. Yet the whole ſtrength of King James's Army, afliſted with 
his Frexch Engineers, could never-come ſonear it as todiſmount 
one Cannon on the Walls, or make a Breach in them : this 
proceeded from the Cowardize of the Beſiegers; who, accord- 
ing to the nature of Cowards, ſtuck at no Cruelty to gain their 
purpoſe. They conſidered that the belieged had. many Rela- 
tions in the neighbouring Country, and that they had a general 
kindneſs-for all the Inhabitants thereabour, being, if not their Re- 
lationsand Acquaintance, at leaſt their Countrymen, and Prote- 
ſtants. The Beliegers therefore hop'd totake advantage ofthis teny 
derneſs and good Nature of the befieged to reduce the Town 3 
and in order to it made uſe of this 'Stratagem, which I think 
was of their own Invention 5 for I do not remember to' have 
met anything like it in Hiſtory 3 nor dol believe it was ever 
practisd by any Nation, unleſs the French have uſed' it in their 
late Wars.. Thus it was 3 General Roſe: iſſued out 
Orders to bring together all the Proteſtants, Men, 27s Pete 
Women and Children, protected, and not prote&ed, : 
and to ſet them before the Walls, there to receive the ſhot 
of the Befieged, - whilſt the Beſfiegfrs made theic Approaches 
under their Covert, and. in the mean! time to ſtarve and famiſh 
them, if their Friends in the Town would nor, -out of compaſ- 
fion to them, yield. up themſelves and City into the .Hands of 
theſe Murtherers. The Dragoons and Soldiers executed. this 
Order with.the-utmoſt rigour ; they firſt ſtript, and then drove 
the whole Country for. Thiery Miles. about: before 'them , not 
ſparing Nurſts with their fucking Children, Women big with 
Child, nor old decrepit Creatures ; ſome Women in —_—

ſome that were jaſt brought to Bed, weredriven amongſt the 
reſt ; the very Papiſt Officers that 'executed' the thing,  confeſt 
that it was the' moſt diſmal fight - they had evex ſeen, and that 
the cries of. the peor People ſeem'd to be fill in their Ears: 
They owned that they gathered above goco. others ſay 7000.and 
that they kept many of them without Meat or Drink for a-whole 
Week; that ſeveral handreds dyed in the Place before they were 
diſmiſt, and many more on the way as they went heme again to 
their Houſes; nor were they better when they came 'there, for

being ftartled (and _— that it did not-anſwer their defi 
. to keep them ſtill under the Walls) did at laſt comply, after 
they had kept them there three days without Meat: this was 
the ſecurity Men had of their Lives by King Famers ProteQi- 
ons; the news of this Order came'to Dublin "before it was 
_executeU, and the Biſhop of Meath went immediately to King 
James to fee if he could prevail with” him to prevent fach a 
barbarous proceeding : His Majeſty very calmly told the Biſhop, 
That be bad heard of it , and'that be” had- ſent Orders to 
SFop it ; that General Roſtn-was a Forreigner, and usd to ſuch 
Proceedings as were range to'ns, though common in other places ;

Properties, and rather augment than diminiſh the Priviledges and 
Immunities granted to them by his Predeceſſors. In the Houſe 
they placed a Popiſh Garriſon, turn'd the Chappel into a 
Magazin, and many. of the Chambers into. Priſons for Pro- 
teſtantsz the Garriſon deſtroy'd the Doors, Wainſcots, Cloſets 
and Floors, and damnified it in the Building and Furniture of 
private Rooms, to at leaſt the value of 2000. One Do- 
Gor Moore, a Popiſh Prieſt, was nominated Provoſt 3 one 
Macarty Library Keeper, and the whole deſigned for them 
and others of their Fraternity. 

4. It is obſervable, that there was not the leaſt Colour or 


. Pretence of Law for this violence, nor could they give the 


leaſt Reaſon in Law or Equity for their proceeding, except 
the neceſiity of. deſtroying of the Proteſtant Seminaries of 
Learning, in order to rr. Fe their Religion : This made 
them ſo eager againſt the Collegians, that they were not 
content to turn them, without Proceſs or Colour of Lay, 
out of their Free-holds, but they ſent a Guard after them to 
fieze and apprehend their Perſons; and it coſt the Biſhop. of 
Meath, their Vice-Chancellor, all his Cunning and Intereſt, 
with the Governour Luttere/, to prevent their Impriſonmenr. 
With much ado he was prevailed on to let them enjoy their 
Liberties 3 but with this Condition, that on pain of Death 
no Three of them ſhould meet together. So follicitous 
were they to prevent the Education of Proteſtants under 
Perſons of the fame Profeſſion, and that there might be none 
to ſucceed the preſent Clergy. 

' 5. With the ſame defign they hindred the ſucceſſion, bf 
Biſhops and inferiour Clergy-men, into the room of thoſe 
that dyed or were removed 3 the Support of Religion (as

195 - 
tling of able and: fit Perſons in Vacancies; -and it ſo hap- 
pened, that partly by the . uncertainty. of . Eſtates, partly by 
frequent Forfeitures to..vfe King, partly. by the graſping of 
the Prerogative:and .other Accidents, - moſt of the -confide- 
rable Preferments and Benefices of the Church were 1a the 
diſpoſal of the Crown; there are very - few Livings in Ire- 
land in the Preſentation of Lay Patrons, but they either 
belong to the King, or the Biſhops. - The Biſhopricks are 
all in the King; and all the Livings in the Biſhops Patro- 
nage, are in the Vacancy of the Biſhoprick, likewiſe the 
Kings. This is a great Truſt, and the. King is bound. to 
diſpoſe of it for the good of the Church : But. King James 
plainly deſign'd, by the means of his Truſt, to deſtroy. the 
Church that had intruſted him : for inſtead of giving . the 
Preferments, as they fell, to good and able men, who might 

preſerve and maintain the Intereſt of their Religion, he 
ſeizd them into *his own hand, had - the Profits of. them 
returned into the Exchequer , and let the Cures lye neg- 
leted. The Archbiſhoprick of ' Caſhe/, the Biſhopricks of 
Clogher, of Elphin, and of Clonfert, were thus ſeiz'd, with 
many Inferiour Livings, and the Money received out of 
them diſposd. to the maintenance of Popiſh+ Biſhops and 
Prieſts, dire&Fly againſt the Laws and Conſtitution ' of the

6. At this rate in a few years all the Preferments and Li-

This was a Prece- 
dent, and the ſame was praQtis'd in all other Caſes : all the Ab- 
ſentees Cures were in the ſame Condition, and though they 
yielded plentifully ro King Fares, yet the Curates had no 
other mainteriance, than the voluntary Contributions of the 
poor plander'd Proteſtant Pariſhioners, who were forced to 
pay their Tythes either to King James's Commiſlioners, ' or 
to Popiſh Prieſts, who had Grants of them., | 

' 7. This was an effeftual, though a ſlow way, of putting 


an end to the Miniſtry; at leaſt to deprive them of all

7. Only to coleur the matter little, and 1eſt- this ſhould 
make too great a noiſe in Exg/aud and Scotland, where Kin 
Fames at this time had yery encouraging hopes, he cd 
out a Proclamation, December '13. 1689. in which he ac- 
knowledges, that the ſeizing of Churches was a violation 
of the AQ for Liberty of Conſcience, yet doth not order 
any reſtitution, only tofbids them to ſeize afty more. They” 
had in many places notice of this Proclamation before it came 


out,, and. therefore*were more diligent to-get-into the re- 
 maintng Churches ;*for they look'c on the Proclamation as a 


confirmation of their Poſleffions which they had before: the 
poblitung of it; and in ſome places the Popiſh Officers 


kept it from being publiſhed till they had done their Work ; 


the Proteſtants not. being allowed to go out of their Pa-

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clamations of his Majeſty in favour of ' his Proteſtant Subjea® 
it was not; /publiſhed til! the- inconveniency it pretended to 
prevent was brought -upon.thetn, and the miſchief aQually 
executed ; and''it made their Enemies more haſty and diligent 
to do it, than otherwiſe they would have been,” left they 
ſhould flip the time; and loſe the opportunity. 

8, But after all, - font were too late, -and the Proteſtants 
of fight of the Proclamation before'their Churches were ſeiz'd; 
ut here the Prieſts put off their Vizors, and aQted bare-faced ; 

they told the People, the King had nothing to do with them 
or their Churches ; that tHfey were immediately under t 
Pope, and that they would neither EE nor his Proclama- 
tions-or Laws made to the damage of Holy Church. ' 

9. The Proteſtants had a mind to make an Experiment how 

far this would go, and whether the Prieſts or King would get 


the better ; in order therefore to make the Tryal, they choſe. 


out ſome Inſtances, -1n/ which the violence and injuſtice of 
-turning them out of their Churches were moſt undenyable, 


and laid their Caſe before His Majeſty and his Council by their 


Petitions 3 and "that the Petitions might not be laid aſide or 
loſt, as was the common Cuſtom to deal with Petitions and 
Afﬀidavits, to which they were aſhamed to return a flat de- 
nial, they engaged ſome of the Privy Cotincil to'eſpouſe their 


Cauſe'; and had the luck to gain ſeveral of the Popiſh Nobi-. 


lity to favour their Suits, eſpecially.of ſuch as had Eftates in 
England, and knew King Jomess true Intereſt and their own. 
10. The Petitions of Waterford and Wexford were the moſt 
favourably received, and in ſpice of all the oppoſitioa that 
the Attorny General Nagle, ar the Sollicitor General, one 
Butler, who concern'd himſelf with ſingular impudence a-

the Church : but he now found how precariouſly he reign'd 
in Ire/end (notwithſtanding their mighty profeſſions of Loy- 
alty and abfolute- SubjeAion upon all occaſions, and more par- 
ticularly in their A of Recognition) for the Mayors and Of- 
ficers refuſed to obey his Order. | 


11. Upon which he was importuned by the Proteſtants - 
with new Complaints ; but beingaſhamed to own his want 


of power to make good his former ' Order, he referrd the 
Waterford Petition to the then Governour of that place, the 
Earl of Tyrone, who reported that the-Church* of Waterford 
was a Place of ftrength, and conſequently not fit to bg, truſt- 
ed into the Hands ,of Proteſtants z and fo all they obtain'd 
by their Petition, Attendance and Charges, was to have their 


Church turn'd into a Garriſon, inſtead of a Maſs-houſe : this 


retence could .not be made for the Church of Wexford, it 
aving no appearance of ſtrength; and therefore the Order 
for- reſtoring it was renewed, and the diſobedient Mayor ſent 
for and turn'd out, for which. the Popiſh Clergy made him 
ample fatisfation : bur notwithſtanding that King Fames ap- 
ar'd moſt zealous to have the Church Teſtored, and expreſs'd 
imſelf with more paſſion than was ufual, that he would be 
obeyed ; and though the Proteſteats conterned ſollicited it 


. with the utmoſt eagerneſs 2nd diligence, even to the hazard of 


their Lives, yet they could never procure the King and Coun- 
cils Order, for the reſtitution of their Church, to be executed 
or obeyed ; and ſo they continued out of it till His preſent 
Majeſties ſucceſs reſftor'd them and their fellow Proteſtants to 
their- Churches, as well as to their other juit Rights. 

12. Now here we had a full demonſtration, what the Li- 
berty of Conſcience would come to, with which King Fames 
thought to haye amuſed Proteſtants, andof which he boaſted 
ſo eds , if once Popery had gotten the upper hand. 
He and: his Parliament might have made Ads: for ir, if the 
pleas'd, but we ſee here, that the Clergy would have told 
them, that they medled with what did not coneern them, 
and that they had no power to make Ads: abont Religious 
Matters, or diſpoſe of the Rights of Holy Church'; and we 
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Ge from this Experiment who would have been obeyed. We 
found here upon tryal, that when King Fames -would have 
kept his word to us, it was not in his power to do it; -and 
that His frequently repeated Promiſes, and his AQ of Parlia- 
ment for Liberty of Conſcience, could not prevent the demo- 
liſhing, defacing, or ſeizing Nine Churches ia Ten through 
the Kingdom ; and diſcovered to .us, That the AQ for Liber- 
ty of Conſcience was only defign'd to deſtroy the Eſtabliſh'd 

hurch, and not that Proteſtants ſhould have the Benefit of it. 

. I3. Having taken away our Churches and mars Places of 
meeting, the next thing was to hinder our Religious Aſſem- 
blies. . It is obſervable, that the ACt of their pretended Pax- 
liameff for Liberty of Conſcience profniſes full and free exer- 
ciſe of their reſpeftive Religions, to all that” profyft Chriſt ianity 
within the Kjngdom, without any moleſtation, loſs, or penalt 
whatſoever ; but aſſigns no puniſhment to ſach as ſhall. di- 
ſturb any in their Religious Exerciſes ; and there was good 
.reaſon for that omiſſion; for by this means they had left 


their Officers and Soldiers at liberty to diſturb the Religious 


Aſſemblies of Proteſtants, without fear of being call'd to any 
account. ROM ALISON In 
14, By the AQ, an open, free, and uninterrupted acceſs 
was to be left into-every Aſſembly ; and they commonly had 
their Emiſſaries in every Church, to ſee if they could find any 


-y to objeQ againſt the Preacher : But the Miniſters did' 
not 


ear any thing could; be objeQted even by malice on this 
Account ; and therefore when they found they werenot like 
to make much of this, they letit fall ; andthe Officers and Sol- 
diers came into the Churches in time of Divine Service, or in 
time of Sermons, and made a noiſe ;. ſometimes threatning the 
Miniſters; ſometimes curſing, ſometimes ſwearing, and fome- 
times affronting of aſſaulting Women, and picking occaſions of 
quarrels with ho Men, and comitting many diſ#rders ; it vex'd 
and grieved them to ſeethe Churches full, contrary to their ex- 
peQtation; that neither their Liberty of Conſcience, nor multi- 
plying their Maſs-houſcs, nor their driving away ſeveral thou- 
ſands of Proteſtants into. Exg/and, had in the leaſt emptied them; 


that their Liberty of Conſcience, inſtead of dividing, had 97 
: Y | unite 
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| had" return'd Vitorious from the Boyn, it was refolve' 
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united Proteſtants; and that the zeal and frequency of Devotion, 
amongſt thofe thar remained, ſupplyed 'the abfence of thoſe 
that were gone, and crowded the Churches rather more than 
formerly ; it grieved them much to ſee thoſethings ; and they 
on all occafions vented their fpleen againſt the Aſſemblies of 
Proteſtants. | 

15. In the Country, where Churches were taken from the 
Proteſtants, they met in private Houſes ; and where their 
Miniſters were gone, ' and -their maintenance ſfeiz'd ;. others 
undertook the Cures either gratis, # were maintain'd by the 
voluntary Contributions of the People : So that there ap» 
pear'd no probability, that Proteſtantiſm would be deftroy'd 
without violence. The Papiſts ſaw this, and therefore watch- 
ed an opportunity to begin'it. On the Sixth of Seprem. 168g. 
upon pxetence of Caſe of Piftols and a Sword found irf ſome 
out part of Chriſt Church in Dublin, they lockt it up for a 
Cornnighe, and ſuffered no Service to be in it. On the Twenty 
ſeventh of Ofober they took it to themſelves, and hindred 
Proteſtants to officiate any more init. On the Thirteenth of 
September, on pretence of ſome Ships ſeen inthe Bay of Dub- 
Hz, they forbad all Proteſtants to goto Church, or afſemble 
in any Place for Divine Service. FJaly 13. 1689. there iſſhed 


out a'Proclamation, forbidding Proteftants to go out of their

Churches taken away in his abſence at the former Camp, even 
that he muſt not diſoblige his Roman Catholick Clergy. Thus 
God gave them opportunigy to ſhew what they intended againſt. 
our Religion, even to take away all our Churches, and hinder 
all our Religious Aſſemblies ; and when they had brought their 
Liberty of Conſcience to this, and we had been obliged upon 
pain of Death to forbear all publick Worſhip for a Fortnight, 
then he ſent us deliverance, by means of his preſent Majeſties: 
Vittory at the Boyz, which reſtor'd us the Liberty of worſhip- 
ing God together, as well as the uſe of our Churches. 


SECT. XIX 


5. The wiolences nſed by King James's Party to make Converts, - 
and to diſcourage the Proteſtant Miniſters. OL 


IT. UT all theſe methods of ruining the Proteſtant Religi- 
"Y on ſeem'd tedious to the Prieſts; and therefore they 
could not be prevail'd with to abſtain from violence ; wherever 
they had a fair opportunity to uſe it they applyed it with all 
diligence» Several Proteſtant Women were married yo Pa- 
piſts ; many of - theſe uſed unmerciful Severities to their” 
Wives, and endeavoured by hardſhips and finkindneſs-to wea» 
ry the poor Women out of their Religion ; ſome ſtript them 
of their Clothes, kept them ſome days without Meat or Drink; 
beat them grievoully, and at laſt; when they could not prevail, 
turn'd them out of their Houſes, and refus'd to let them live 
* with them : Some ſold off all that. they had, curn'd it into 
Money, and left their Wives and Children to beg, for,no. o- 
ther Reaſon, but becauſe they would not forſake their Reli- 
gion : And this carriage was encouraged by the Prieſts, which 
came to be diſcovered on this occaſion : Some , Women that 
were thus uſed, were advis'd by their Friends to make their 
Application to their Husbands Confeſſors, and they imagined 
the Confeſſors would lay their Commands on the 'Men to: be 
more civil, and to do the Duty of Husbands to their Wives. ' 
| . But 
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But the Prieſts told the Women that it was their own faults 
chatrheir Husbands uſed themill, chac they deſerved it, and 
muſt expe no better whilſt they continued : diſobedient to 
them, and-refuſed 'to comply in the marter of Religion'; and 
when the poor Women replied that in''Confeience they 
@uld not change their Retigion; being 'perſwaded of the. 
truth of it, the Prieſts railed at them and abuſed them almoſt as * 
much as their own Husbands. Servants'were uſed the ſame 
way by their Popifh ' Maſters, and? Tenants / by: 'their. L8nd- 
lords ; every Office, of Profif, or Truſt was made a Temp: 
tation ; and a Man, whatever his cireumſtances were, muft 
either: part with 'it or his' Religion, - We were told that 
the King would. have all that did eat his Bread; of his own 
Religjoa 3 the _— of which was; .that he :expeed 
that Al who. were employ'd by himſhonſd turn Papiſts. 

2. I reckon all the Robberies and Plunderings. committed 
on-the Countrey Gentlemen, to' be on: the fame account ; 
a Man might have: ſaved his-Horfes, his Cows, his Sheep), 
and Houſhold Goods, it þe wonld have changed his Religion:; 
if not, he muſt expett to be ruined by Thieves and Robbers , 
{et on by the Prieſts, and encouraged by his Popiſh Neigh- 
bours ; which was no-way to be prevented- but by going to 
Maſs : ſome few were ſo weak as to do it, and eſcaped ; tho 
the generality rather choſe to. beg, than *to ſave their For- 
tunes by ſobaſe a Coppplyance. wy 
* 3. When it fared thus with the Laity, we may imagine the 
Clergy were 1 ill :-Circumftances : whoever eſcap'd , 
they were ſure to' be Robbed and Plundered ; they were 
often affronted -and affaulted. The very Proteſtant Biſhops 
could not eſcape Violence : The Biſhop of 'Lavghliz's Houle " 

" was'broke open and. Plundered before'be left the Kingdom : 
 ThaBiſhop of Waterford's Honſe was rifled, and the - Biſhop, 
aft old Man about Fourſcore years of Age,.deſperately-woun- 
--ded in his Bed. Several of the inferioir Clergy were beaten 
and abuſed, way-laid as they travelled the High-way, ſhot 
at and wounded, and with difficulty eſcaped with their Lives; 
ſome were ſo beaten that they 4died-upon it ; ſome had their 
Houſes ſet on fire ; aad id: on e Proteſtant Pariſhio-

tlemen of the Country, 'and ſome kept in for Twelve or 
Thirteen- Months, not being releas'd till the General gelive- 
rance ; fome werg Tried for their Lives, and ſome cMiderh-

. Ir were infinite . to reckon 'up; all the Violences they 
fufferd ; Dofor Kjxe, Door For, Mr. Bunbury, Mr. Kzne, 
Mr. Delany, Mr. Fitz -Simons, M.'-Read, Mr Carotane, Mr. 
Roſſelle, Mr. Tacker, Mr. Buckhurft, agd many others were 
Impriſoned : Dr. Foz, and Mr. More 'were affaulted by SdI- 
.diers whilft performing their Office at aBurtal jn the Church- 
Fard ; the ſame Dr. Foy was hindred from Preaching ſeve- 
Tal Sundays, by.the Menaces ofafome of King James's Guard ; 
who ſurrounded the Church with their Fuſees, and fwore 
they would ſhoot him-if he went -anto. the Pulpit ; and this 
only - becauſe he had :taken notice the Sunday beforgy, that 
one Hallin a Sexmon preached before King - James in Chni/ft- 
Church, and Printed afterwards, had corrupted his Text, As 
17. 30. by rendring it inſtead of Repent,  Repent aud do Pen- 
nance. Dr. Kjng was affaulted in the Street, and a Muſ- 
quet with a light Match levelled at him ; the publick Sex- 


vice in his Church was difturbed ſeveral times, particularly

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on Candlkimas Day '1689, by ſeven Officers, who {wore a- 
loud they would: cut his Throat ;- Dean G/exdy: was knocke 
down, and 'wounded' in - the Street ;; My. Delany allaulted 
and'puſbt 'at with a-naked: Sword: foveral times, and carried, 
alter they had ſufficiently' abus'd him, to - Jail;;'Mr. Kight 
was abuſed in bis' Chutch:yard by commonly known 
by the umn of the Mayor of Scarborough, who threatned 
to beat him ; Mr. Sergeant was cudgeled through the Street 
and. carried to Prifon ; Mr: P7ivs had a Muſquet tw:ce ſnap 
at-him; and: with-great difficylty'got to/his Houſe : Mr. Brur-

- 6. Nevertheleſs great hafdſhips were daily put upon them,

7. They endeavoured to bring the Minifters'of D46/iz ugder

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Conſtitution of the Government, or to part with the Liber-

them all treacherous, and would*never truſt any of them... 
5. In order to abuſe” the 'Proteftants,; agd eſpecially. the 
Clergy, they ſet up one Yaldey a Convert, Councellor at, Law, 
to/write:a weekly Paper,::which he; called; an; Abhorrence, in 
avhich he endeavoured:go take together] ali the. littly: Stories 
that 'might:zefle& jn Proteſtants, andialkthe a 
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Wit could furniſh him-with for his 'Cauſe-; he made it his 
buſineſs to-invent falſe tories and lies concernipg the Clergy, 
and began with Dr. Kjzg and Dr. Foy. He Tod publiſhed 
a Colleftion of paſſages out of the Biſhop of E's Sermon, 
and {ome - Sixteen others for- Paſſive Obedience ; whether 
this was his own work, or only, as I have'been informed,/a 
Peice composd by ſome others which he affamed 'to him- 
ſelf, Tcannot fay, but it mas with -very ſlender reception in 
Ireland, and lay on the Bookſellers hand. To vent it there- 
fore, as ſome thought, or'rather to \abuſe' the: Clergy, the 
publiſhed an Advertiſement in'his Abhorrence, declaring /that

6. And now upon the whole I ſappoſe it is manifeſt, by - 


Avhat has been ſaid in this and the former Section, that King 
James not only defighed to deſtroy us; but alſo made a con- 
{iderable progreſs in it, and twpuld have been. inexcuſable 
ingratitude to God and. to their preſent Majeſties if we ſhould 
have refuſed to cloſe heartily with a Government that reſcu- 
<d us from ſo great . miſery and apparent danger ; nor can 
-any reaſonable: Man biame thoſe amongſt; us that deſired 
or aſſiſted in this'deliverance, -and to their ntmoſt power. la- 
boured to. procure it. 154 

7. If a Chriſtian Army ſhould go at this time into Greece 
to redeem the Chriſtians there from' the ſlavery 'of the Tyrks, 
I would enquire of -any indifferent ,Caſujſt, whether 'it were 
lawful for the oppreſſed Grecians to accept of that delive- 
" Tance, and to join heartily with and. recognize their Re- 
deemers ; and I am well aſſured there, is not one' argument 
could be produced: to- juſtifie fach -a defeQion in them,

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CHAP. 1V. 


That there remam d no other Proſpef, or human Pobility, 


of | avoiding this Slavery and Deſtrufion defizn'd againſt 
the Kingdom and Proteſtants of Ireland, but by accepting 
of the Protection, and ſubmitting. to the Government of 


their preſent Majeſties. 


I. Y the foregoing part of this Diſcourſe it appears, that' 
we had nothing left us to oppoſe ro the Invaſions 
made on our Liberties, Properties, Lives and- Reli-' 

gion; Thar neither the Laws, nor the King's ProteQtions/ and 
Articles, or Declarations in our favour ; That neither particu- 
lar Services and Merits towards the Royal Intereſt, nor King 
James's natural Compaſſion and merciful Diſpolition - nor laſt- 
ly, his own Intereſt in proteCting and preſerving us, could ſe- 
cure us;  but*that notwithſtanding all theſe, we were brought 
to the very brink of Deſtruction. There remain'd therefore no 
other proipect or poſſibiliry for us to avoid this DeſtruCtion, 
but his preſent Majeſties interpoſing on our behalf, as he had 
done for Ezg/and : A- Providence of which we fo little'dreamt, 
and which was ſo ſtrange, ſounexpetted, and ſo effeQtual, that 
we cannot but believe ſomething extraordinary in it ; and that 
he was'rais'd up by God to be a Deliverer to us and the Prote- 
ſtant Cauſe. 

2. An unreaſonable requeſt it had been now tothe Proteſtants 
of this Nation, in this condition to which they were brought, 
to have defir'd them to have ſat till, and not made uſe of rhat 
opportunity which God put into their Hands, to reſcue them+ 
ſelves and their Country from Slavery and Ruine. And yet 
this is it our Adverſaries would have had us declin'd , been con- 
tented with what they had brought upon us, and expeRed 
ſome new Miracle: in our Deliverance. Ml] 
...3. For when the Proteſtants here'complain'd of the Preſſures 


under which they:lay, their Popiſh Acquaintance uſed'to tell 
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them, that they ought to be patient ; that Chriſt had endur'd 
more whilſt on Earth, and that they ought not to trouble 
themſelves about their Sufferings or Deliverance, but leave 
all to Providence, and ſee what God would do for them 3 and 
took it very ill, that they, or thoſe whom they had driven 
from hence, ſhould endeavour to do any thing for themſelves. 
It is true, Sermons of Patience and Submiſſion to the Will of 
God, were very proper and neceſſary in our Circumſtances ; 
but then they were moſt improper in the Mouths of our Ene- 
mics, who brought and continu'd thoſe Injuries and Sufferings 
on us, contrary to Law and Juſtice, under which they endea- 
voured to perſwade us to be patient, and from which they 
would not allow us to ſeek relief; and whilſt they comtinu'd 


their Oppreſſions, their adviſing us to depend ſolely on a new 


Providence for our Deliverance, was the ſame reproach and 
ſcoff that the Apoſtate Ju/;a» put on the Primitive Chriſti- 
ans, whoſe Petitions-for Juſtice he put off, by telling them, 
Their Maſter advis'd themr to be patient, and pronouncd them 
bleſſed when perſecuted. And yet we did exaQtly follow this ad- 
vice, thoug given in ratlery, and did not make the leaft ſtep 
to right our ſelves by force, till God's Providence appeard 
ſignally for theſe Kingdoms, 1n — them up a Delfarer, 
and putting the Crown on their Majeſties Heads. 

4. And now what Reaſon have we thankfully to embrace, 
and to bleſs God for the kind Offers of a Prince, who out of a 
publick Spirit, generouſly yeatured himfelf and all that he had, 
to ſave the Proteftant Religion, the Intereft of Europe, and 
theſe Kingdoms in particular, from the united Deſigns of 
France and King James, to enllave and ruin them. Ir is true 
God could have wrought a Miracle for us, when nothing elſe 
would have ſaved us, but we ſhould have had little reafon to 
expett it, if we had rejeed this contrivance of Providence 
that ſeem'd next to miraculous. I am fare ſome things are 
recorded in Hiſtory as Miracles, which were not accompanied 
with ſuch extraordinary Circumſtances as our Delivery. We 
neither had nor have in onr utmoſt view another chance, be- 
{ides this, to preſerve us from Slavery, Miſery and Ruine ; and 
our Enemies would have had more reaſon to applaud =_

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Wit than the World allows them, if they could have per- 
ſwaded us to reje& this, and to truſt taa new Miracle. We 
had only in our proſpett this one thing, to fave our Lives, to 
take us out of Jail, to reftore our Laws, our Employments, 
the free exerciſe of our Religion, our Fortunes and Eſtates, 
when we were unjuſtly depriv'd of them, and 'twas a very mo- 
deft expe&ation in them, and anſwerable to their other mea- 
{ures of Politicks, to think a People harraſs'd and ſtript, and 
plundred and condemned by them, to loſe their Lives and E- 
ſtates, which was the Caſe of all thoſe who fled from hence 
to Exzland, and in great meaſure, of moſt of thoſe that ſtaid 
here, ſhould in the height of their ſmart and ſufferings, reje& 
the kind offers of a Deliverer, to depend on a Miracle ; yet 
they pretend, this is what we ought to have done, and becauſe 
we did it not, they rail at us in the moſt bitter Terms ; they 
call us Rebels and Traitors, Villains and Atheiſts, and load us 
with all the approbrious Names their Malice and Revenge can 
ſuggeſt. | 
But we cannot blame them to be angry, the hungry Wolf, 
if he could ſpeak, would curſe and rail as heartily at the Shep- 
herd, that reſcues the Lamb out of his Paws, as they do at us - 
or our Deliverer ; - they had devour'd us in their Imaginations ; 
they had got the Civil and Military Sword into their Hands, 
and engroft all Places of Truſt Profit :* theſe, with the 
Legiſlative Power in the hands of our ancient and moſt mali- 
cious Enemies, were more than enough to have deſtroy'd us; 
but jyſt when they ſhould have divided-the-Spoil and conclud- 
ed the faral Tragedy, the Prince of Oraxge, his preſent Majeſty, 
interpoſeth, and reſcueth us ; this diſappointment mads them 
beyond all bounds of patience, and caſts them into ſtrange fits 
of railing and curſing ; Hell, Damnation, Confuſion to him 
and his Royal Conſort, were continually in the Mouths of 
their Men, Women, and Children ; with theſe they uſed to 
entertain one another at their Tables and Debauches, and en- 
deavoured to force them by way of Healths on Proteſtants. In 
ſhort, they ſpare no ill Name or Execration, that impotent 
Rage could vent, or invenom'd Rancour could fuggeſt;but when 
all is done, in their quiet Intervals, their. Conlciences cannot 
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but acquit us, and many of them made no ſcruple to confe(s, 
That there was no medium, but that either we or they muſt 
be undone, and when that was the unavoidable choice, that 
they, according to their own confeffion, had put on us, I aſ. 
ſure my felf the World will not only excuſe us, but will think 
it was our Duty to have done what we did, fince they had left 
us no other viſible way but this, to avoid certain and apparent 
Deſtruction. #05 |

A ſhort Account of thoſe Proteſtants who left the Kingdom, 
and of thoſe that ſtaid and ſubmitted to King James. 


SECT. 4 
Concerning thoſe who went away. 


7. H E former Diſcourſe, 1 ſuppole, is ſufficient to juſti- 
Ml: - fie the Proteſtants of Ireland, as to their ſubmiſſion 


to the Government of their preſent Majeſties ; and 
to ſhew the Reaſons for their earneſt deſiring, and thankfully 
accepting of that Deliverance, which Providence offered. us, 
by their means. It remains only to ſpeak a few words in 
particular of thoſe that left the Kingdom, and of thoſe that 
ftaid and ſubmitted to King James, that they may underſtand 
the truth of each others Circumſtances, and not either ofthem 
unjuſtly cenſure the other. | 
2. As to thoſe that abſented themſelves out: of the King- 
dom, it 1s certain that they offended againſt no Law in doing 
ſo; it being lawful for any Subje& to. tranſport himſelf out 
of one part of the Dominijons of Ezg/and into another ; it is 
true, that there is a Law or Cuſtom, that requires ſuch. as 
hold Offices from the King, to take a Licence from the Chiet 


Governour; but the Penalty of this is no more than the forfei- 
ture 
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ture of their Offices; and L fiad- it diſputed: among the. Law- 


;yers. whether it reach ſo far.;now.few.of thoſe that-wentaway, 


compar'd with the. whole! number of: them, were 'Officers ; 


thoſe that were, generally took Licences of abſence; and at 


worſt, it was at their own Peril, and it had been a"great ſe- 
verity to have taken the-forfeiture ; which was the ſence of 


the: whole Parliament of 'Exgland in makiog-an *Aft!201ex-

empt ſuch from incurring any: lots. 3255 ; 
3. But Secondly, they had great reaſon to go out'iof the 


Kingdom, becauſe they. foreſaw that nx would be the ſeat 


of Warr; they ſaw 40 or 50m Men put into Arms without 
any fund to maintain them 3 rhey knew theſe to be their” bitter 
and ſworn Enemies ; they: faw the courle' of Juſtice ſtopt 
againſt them, and their Stocks and Cattle taken: away be- 
fore their faces ; ſeveral Gentlemen of the Country loſt to 
the value of ſome 1000 /. before they fturrd 3 and to what 
purpoſe ſhouid they ftay in a place where: they certainlyknew 
that all they had would be taken from them, and:therr Lives 
exposd to the fury of their Enemies. | 
Thirdly, They had no reaſon to: ſtay becauſe they could 
not-expect to. do any good. by their ſtaying, or. to fave the 
Kingdome ; the. Papiſts. had: all the Forts and Magazins of 
the Kingdom in their hands ; they had all the; Arms and 
publick Revenues;;: they were in fimber>Four'or. Five: to 
one Proteſtant ; and they had the faceof Authority on their 
ſide ; and then what could a ſcattered Multitude withour 
Arms, without Leaders; .:and; withour Authority, . hope' to do 
in their own defence ;. by ae; har England they reckon*d 
themſelves not only ſafe, but likewiſe: in- a: way 'of ſerving 
their Countrey : *Twas 4rom thence they expected Arms, 
Ammunition, and Commiffions, by the help of which they 
might put themſelves in ſome: capacity of reſcuing their E- 
ates and Friends they left behind, which they looks on as 
much better Service than to ſtay and periſh with them. 
_ 4. Fourthly, the memory of the cruel uſage and difficult 
times thoſe met with who fſtaid in Jre/and in 164r. did 
frighten and terrifie all that reflected on them; the num- 


ber of thoſe: that. were: then 'maſſacred+ ani a 
| cridible 
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credible, and thoſe: that eſcap'd got away with ſach cir- 
cumſtances,  thae the memory af what they had ſuffered 
, was as'ill as death : if any will: be but at the pains of read- 
ing over Sir Joby Temples account of the firſt half Year of 
the War,. or rather Maſſacre, he will be ſatisfied that it was 
no unreaſonable fear made ſo many Proteſtants withdraw 
out.of the reach of ſuch barbarities ; the ſame Men or their 
Sons that committed all thoſe bloody murders and inhu- 
manities were again arm'din a much more formidable man- 
ner than they ever had been before ; and yet at that time they 
were able to maintain a War. for Twelve Years, and live 
by ſpoil/and robbery 3 and then what were the Children 
ofthoſe, whoſe Parents had been muxthered by rhem,co expe& 
but the ſame fate, or at beſt a miſerable Life in a-deſolate 
and ſpoild Country, in which no wiſe Man would} chooſe 
to live if he could help it ; indeed they could ' not expe& 
to live long after all was taken from them, but muſt in 
a little time have unavoidably ftary'd : a Trades-man might 
expe to live by his Induſtry, a Gentleman on his Credit 
in a peaceable Countrey, orin War, by liſting themſelves in 
any Army. But in Jre/and where Men. neither were ſuf- 
fered to: uſe their Induſtry, nor batake themſelves to Arms, 
where they could neither enjoy the means. of gaining a 
livelihood in Peace or War, to what purpoſe ſhould they 
ſtay, to live at the beſt, in Poverty, Contempt, and Sla- 


very. 
5 As tothe Clergy that left the Kingdom, it is to be conſide. 
Ted, 


that moſt of thoſe in the:Countrey.were robb'd and. plun- 
der*d,and nothiog left them to ſupport themſelves and families, 
before they went away : many were deſerted by their Peo- 
ple, their Pariſhioners leaving them and getting to England 
or Scotland before them : ſome Pariſhioners 'were : ſo kind 
to their Miniſters that they bepg'd and. entreated| them to 
be gone; which they were mov'd to do, becaule they ſaw 
the Ipite and malice of their Enemies was more peculiar- 
ly bent againſt the Clergy, and they imagined that their 
removing would a little allay the heat of thoſe ſpiteful Men, 
and that the Robbers would not ſo often viſit the neigh- 


bour- 
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bonrhood when the Minifter was pone ; "which 'in'0 muy 
places had the effe&t intended'y' forthe Robbers: wonld come 
a great way to rob a Gentleman or: Clergyman, and'would 
be ſure' to viſit the poor peoples: houſes' in ' their- paſſages: 
But when theſe were remov'd} the obſcutiry of the-meaner 
ny Clergymet} were ford to remove; becanſe they hadino- 
ching left to live on, their Pariſhioners were as poorasthem- 
felves, and utterly unable to helpthem ; 1doconſefsthar'there 
was no reaſon to complain of the 'Pevpples backwardneſs' to 
maintain' the Clergy 5 onthe cofitrary . they contributed; to 
the” utmoſt of their 'powe?,'-and' beyond! it; 5rid nite no <di- 
ſtinQtion of Sefts ; many Diſſenters of all forts Ee 7 Qua- 
kers ) contributing liberally' to' this good end, which onght 
to be -remembred-'to their honotie -- but afrervall, in! many 
aces, & whole Pariſh; what with the ruin "and: deſdlation 
ronght ori the- Kingdom;''ahd what ' with'the removal of 
the Proteſtant Pariſhioners, wis'not able to contribute 2's. to- 
maintait! theit Miniſter” ; "atid ' meer neceflity' forced away 
theſe Miniſters.

A juſtification of thoſe Proteſtants who ſtaid in Ireland, and , 


lived in ſubmiſſion to Kjng James's Government. 


I. NY the great numb:r ofProteſtants that fled 
} V to Ezgland, yet many ſtay'd behind ; perhaps . ſome 
may accuſe their Prudence in venturing to ſtay under ſuch 


. Circumſtances, but otherwiſe I think little can be objeted a- 


gainſt them ; however leſt any ſhould entertain any ſiniſter 
thoughts of them, 'twill be neceſſary to ſay ſomething : in 
their behalf.. They were of Four forts. 1. the meaner 
People. 2. Gentry of Eſtates. 3. Such as had employments, 
and 4. the Clergy. « _ 

2. Firſt, as to the meaner People,  *tis to be conſidered 
that it was no eaſy thing to get away ; the freight of Ships 
and Lycences were at very high rates ; and ſometimes not to 
be purchaſed at all. Many of the Countrey People could 

t get to the Sea Ports; they had little Money ; their ri- 
ches were in their Stocks and theſe being plundered, they 
were not able to raiſe ſo much money as would tranſport 
them and their Families ; and they generally came too late 
to the Ports. A ftridt Embargo being laid on all Ships b-fore 
they could get to the, Sea fide; many of the Citizens of Dub- 
lin and other Sea Ports got of,. but were forc'd to leave their 
Shops and Concerns behind in the hands of their Relations and 
Dependents, who were oblig&' to ſtay to take care of them. 
Others thought 'it unreaſonable. to leave all they had to geo to 
beg in a ſtrange Countrey ; and having no body to truſt with 


' their Concerns, reſoly'd to hazard themſelves together with 
. them. If theſe things be' conſidered, 'twill rather, ſeem a 
wonder that ſo 'many got off, than that ſome ſtaid behind. 


3. Secondly, as to the Gentlemen ; though ſome &f- them 
had plentiful eſtates and fortunes, yet they had bart little 


ready money ; .*tis not thonght gyudent in Jre/and, where 


money 1s at 10 per Cent. for any . one to keep much Caſh 


by him 3 and perhaps he that hath 1000 /. per annum deg 
\ ata 
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hath often not 100/7. in Caſh. Now ſome Gentlemen that 
had conſiderable families and little money, thought it unrea- 
ſonable for them to leave their mn Eſtates and go in- 
to England to beg or ſtarve; and the very thoughts of ei- 
ther was more terrible to them than death : And therefore 
they ghoſe rather to venture all with their Eſtates. Others 
were tied by ſuch particular obligations, that it was impoſ- 
ſible for them to' ſtir without the greateſt damage to their 
Concerns, and inhiimanity to their Relations, | 

4. Others thought ir neceſſary to ſtay meerly for a Try- 
al, that they might not be faid to have thrown themſelves 
out of all, before they were forced ; and that they might 
fee how far King James would proceed in his deſign of ruin- 
ing Proteſtants ang ſettling Popery. 


5. Others had Either Relations by Kindred or ſome private 


- Intereſt or obligation on ſome leading Papiſts ; and fancied 
by their ſtaying they might be able to ſave ſomething for 
themſelves and Tenants ; others tho they had no ſuch in- 
tereſt or particular obligations, yet their Families and influ- 
ence-in their Countreys, had made them reſpe&ted, even by 
their Enemies ; and they hoped by their prudence and ma- 
nagement to Obtain better quarters for their poor People 
that depended on them.; whom they. could not find in their 
hearts to leave deſtitute of all ſhelter and conduf, and it 
muſt be acknowledged that though theſe could not. do as 
much good as: they might reaſonably have expeQed, yet 
they did a great deal; and it guſt be. owned as a fingular 
providence of God that ſome ſuch, Gentlemen ſtaid ; for 


they uſed all their authority, intereſt, and credit to, ſerve the. 
poor, and notwithſtanding. the malice and power” of their . 


enemies they 'did them many geod offices: They direted 
them what-to do and how to behave themſelves in' their 
applications for relief, when oppreſſed ; they managed and 
ollicited their Petitions ; they took all opportunities. to. re- 
monſtrate to King James the. grievances and oppreffions of 
the poor people ;. they t8ok the. moſt favourable inſtances, 
and managed them' in the beſt manner, to make him. fen- 
fiÞle ; they took advantage of. the little feuds that were be- 
Tl | tween 
®. 
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tween the Courtiers,and made their Piques aſeful to procure re- 
dreſs to ſuch Aroteſtants as had been ſignally injured by the op: 
polite Party ; and ſometimes by addreſs, and other times by 
meer importunities and bold repreſentations of the barbaroul: 
neſs and inhumanity of the Proceedings againſt Proteſtants, 
they ſhamed the Government into a better Temper ; ſomecimes 
procuring ſome moderation ; ſometimes redreſs of exorbitant. 
Grievances ; and at other times did prevent moſt ſignal Miſ-* 
chief delignd againſt us, at leaſt by gaining time, which was 
a great conveniency tous. | 

6. Theſe Gentlemen that ſtaid were uſeful, not only by em- 
ploying their Credit; their Friends and Intereſt with the Go- 
vernment, but they farther did contribute to the preſerving 
and ſapporting of a great many. poor and impriſoned People, 
that otherwiſe would have ſtarved : near Five hundered Priſo- 
ners were {ſupported by the Charity of Dublin, and every 
thing put into ſuch a method, that amongſt the numerous 
poor ruined Proteſtants, not one was loſt or ſtarved for want 
of Meat or Clothes, that we could hear of ; which we muſt 
| look on as an extraordinary Providence, -and renders all thoſe 
inexcuſable who changed their Religion, on pretence that 0- 
therwiſe they- muſt have ſtarved ;. an excuſe they did not offer 
then, and which being falſe, ought not to be pretended, much 
leſs allow'd now. | 

7. We found our ſelves in many ſtraits how to behave -our 
ſelves under ſome difficulties that fell on us about Fees for Im- 
priſonment-, concealing .of Arms or Abſentees Gocds, and mat- 
ters of Oaths;either to the Governmeat or on private Occaſions ; 
the Gentlemen and-Perſons of Credit that ftaid, advis'd the 
poor People in all theſe Caſes, and kept them in ſuch a ſteady, 
unanimous and regular Courſe, that no advantage could be 
taken againſt them, and yet they avoided all ſwearing or be- 
traying themſelves or Friends ; and whereas there are ſeveral 
Diſſenters in D#ubliv, the ter was carried with ſo much 
Prudence, that we lived in pErfe&t Amity, Peace.and Charit 
together, and all contributed and aſſiſted one another towards 
their common ſafety. « Dr. Dopping, Biſhop of Meath, and le- 
veral other Perſons of note, Ggnaliz'd themſelves _ theſe 
occaſions, and behaved themſelves with ſo much Prudence, 
HE | Hh 2 Induſtry, 
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Induſtry, Reſolutidn and Tenderneſs to the Aflicted, that they 
always will be lookt on by thoſe who ſtaid in Oublin, as pe- 
culidr Inſtruments of their preſervation. - 
8. Thirdly, As to thoſe Proteſtants who had-Employments, 
and ſtaid on account of them, it was conſidered and debated 
— by the moſt Prudent and Judicious Proteſtants of Dubliz, whe- 
ther they ſhould continue to aQ in them ; and they univerſal- 
ly judgd it adviſable, that-every Proteſtant who could either 
get or keep apy Civil Employment by fair and honeſt Means, 
thould do it ; moſt of the Civil Offices were held by Patent, 
. andeither the Patentees of their Deputies were on the Place, 
and executed*them : Now for theſe to have gone away, was 
to have given them up voluntarily into the Hands of Papilſts, 
and to entitle King Fames to the diſpoſal of them, without any 
impritation of Injuſtice : We therefore thought all ſuch as had 
any Employment or Civil Office, oblig'd to ſtay in their Em- 
ployments, till removed by force ; and when they - were re- 
moved by. Ad of Parliament, that voided their Offices, and 
new Officers were appointed, it was ſtill judged convenient 
that the former Deputies ſhould a& in them ; and if the new 
Patentees ſhould: refuſe to employ them as Deputies, they 
ſhould nevertheleſs endeavour to ftay n'them as Clerks. r. Be- 
cauſe we were in hopes of recovering them in a (ſhort time, by 
the aſſiſtance of Their preſent Majeſties, and in the mean 
time we knew not what havock and ſpoil might be made of 
Records and Books by Popiſh Deputies, whereas if the Pro- 
teftants kept in the Offices they might preſerve them, or at 
leaſt be Witnefſes of the injury that ſhould be done them ; 
and this Contrivance had the felt deſign'd ; the Papiſts were 
fo much ſtrangers to the Offices, that they were forc'd to de- 
'pend on Proteſtant Clerks or Deputies, and theſe kept their 
Maſters in all the ignorance they could ; and either put out of 
the way, or would not find ſuch Records or Papers, that they 
{nppoſed were defign'd to be geſtroyed ; inſomuch that ve- 
ry little injury was done to the Offices ; the very Outlawryes 
of the Rebels and Murtherers in 1641. being preſerv'd, though 
ordered by their pretended Parliament to be deſftroy'd, and 
£* 5 Fine umpos'd on any Officer that ſhould: conceal any, 
them. 


. 
- 
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9. Secendly, It was not ſafe for &Y Officer, that was not 
forcibly turn'd our, to refuſe to att if he had either voluntas- 
rily relignd his Place, or refaſed to officiate in it, he muſt 
have expeCted to be treated with more ſevere uſage than o- 
ther People, as one peculiarly, diſaffeted. Some therefore 
were forcd to keep even in the Army in their own defence ; 
*but theſe were fo few, that there need not much be ſaid for 
them : I do not remember abqve three that had Commiſſions: 
in the Army, who were deſirous to leave it ; and thoſe were 
kept in only for a pretence of Impartiality'; and for ſuch as. 
ated as Juſtices of Peace, they were often ſerviceable to Pro- 
teftants, in freeing them from Oppreſſions and Injuries. Thoſe 
few Proteſtants that took Commiſſions of Ozer and Termirer, 
| did it on a Publick Account, and always aQted for the Benefit 

of Proteſtants. : | 

3. Proteſtants by keeping in Employments, though never ſo 
infignificant, fonnd means and 'opportunities of ſerving their 
diſtreſſed and oppreſſed Friends; and they ſeldom faiPd to im- 
prove: theſe means to the beſt advantage : the poor People 
that ſtay'd in 7re/ard were ſenſible of this, and often wiſht that 
more. had ftay'd, en this account ; and truely if they had, 
by the advantage of their Addreſs and Underſtanding above 
the Papifts, who generally were ignorant of buſineſs, 
they might probably have done muck good, and have gained 
farther time for the poor People from their deſtruction. 

10. However I do not intend to juſtifie all that was done by 
Proteſtant Officers; -if any of them advanced, abetted, or 
concurr*d in an ilt thing, let them ſuffer for it ; but I humbly 
conceive the Proteſtants of Ire/and that ſtaid here; and ſaw 
and 6bſerved every Man's behaviour, and were the only ſuffe- 
rers by the ill management of any Officer, whatever his Sta- 
tion was, may be fafely truſted to give a CharaQer of each ; 
TI own that it is not reaſonable that a Certificate under a few 
hands ſhould be accepted, as a Vindication of any Man ; for 
an Officer might have ſervd and oblig'd a few, who cannor 
in gratitude refue to certrie tor him, and yet have done miſ-- 
chief enough to others ; bur on the other hand, 1s ir reaſon-

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were abſent and ſtrangers to their behaviour, ſhould- undo or 
miſrepreſent any Man ? arf therefore I think, ifs any diſpute 
ſhould ariſe concerning ſuch Matters, a fair and legal hearing 
in publick were the moſt equal way, ang iis all the tavour that 
generally any Proteſtant Gent(gman, who ftajd and officiated 
under King James, needs deſire : They are ſo few, that this 
would not be any great trouble, and their Honeſty and Pru-* 
dence generally ſo notorious, that it would not be any bemiſh 
ro them ; nor were they guilty of any ſervite or mean Com- 
pliances, or paid any other deference than what was due to 
a Government, under whoſe Power God's Providence had 
placed them , and which by unſeaſonable oppolition, they 
would only have exaſperated to their own deſtruQtion. 

11. Fourthly, As to the Clergy that ſtaid, it were an in- 
juſtice to them to make any Apology for them, they ftaid in 
pure ſenſe and conſcience of their Duty, and minded it ſo ef- 
feCtually, that their Labours were acceptable and uſefuFto their 

_ People in many reſpe&s, and I doubt not but will be a —

Account of Mr.Thomas Corker's Houſe, Burnt by the 
- Iriſh the 5th of May, 1659. 


S One of the Thouſand Inſtances that may be given of 
the Ngtural Antipathy the r:/þ have to the E»2/i/h, and 
Proteſtants in genera], (let the Obligations of Neighbourhood, 
Converſation, and other endearments be never fo great) Mr 7ho- 
mas Corker's Uſage by them is remarkable. He liv'd at Donogh- 
more, Within a Mile of Navan in the County of Meath; and 
obſerving about Al/-Saints,.1688, that the Engliſh and Prote- 
ſtants began toremoye and fly; he ſreely ask'd the 1ri/h Gentle- 
men. in his Neighbourhood, What Adviee they would give him 
as to his Remove, having a- great Family : Who Anſwer'd, 
O dear; Sir, do not flir; for if the World were on Fire , you have 
0 reaſon to fear : For you have been fo obliging to us your Neirh- 
ours, + and to all ſorts, that none will harm you, But rather protett 
you. Yet immediately they fell upon his Stock without doors, 
and took part of it away. He then removed with his Family 
to: Dublin , leaving his Haggard and moſt of his Houſhold 
Goods behind him ; and ſometimes (or about once a Month) 
went down to Threſh part of his Corn for his own uſe: During 
which time they took away all his Stock of Sheep , Black 
Cartel, and Horſes; and the Soldiers from Navan (Commanded 
by one Captain Farre/ ) fetcht. away all his Corn and Hay. 
Some of his 7r:/þ»-Servants telling him, It was not fate for him 
to come down, or lye in his own Houſe, He lay in a Neigh: 
beurs Houſe: This was on a Friday-Night; and the. next Day 
he'went to Dublin. On Sunday Night (the 5ch of May, 168g.) 
they came and fer Fire to his Houle in ſeveral places,and burnt 
it down and all his Goods , believing he was in the Houſe. 
Afterwards giving-out, That he had order'd his own Servants 
to Burn it, And ſoon after came up one” W:ifiam Carton his 
Shepherd, who told him, That the Fryar and Prieſts at Navan 
were very angry with him, and Threatned him, becauſe he did

Declaration, That a Szarch ſhall be made in every 
Houle in D«blin, for Arms and Ammunition ; and that, in 
Caſe any ſhall be found upon Search, that the Perſons with 
whom they are found, ſhall be left to the Mercy of. the Sol- 
diers : This Penalty is thought unreaſonable on thele following 
Accounts, 2 | 

Firſt, Becauſe it is not determin'd by the Declaration, who 
{ſhall be the Searchers; for if the matter be manag'd as hi- 
therto it hath been, that every one who pretends to be a Sol- 
dier muſt have liberty to. ſearch, and in ſuch Numbers, and 
as often as they pleaſe, no Houle can be ſafe ; for that ſome 
have been already ſearched, by Six Companies after one ano» 
ther, and that in the ſame Day. And if any of theſe ſhould 
pretend to find a Piſtol, or Bagonet, or Horn of Powder, 
though he brought 1t.out of his Pocket, with,a deſign to draw 
an inconvenience on the Houſe; yet, by the Declaration, the 
Houſe and all that is in it, muſt be left to the Mercy of the 
Soldiers ; and, by this means, the Innocent may ſuffer as well 
as the Guilty. 

Secondly, That if the Soldiers be permitted to ſearch, there 
will be ſo much Damage by it to this City, that an Age can- 
not Repair it: For, by this means, every Place that is ca- 
pable of concealing Arms,. muſt be left ro their Diſcretion ;

If the King, of France had not been too generous 
and too Chriſtian a Prince; were it not a ſufficient Mo- 
tive for him to reject the King in his Diſgrace, that upon 
thoſt rotten Principles rejeAed his Allmnce; yer thoſe, 
and only thoſe Principles, will be made uſe of to perſwade 
you there, . that you muſt not think of your own Reſtau- 
ration and Aſſurance at Home firſt, but go into Erglara

Ic ; to be wiſhed, that.if Widows, Orphans, or any other 
ſons have fallen under hardſhipby the general ſettlement ofihs 
Kingdom, that ſome way may be deviſed to make them reparati- 
on ; but*the way preſcribed by this Bill, is to Rob-the Innocent 
Purchaſers, Creditors and Orphans of their Eſtates, to doit con.

To inventory and take fe- 
curity for the forth-coming, of theſe Goods, and not to ſtrip 
the Houſes, or hinder Trade; for many Brewers, Ale-ſellers, 
and other Handy-Crafts and Traders, though abſent, yet had 
left behind them Servants, Friends, and ſometimes their Wives 
to manage their Trade; and to have ſtrip't thoſe Houſes, had 
but added to the Number of Waſt Houſes, and leſſened His 
Majeſties Revenue; ſome Ale-houſes not having the Value . 
of Forty Shillings of Abſentees Goods, draw three or four Bar- 
rels ot Drink per Week, beſides their Quartering of Souldiers, 
which has colt the Inhabitants more generally by far, than 
the Goods could be fold for theſe Times. OE | 


And this Matter ought at preſent to be well confidered:; 
for, though now the Goods are veſted in the King by Law, 
and the beit of them is to be made for the King's advantage ;
